Frederick W. Catlin is a son of Avery B. Cat- 
lin, Inspector at the New-York Barge Office, 
and a nephew of Gen. Isaac 8. Catlin, brother- 
in-law of Gen. Tracy, the Secretary of the Navy. 
He was born in Owego, N. Y., about thirty-four 


ears ago. The family moved to Brooklyn in 

870. He went into the Fulton Bank of that 
city as a olerk, and afterward studied law with 
Tracy, De Witt & Hudson, and was admitted to 
the bar. For three years, under Mavor Low and 
Corporation Counsel John A. Taylor, Mr. Catlin 
was Assistant Corporation Counsel. Later and 
up to last May he had an office with Tracy, Mc- 
Farland, Ivins, Boardman and Platt, at 35 Wall- 
street. He then opened an office in Courtstreet, 
Brooklyn. He lives at 185 President-street, 
in that city. 

His friends say that Thomas C. Platt, Con- 
ressman William C. Wallace, and the late 
Walker Blaine pressed the appointment and

The Republicans in the House gave notice 
to-day through Mr. Rowell, Chairman of the 
Committee on Elections, of the determination 
of the Republican Party to ride down all resist- 
ance to the determination of the Repub- 
jican politicians that the black people of 
the South shall be compelled hereafter to 
vote the Republican ticket. This note of warn- 
ing was sounded in a vehement speech in the 
proposition to put out W. H. Cate, the Demo- 
cratic member from the First Distriot of Arkan- 
6as and to put in T. P. Featherstone, a Demo- 
cratic wheeler, who is prepared to act with the 
Republicans in making good Tanper’s injunc- 

tion to send the surplus to Hades. 

The arguments of the Republicans on the 
case have all been made for Pe. purpose of 
showing that the election inthe First District 
ot Arkansas was affected by threatened\ vio- 
lence on the part of the Democrats and by 
fraud perpetrated by the use of a ballot box 
contrived so as to enable arascally election of- 
floer to deposit the ballot or slip it off on the 
floor while appearing to drop it in 
the box. While there were apparently 
#ome threats made against black voters, 
and they were driven from some of the vre- 
cincts, 15 1s not quite clear that the Republic- 
ans,in Repubdliean precincts, were not using 
the infamous baliot boxes complained of. One 

f these boxes was shown in the House, and 
t seemed to have come from a Republic- 
an custodian. No one was. killed in 
the district. No one was hurt. The 
whole vote appeared to be in Crittenden County 
about 2,500. By concluding that Feather- 
stone ought to have had a majority, Mr. Hauk, 
who makes the report, decides that Cate 
must lose 224 votes returned for him, 
aud Featherstone must have 3 more votes 
than he was credited with ‘what gives 
Featherstone a majority of 86 and will seat 
him, while the Democrats of the Elections Com- 
iittee, who say that the pretext of intimida- 
tion is all that exists to justify unseating Cate, 
insist that te had a clean majority of 595 ina 
total vote of 30,000, 

The discussion to-day gave several Republic- 
ans—Dalzell, Greenbalge, Rowell, and others— 
a chance to talk about pure elections, When 
Mr. Crisp spoke for the Demoeratic side he 
directed attention to the fact that the attorney 
lor Featherstone before the Committee on Elec- 
tions was “ Blocks-of-Five” Dudley, and be nat- 
urally regarded it as somewhat extraordinary 
that the man who had carried out the job of 
buying floaters enough in Indiana to carry the 
State for his affectionate friend Harrison 
should be prating about honest eleetions any- 
whore. 

When he referred to him as “ notorious” his 
remark inflamed Cheadle of Indiana, who was 
in @ passion, flung his arms aboutin @ danger- 
ous Manner, and defended Dudley and the 
honest Indiana ‘floater’ in the same breath. 
Borrowing a simile from Mr. Greenhalge of 
Massachusetts, he said that when he heard 
Dudiey’s statement it occurred to him, “ This 1s 
the devil quoting Scripture,” but, while the no- 
torious Indianian was not a civil serviceyre- 
former, be was bot the devil, and what he was 
quoting to the commnittee was not Scripture, 

After Cheadile’s gymnastic interruption of 
Mr. Crisp’s entirely parliamentary reference to 
Dudley, the Georgia member continued to dweil 
upon Dudley’s reputation and the incongruity 
of his appearing for a free ballot. In the course 
of his remarks he asked if the gentlemen 
did not know the different effect upen 
the public mind the same words might 
have when coming from different men. 
That was the idea he meant to convey. When 
he had heard the counsel talking about the im- 
portance of a pure ballot and the proteetion of 
the people from corruption at the polls, thouch 
he could not call him the devil quoting the 
Scriptures, he was reminded of the negro rhyme 
preserved by the Senator from North Carolina: 

“ De biggor dat you see de smoke, 
De less de fire will be; 
And de leastest kind of possum 
Climbs de bigweat kind of tree. 
De leader at de old camp ground, 
Pat kin loudest sing and shout, 
l’s gwine to rob some hen roost 
Befo’ de week is out.”’ 

A very strong speech on the Democratic side 
‘was made by Mr. Clifton R. Breckinridge of 

Arkansas. He discredited the report of in- 
timidation, avd challenged the other side to 
give apy instance of the killing of men, to 
which they referred, as having been done by 
wholesale. He admitted that there had been 
Sisorder, rudeness, and violence, but that it was 
not common nor was it approved by the people 
of his State. 

Mr. Kelley of Kansas made a brutal and wholly 
unjustifiable reference to Mr. Breckinridge as 
“standing inthe bloody shoes” of his com- 

etitora in the Second District, to which Mr, 
Grockinridge replied, with dignity-and warmth, 
by challeging the Committee on Elections to 
take up the case they have not yetso much as 

focketed. He ridiculed the pretext that they 
Jared not undertake to get testimony, when 
all the courts were in undisturbed opération, 
and proposed that, if it was necessary, they 
shouid bring troops into the State to help them 
to collect the testimony they sought. 

Mr. Kelley attempted to cite instances of a 
go-called political murder. Mr. Breckinridge 
showed that one was the shooting of a Repub- 
lican negro by a boy, the aon of a prominent 
Republican politician. Another death was the 
result of a riot — which the roughs of both 

arties participated. 

Pwr. Greenba ge intimated, in his speech, that 
the Elections Committee intended to take up 
the Breckinridge case. A vote is to be taken to- 
morrow, when Cate will be unseated and Feath- 
erstone put in. Ae 

» At 1 o'clock to-day Mr. Dolph moved that tho 
Senate proceed to star-chamber proceedings. 
The motion was promptly carried. At 6 o’clock 
the Senate adjourned until to-morrow. The in- 
tervening five hours had been spent by the Sen- 
ators in discussion of the subject of muzziing 
the press of tho doogeee and preventing the 
public from learning what business is trans- 
acted by the Senate. : 

After all visitors had been driven out of the 
galleries the double doors were all carefully 
locked and bolted. Ofiicers were sent through 
the upper story of tho building to drive out any 
persous who might be on the other side of the 
wolid four-foot wall between them and the Sen- 
ators, and double guards were placed at each 
stairway to keep them out. The elevator men 
were ordered not torun their glevators above 
the first floor, and precautions were taken to 
keep the etrangers or suspicious persons from 
loitering in the corridors of the main floor. As 
the readers of ‘He Times already know, meas- 
ures were taken last week to prevent any sound 
from the star chamber filtering out through 
cracks in the walls or doors, but the air pipes 
leading to the ventilators in the floer of the 
Chamber had not been closed up. 

When the secrery-loving Senators were gatis- 
fied that they wore really out of sight or hear- 
ing of any outsiders, oly om newspaper 
men, Mr. Dolph sent up the desk and had read 
a sort of preliminary report from the special 
committee which has been trying to find out 
how newspaper men learn star chamber pro- 
ceedings. ‘his report was in the nature of a 
resolution attached to a rather long preamble. 

The preamble set forth that the special com- 
mittee had summoned before it certain corre- 
spondents who had published reports of secret 
sittings of the Senate, and had asked them 
from whom they got their information. 
They had refused to Suswer. Therefore 
the committee proposed the adoption by the 
Senate of a resolution direeting the special 
committee to again summon A. J. Haltord of the 
‘Associated Press, G. G. Bain of the United 

M G. ckendorff of the New-York 
dribune, Juies Guthrie of the New-York Heraid, 
and Frank A. DePuy of THE New-York TIMES, 
and again to ask thom the questions they jad 
refused to answer. In case they again refused 
to answer, the committee was ted to noti- 
fy the Sergeant at Arms of the Senate, who was 








in turn directed forthwith to arrest the con- 
tumaceous witnesses and bold them, subject to 
the further order of the Senate. , 

When the preamble and resolution had been 

auly read Mr. Dolph, on. behalf of his special 
committee, moved their adoption and made a 
speech in support of his motion. He told his 
Senatorial brethren how unsuccessful the in- 
quisitors had been, explaining how the com- 
mittee had tried the best it knew how to get the 
newspaper menu to tell what they knew, but 
without getting what it wanted. He insisted 
that the Senate must do something to maintain 
the secresy of its star-chamber proceedings, 
and he intimated that be thought he had dis- 
covered a Way. 
“ Mr. Dolph had been searching the Revised 
Statutes diligently for several days, aud it is 
understood that he announced the discovery 
that the newspaper men who had informed 
their readers of the doings of Senators had been 
guilty of sedition. 

Mr. Dolph’s remarks and the resolution his 
committee had offered stirred up alively de- 
bate. It had not continued long before the fact 
was developed tbat the special commit- 
tee of of seven men was not unanimous 
in reporting the resolution, for Mr. Vest, ore 
of its members, openly laughed at Mr. Dolph 
and the report and made an earnest speech 
against the resolution. Like others who spoke, 
the Missouri Senator pointed out the ridiculons 
attitude in which the Senate found itself, and 
he told the Senators in plain terma that no- 
body knew 80 well as they where the newspa- 
per men obtained their information. 

Mr. Platt was another of the seven inquisi- 
tors who argued against the resolution, and he 
went on atsome length with a sensible speech 
in favor of doing away entirely with the whole 
—* and un-American system of secret sit- 
ings, 

Mr. Dolph was being bard pressed when Mr. 
Harris, a fellow-inquisitor who would like to 
have no open eessions of the Senate at all, 
helped him out with an argument for 
the resolution and a denunciation of the 
newspapers which presumed to publish se- 
orets belonging exclusively to Senators. Mr. 
Blackburn, another of the inquisitors, also 
talked for the resolution, and told the Senate 
that, if necessary, he would advocate doing 
away entirely with the press gallery. Mr. Wil- 
son of Iowa was still another of the inquisitors 
who insisted that the unruly newspaper men 
must be punished and the dignity of the Senate 
maintained. 

All of the advocates of the resolution hada 
good deal to say about star-chamber sittings, as 
one of the high prerogatives of the highest 
legislative body in the world, andin denuncia- 
tion of the constant infringements of that bigh 
=" of which the correspondents were 
guilty. 

Mr. Hawley grieved some of the inquisitors 
by boldly derending thenewspaper men. He as- 
serted that they were gentlemen who aid their 
duty and did it weli, and he declared that it was 
perfect nonsense to undertake to punish them 
for getting the news they were sent here to 
xet and which the people wanted and should 
have. There were sowe things in the Senate 
proceedings which should be kept secret, he 
conceded, but they shoula be kept secret by 
Senators themselves. 

Mr. Hale also made an earnest argument 
against the Dolph resolution, and then Mr. Tel- 
ler directly antagonized it by offering as a sub- 
stitute a resolution providing for the considera- 
tion of all executive nominations in open ses- 
sions of the Senate, This brought before the 
Senators the whole subject of star-cham- 
ber procecdings, and Mr. Teller followed 
up the motion with a warm argument 
against secrecy. He toid the Senators that 
they ought to open the doors in self defense, 
for that was the only way they could protect 
themselves from misrepresentation, intentional 
or unintentional, while they could not set them- 
selves right before thelr constituents and the 
publio without violating their own rules. 

The discussion proceeded at great length, un- 
til finally Mr. Evarts got the floor to explain all 
the legal points involved in the Dolph resolu- 
tion and to assure bis less learned colleagues 
that the resolution ought te be adopted. Mr. 
Evarts had not got fairly started in his first sen- 
tence when he yielded to a motion to adjourn, 
and the Senators hurried away, leaving the 
whole business to be settled to-morrow. 

Mr. Dolph is supposed to have hit upon sedi- 
tion as the proper offense with which to charge 
the newspaper men, because of the definition 
ot that term given in the dictionaries. This 
definition is: “The raising of commotion 
in a_ State, not amounting to  insur- 
rection; arousing of discontent against 
government, and disturbance of public tran- 
quillity by speaking or circulating inflamma- 
tory publieations and the Hike; excitement of 
resistance to lawful authority.” 


The ** pork barrel’ was not opened to-day in 
the House, according to programme. The 
Featherstone-Cate contested-election case was 


prolonged, and the more agreeable task of dis- 
tributing the taxes accumulated in the Treas- 
ury was postponed until to-morrow or [ater. 
The appetites of members will be whetted by 
the delay, and every wan who found his bill or 
bills on the calendar to-day will be more eager 
than ever to reiieve the calendar as well as the 
‘Lreasury. 

The first edition of the calendars, which was 
delayed, carried thirty-two bills reported from 
the Committee on Public Buildings and 
Grounds. Ata late hour yesterday the commit- 
tee filed another batch of reports, bringing the 
total nuniber of bills up to seventy-four. These 
were allona second edition of thé ealendar, 
and 1t is probable that the list will be swelled 
toupward of one hundred by to-morrow morn- 


ng. 

The bills se far entered upon the calendar 
average about $150,000 each, so that if all are 
passed, they will take from the Treasury at 
least $11,000,000. If the number is run up to 
oue hundred, that number will appropriate no 
less than $15,000,000 ana perhaps $20,000,000 
of the hard-earned surplus. 

It is interesting to notice how the reports 
bave been distributed. Thirty-four States are 
provided for with one or more buildings. Some 
States —e received none, owing to the fact 
that the favored States have representa- 
tives on the 
teen members of the 
thirteen members have forty-one of the 
seventy-four bills reported. Mr. Milliken of 
Maine, the. Chairman, is comparatively modest, 
for he only gets three, but one of these pro- 
poses toexpend the very extravagant sum of 
$75,000 fora public building at Bar Harbor, 
Maine, which everybedy who has been there 
knows to be nothing but a Summer resort that 
is deserted eight months in the year. 

Mr. Lehlbacb of New-Jersey has three bills, 
Mr. Post of Lllinois, four; Mr. Van Schaick of 
Wiseonsin, four; Mr. Darlington of Pennsyl- 
vania, five; Mr. Kerr of Iowa, eight; Mr. Quack- 
enbush of New-York, two; Mr. Gifford of Bouth 
Dakota, one; Mr. Bankhead of Alabama, one; 
Mr. Abbott of Texas, tive; Mr. Clunie of Cali- 
fornia, three; Mr, Lewis of Mississippi, two, 
and Mr. Dibbie of South Carolina, none at all. 

The committesmen have taken extremely 
good care of themselves, but it was necessary 
to interest as large a number of States as possi- 
ble to insure the passage of any bill at ail. 
Iowa is to be well taken care of in order to keep 
the Republican Party in shape, and the 
interest of the South is enlisted to 
make the plan racticable. When the

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THE PARNELLITE RETORT 


ACOUSING THK GOVERNMENT 
OF CONSPIRACY. 
TELEGRAMS WHICH HARRINGTON READ 
IN THE HOUSE OF COMMONS ABOUT 

SEEKING EVIDENCE; IN AMERICA. 


Lonpon, March 4.—Mr. Frank Lockweod, 
(dome Ruler,) member for York, resumed the 
debate on Mr. Gladstone’s amendment to Mr. 
Smith’s motion that the House adopt the report 
of the Parnell Commission. Ho said he sup- 
ported the amendinent because it was absolate- 
ly and literally true. 


The Right Hon. Henry Matthews, Home Sec- 
retary, contended that the amendment was 
only part of the truth stated, with passionate 
and. inflammatory adjectives. The Govern- 
ment simply proposed to record the findings 
both for and against the Parnellites, declining 
to adopt the course of giving the go-by to all 
the findings against the Parnellites, in order 
simply to express a condemnation in which 
all shared of the falsity and foul origin of 
the charges which had been disproved. 

T. Harrington (Nationalist) reminded Mr. 
Matthews of his former close association with 
Pigott and the Suuth of Ireland Fenians when 
he was staunchly supported by Patrick Fora. 
Mr. Harrington declared that in the eight 
years during which he had been connected with 
the league not a word had gone forth 
that would encourage even boycotting. In sup- 
port of his promise to prove that while the 
commission Was sitting @ conspiracy was in 
progress, in which the Unionists were deeply 
involved, to obtain perjured evidence to de- 
stroy the character of the Parnellites, Mr. Har- 
rington read a series of telegrams to agents of 
the dimes in America with reference to Millen 
and Sheridan. “Did the Attorney General,” 
he asked, “see any of these telegrams ?” 

Sir R. E. Wobster replied, ‘‘ Not one.” 

Mr. Harrington, continuing—Then you were 
betrayed by your colleagues. These telegrams 
prove a conspiracy deeper and fouler than any- 
thing proved against the Parnellites. A gross 
injustice has been done to the Attorney Gen- 
eral if his name was connected with them with- 
out his knowledge. 

Proceeding to show that the Government was 
behind these transactions, Mr. Harrington read 
& telegram dated April 1 and addressed to a 
man named Johnston, in New-York, to the effect 
that the British Consul was authorized to give 
him the names of informers. The reply came 
from Johnston that the Consul was unable to 
assist him. The next day another telegram 
told Johnston that all the informers’ reports 
since 1884 had passed through the Consul’s 
hands, and If he did not know the names him- 
self he could refer to those who did. 

‘Was the British Minister responsible for this 
matter?” the Speaker asked. .Continu- 
ing, he read further telegrams show- 
ing that even after Sir Richard Web- 
ster had apologized for the forgeries, 
the Times still endeavored to procure evidenee 
through Sheridan to establish their authentic- 
ris While the Jimes was offering as much as 
£50,000 as a bribe for perjured testimony, no- 
body conuected with the respondents paid a 
penny for evidence. He said he must decline 
to say bow he obtained the telegrams unless a 
committee of inquiry were granted, in which 
case still more would be forthcoming. 

In the House of Lords to-day Lord Salisbury, 
replying to @ question asked by the Eari 
of Beauchamp, said: “As the report of the 
Parnell Commission deals with imputations 
against members of the House of Commons, 
it is natural that that body should dea) with it 
first. As an act of courtesy we allow the House 
of Commons to take Whatever action on the re- 
port it a think fit before we make a move.” 

Lord Salisbury further said that he did not 
see why the action of the House of Lords should 
differ materially from that of the House of 
Commons. 





THE FRENCH OABINET. 


RUMORS THAT TIRARD WILL RESIGN— 
A VOTK OF CONFIDENCE PASSED. 


Paris, March 4.—Premier Tirard is confined 
to his bed. He is suffering from a cold and neu- 
ralgia. It is expected that he will resign after 
M. Laur brings up his motion in the Chamber 
of Deputies regarding France’s acceptance of 
the invitation to the Berlin Labor Conference. 

In the Chamber of Deputies to-day M. Pontols 
questioned M. Thevenet, the Minister of Jua- 
tice, regarding the appointment of Senator 
Mazeau as Firat President of the Court of Cas- 
sation. M. Thevenet defended the appoint- 
ment, and declared that M. Pontois himself had 
formerly approved it. Tne order of the day 
was adopted—320 to 86. 

The newspapers of this city are unanimous in 
expressing the opinion that the discussion in the 
Chamber of Deputies yesterday of M. Dreyfus’s 
interpellation in regard to the resignation of 
M. Constaus, late Minister of the Interior, 
weakened the Ministry. They all express the 
belief that a Ministerial crisis is not far off, and 
was only deferred py the Chamber's vote of 
confidence yesterday. 


OUR CRUISERS ABROAD. 

London, March 4.—The fiagship Chicago of 
the American squadron of evolution and the 
Yorktown will coal at Spezia and will sail 
thence March 6 for Genoa, to which port the 
Boston and Atlanta have already proceeded. 
From there the squadron will sail tor Naples, 
Castellamare, and Flume. ‘The vessels will 
also remain a week at Pola, from which port 
they wiil go to Malta and Alexandria. They 
will then return to Europe. 


A GLADSTONIAN ELECTED. 
LONDON, March 4.—The Parilamentary elec- 
tion in the North Division of St. Pancras to-day 
resulted in the return of Mr. Bolton, the Glad- 
stonian candidate, who polled 2,657 votes, 
against 2,549 polled by the Unionist candidate, 


Mr. Graham. At the last previous election Mr, 
Bolton was defeated by 261 votes.

CURRENT FOREIGN TOPICS. 

LONDON, March 4.—The, newly-constructed 
great railway bridge over the Kiver Forth at 
Edinburgh was opened to-day by the Prince of 
Wales with great ceremony. Many eminent 
engineers and railway Directors were present. 
A isrge crowd of spectators witnessed the pro- 
ceedings. The day was observed as a holiday 
in Edinburgh. 

Prof. Owen, the distinguished scientist, is ill 
and is not likely to recover.

CHARTER ELECTIONS. 


AN EFFECTIVE REPUBLICAN REVOLT IN 
NEWBURG. 


NEWBURG, N. Y., Mareh 4.—The charter elec- 
tion hela here to-day was one of the hardest- 
fought in the history of the city and resulted in 
the clection of Michael Doyle (Dem.) as Mayor 
by over eight hundred majority, and with him 
the entire city ticket. 

The fight was brought about by a revoltin 
the Republican Party against the manner 
in which the city Government bas been 
conducted for six years past by the 


O'Dell faction. The rebels were headed by Col. 
W. D. and Capt. J. M. Dickey and James Mc- 
Cord, while the regular Republicans were led 
by State Committeeman Benjamin B. O’Dell, 
Jr. The reform Republicans refused to recog- 
nize James Hastings, the candidate of the 
O’Dells, for Mayor and instead of naming a 
ticket themselves indorsed a portion of both 
Democratic and Republican .nominees, with 
Michael Doyle at the head. The last time 
O’Dell was elected he received 300 majority. 
vo his ticket carries but two districts in the 
city. 

Men were bought like sheep, and the average 
price paid throughout the city is said to have 
been $7. The vote polled was large and the 
splitting of votes for candidates was so great 
that it will probably be midnight before they 
are ull counted. It is estimated that, with a 
single exception, the political complexien of 
every buard in the city will be changed from 
Kepublican to Democratic. 


ROCHESTER, N. Y., March 4.—Not in years 
has Rochester experienced such a political sur- 
prise as is announced to-night in the defeat of

jubilant. It was a bad day four ringsters and 
corruptionists all over the city. Some of the 
nominations were 80 bad that the party organs 
could not support the candidates. 

Such was the case in the Fourth Ward, where 
@ saloon keeper was put up against Reformer 
Otis, Who was the backbone of the recent Board 
of Supervisors investigation. He ran on an in- 
dependent ticket and was elected. An independ- 
ent candidate beat W. 8. McKelvy, # member of 
the Court House ring, whem his party confed- 
erates denounced as recreantto w trust, and 
School Commissioner Cook, who confeased to 
selling the city schoul supplies in direct viola- 
tion of law, was beaten by a citizens’ candidate.

THE OHLO HLOUODS. 





A SHEET OF WATER FIFTY MILES WIDE 
AT CAIRO—DANGER AT PADUCAH. 


CarIro, IIL, March 4.—The Ohio River is now 
over fifty wiles wide at this point. It extends 
from the Cairo level, which holds it banked up 
forty feet above the lower water mark in Ken- 
tucky, till it strikes the hills there, forming 
One solid sheet of water, except for the narrow 
strips of rock-bound earth upon which the Mo- 
bile and Ohio and Illinois Central Railroads 
run south. 

A mile below here it joins the Mississippi, 
which in turn extends into Missouri another 


titty miles, making the combined width of the 
two rivers over one hundred miles. The our- 
rent is terrific, and brings great quantities of 
heavy drift, naking vavigation perilous. 

The ferryboat Three States made two trips to 
East Cairo, Ky., yesterday, and one up the Mis- 
sissippi to Missourl, rescuing people camped 
out on ground which they supposed was beyond 
the reach of the flood, but which was being 
rapidly submerged. 

At Paducah, Ky., fifty miles up the Onio, 
there is muoh uneasiness. The city is not pro- 
teeted by levees as Cairo is, and in 1882 it was 
flooded to the depth of six feet. Already the 
water has reached within a few feet of the dour 
of the Richmond House, whieh stands on the 
river front, and the two great tobacco ware- 
houses are flooded. 

Ten thousand hogsheads of tobacco stored in 
them were removed last week. On Sunday the 
marine ways were compelled to suspend opera- 
tions because of the flood, and the steamer Idle- 
wild, Which was undergoing repairs, had to be 
les down unfinished. 


CINCINNATI, March 4.—Tne flood in the Ohio 
here is an event of the past. The stage of the 
river here at 11 to-night was forty-nine feet, 


nearly five feet lower than at the corresponding 
hour last night. Navigation is practically re- 
stored, and business by the river wiil hereafter 
proceed as usual). 





ENTOMBED IN A OCUOAL MINE. 


EVERY EFFORT IS BEING MADE TO RES- 
CUE THE MEN, 


WILKESBARRE, Penn., March 4.—The fire in 
the South Wilkesbarre Mine was atill burning 
early this morning. At about 5 o’clock a large 
portion of the roof of the tunnel cavedin by 
reason of the burning away of the props. The 
air pumps are being worked to their utmost 
capacity to ventilate the Stanton Mine, which 
adjoins and is connected with the South Wilkes- 
barre shaft. 

If the men reached the Stanton Mine they 
may be alive, as the air there is good. In order 
to reach it, however, they would have to travel 
over a mile from the place where they were 
working, and it is feared that they were over- 
taken und suffocated by smoke. 

Everything possible is being done by the mine 
officials to rescue the men. Onweofr the city 
tire engines was put to work early this morn- 
ing, and itis now pouring two large streams of 
water into the burning mine. 

The tires wilieause a loss of over $100,000. 
The Lehigh and Wilkesbarre Coal Company has 
been particularly unfortunate of late. Only a 
month ago seven men lost their lives in the 
company’s mine at Plymouth. Tive of the men 
entombed last night are married, and unless 
they are recovered alive they will leave tive 
widows and twenty-four children.

INDIANA’S REFORM LEAGUE 


THE TARIFF EVIL JO BE 
LOUGHT BULDLY. 

A MONSTER MEETING OF MEN OF ALL 

PARTIES UNITED IN A COMMON 

CAUSE—MR. CLEVELAND’S LETTER. 


INDIANAPOLIS, March 4.—The Indiana Tariff 
Reform League, which began its first annual 
session at Masonic Temple to-night, has blos- 
somec and grown as if there had beer some 
peculiar fortune attending its organization at 
the time of the inauguration of a Re- 
publican President. The organization was 
hooted at as a political move on the 
part of a few scheming politicians, but it be- 
gan to grow, and has kept right on growing 
until nearly every county in the State now has 
from one toa half dozen leagues working for a 
radical revision of the present tariff laws. 

The officers and leading spirits of the league 
have maintained from the first that it was not 
a@ political organization, and have excluded 
those from it who might be iaclined to use it 
for their personal advancement. At the Grand 
Hotel this evening an informal dinner was given 
the delegates from different parts of the State 
and the guests from outside. The affair was 
not of the pretentious characteristics of a ban- 
quet, but was a pleasant affair. Among those 
who sat down tothe dinner were Thomas G. 
Shearman of New-York, ex;Congressman Boyd 
Winchester of Kentucky, C. 8. Darrow of Chi- 
cago, ex-Lieut. Gov. Green Smith, State 
Senators Ewing, Bayard, and Ourtis, ex- 


Lieut. Gov. M. D. Manson, State Libra- 
Tian Jacob P. Dunn, Jr.; 8. E. Morssof the 
Indianapolis Sentinel, and Morris Ross of the 
Indianapulis News. From the hotel the gentle- 
men proceeded to the becture hall of the Mason- 
ic Temple, where anopen meeting was held. 
The Hon. D. P. Baidwin of Logansport, ex-At- 
torney General of the State, and » Republican 
throughout an interesting political career, pre- 
sided. It wus expected that Judge Baldwin 
would say something interesting, and his speech 
was 1D a Characteristically serious and earnest 
vein. He said in the course of his remarks: 

* Both of the great political parties have for 
the last twenty years resolved and resolved 
that the present tariff should be reformed, and 
pledged and repledged themselves at the first 
opportunity to remedy its inequalities and 
terminate its hardships. ‘These repeated 
reselutions, always a feature of every 
platform, indicate a guilty conscience. 
These pledges up to date are unfulfilled, 
the goods are undelivered, and meantime the 
burden of the tariff is still increasing. Botn 
parties have alternately tampered and jaid the 
blame of their shortcomings upon the other side. 
A Useless surplus has been accumulating for 
years, which surplus each party vigorously de- 
nounces as demoralizing and un-American. 
The purpose of this tariff reform move- 
ment to-night is to compel one or 
the other, or both, of these parties 
to make good their promises. This association 
is not, as charged by RepuDlicans, a Demo- 
eratic aid society, or a half-way house between 
the two parties, or @& sanitarium for 
soreheads, but a non-partisan organiza- 
tion like ‘the Civil Service Reform Asso- 
ciation, the purpose of whieh is purely reform- 
atory. There are as many Democrats as 
Republicans in the Civil Service Reform League 
of the United States, and civil service reform 
reached its highest point under President Cleve- 
land. The Executive Committee of tbis asso- 
ciation authorize me to say that no man or 
party will be allowed to make use of it as a 
stone to grind his or its political axe. 

“This league is accused of besooay Sy free trade 
organization. Of all the living humbugs and 
searecrows that of free trade is the thinnest. If 
@& man dares to think for himself and differ in 
his conclusions from the high-tariff people, or 
if high tariff is worsted in an argument, free 
trade is the ory. Free trade is a jack 
o’ lantern, with big flaming eyes and 
nose, and the smoke of & tallow candle coming 
outof its mouth to terrify the ignorant and 
weak-kneed. No man knows the limitation of 
high tarift better than James G. Blaine. Mr. 
Lldine knows enough to know that the pro- 
duction of goods is only half the battle; that the 
remainder of the battle is to find a 
market to sell the goods. Mr. Blaine is mak- 
ing a powerful and pruiseworthy effort to 
improve our warkets by reciprocity treaties. 
We welcome him in the attempt. We second 
the motion; bus reciprocity is only another 
name for lower tarlif duties, and reciprocity 
treaties give the whole argument for high taruif 
away. Overproduction means lack of markets; 
reciprocity Means endeavor to supply that 
lack, In theory the farmer ‘is led to 
believe that the taxes he pays go to the 
United States Governmont,§but the manufact- 
urers, Who now own the Fiftieth Congress, 
ought at least to be willing to take less protits 
and make the burden lighter. If they do not, 
then remember that Walpole had his Pitt; 
Disraeli his Gladstone, and perhaps Harrison 
will have his Grover Cleveland.” 

Judge Baldwin’s speech was warmly reeeived, 
and by the time he had concluded the hall was 
completely filled, about 200 of the delegates, 
or half of the number expected to be present 
to-morrow at the Guainess session, having ar- 
rived. President Edgar A. Brown read a letter 
which he had received from Mr. Cleveland, 
which was as follows:

My DEAR SIR: Though = letters to Democratic 
and Tariff Reform Assemblages have lately been 
very frequent, I cannot deny your request to say a 
word of encouragement to the tarilf reformers, 
who will meet at the first annual convention of 
Se secune Tariff Reform Leagues, on the 4th of 

arch. 

Iam very much pleased with bn ea upon which 
your league ssems to be organized. It conveys a 
suggestion of practical work in the field of informa. 
tion and enlighteument. Thisif persistentiy car. 
ried out cannot fail of success. Of course we do not 
approach the American people assuming that they 
are ignorant or unpatriotic, but we kuow that they 
are busy people and apt to neglect the study 
ot public questions. In th engrossmenbt 
ot their daily avocations they are too 
ready to rely upon the judgment and avowed 
principles of the party with which they have 
affiliated, as guides to their political actions. 
In this way they have become slow to 
examine’ for themselves the questions of 
tariff reform. If, in the lights of reasonable and 
simple arguments and of such object lessons as are 
being constautiy placed before them, vur people 
can be induced to investigate the subjects, there 
need ve no fear as to their conclusion. 

The Democratic Party, as the party of the peo- 
ple, opposed to selfish schemes which ignore 
the public good, and pledged to the interests 
ot all their countrymen, instead of the fur- 
therance of the interests of the few who 
seek to pervert Government powers for their 
enrichment, was never nearer to its fundamental 
principles than was it in its contest for tariff re- 
ieorm. It certainly adds to the satisfaction with 
which we labor in this cause to be assured that in 
our efforts we notonly serve our party, but all tne 
people of the land. GROVER CLEVELAND. 


Mr. Boyd Winghester’s speech was full of 
happy hits and telling points, which were well 
received. Mr. Shearman's speech followed ana 
closed the evening meeting, which was notable 
for the number of Republicans who were pres- 
ent. Among the audience were well-known 
persons identified with important movements, 
such as the Rev.O.C. McCulloch and W.C, Cooper. 
Several of the leading Labor men of the city 
were also present. The demonstration to-night 
was the largest and mest representative ever 
heldin the State.

MORMONISM IN COANADA. 

Orrawa, March 4.—The Criminal Law bill, 
brought in by Sir John Thompson, Minister of 
Justice, practically suppresses Mormonism in 
Canada. lt was submitted to the House of 
Commons to-night in an amended form, which 
ga a long addition dealing with polygamy 
only. 

It sets forth that any one practicing any form 
of polygamy or any kind of conjugal union witn 
mote than one person of the opposite sex at the 
same time, ud every one who is a party to or 
assists in any rite or ceremony which purports 
to make binding such union, is guilty of a misde- 
meanor and liable to imprisonment for two 
years or to a fine of $500 or to both.

VIRGINIA’S STATE DEBT. 
PLANS OF THE COMMISSION AUTHOR- 


IZED BY THE LEGISLATURE, 


RICHMOND, Va, March 4.—‘‘ No,” said Senator 
Taylor Berry, a member of the Debt Commis- 
sion just authorized by the Virginia Legislature, 
“Ido not think there willbe any meeting of 
the commission until somé intimation has 
been given that the creditors, or sume one rep- 
resenting them, desire to submit a proposal for 
the settlement of the debt.” 

Mr. Berry 1s Chairman of the State Finance 
Committee, and one of the most conservative 
and influential Democrats in Virginia. He ex- 
pressed the desire and hope that the appoint- 
ment of the commission may resultin secur- 
ing some offer to settle the debt on a basis 
which will be acceptable to the people of the 
State. The idea of the members of the commis- 
sion and the members of the Legislatureis that 
the former shall not take the initiative'in any 
steps for opening negotiations looking to a set- 
tlement of the debt. Ifany proposals are tobe 


made, they must come from those who desire 
to submit them. A member of the commission 
said to-day: 

“LT understand that certain New-York finan- 
eiers are anxious to havea finger in this debt 
pie, and are already corresponding with gentle- 
men here with that object in view. in order 
to give those who might desire to open negoti- 
ations for the settlement of the debt to under- 
stand that the Legislature meant business, the 
resolution under which the commission was 
raised requires a deposit of $1,000,000. Before 
the gentlemen composing that body will se- 
riousiy entertain any scheme submitted, those 
offering it must deposit the amount named with 
the State Treasurer as evidence of good faith 
and of his or their ability to carry out the terms 
of the offer.”

A MASTER STROKE BY EX-CONGRESS- 
MAN SCOTT, _ 


ERI£, Penn, March 4.—Ex-Congressman Scott 
yesterday purchased vighty lots in this city, 
fronting en Lake Erie. The price exceeded 
$100,000. In addition, Mr. Scott has options 
on a large number of the other 200 water lots 
in Erie, which, inthe aggregate, place him in 
absolute control of the largest and most 
valuable dockage property on the great lakes in 
the hands of one individual. He proposes 
forthwith to expend over $1,000,000 upon the 
new purchase in the construction of extensive 


docks for the handling and transhipment of soft 
coal and ores, in which he is largeiy engaged. 

The chief end sought by Mr. Scott, however, 
is te concentrate his coal business and evade 
the high freights imposed upon all shipments to 
lake points outside of Pennsylvania. On all 
such shipments he finds himself on an equal 
footing with other dealers, but the inter-State 
law does not apply to shipments within the 
State. Mr. Scott’s relations with the Pennsyl- 
vanla Ratlroad and Pennsylvania Company will 
therefore enable him to bring coal here from 
his mines near Pittsburg at rock-bottom rates. 
It will then be forwarded by water. Ore will 
be handlea upon the return trip, and Mr. Scott 
contemplates pushing the two lines of trade to 
the fullest limits of the carrying capacity of 
the Erie and Pittsburg Railroad. 

To Erie his move is the most important busi- 
ness transaction in,years, while Mr. Scott at the 
same time outwits the Inter-State Commission 
and his competitors. 





A SUNDAY LAW FOR CANADA. 


OUTLINES OF A BILL WHICH MR. 
CHARLTON WILL INTRODUCE, 


OTTawa, March 4.—Mr. John Charlton, M. 
P., who condemned the Hull outrages in Parlia- 
ment, is the author of a bill to secure the better 
observance of the Lord’s Day in Canada It 
Will be introduced shortly, but will meet with 
great opposition. Nearly all the French mem- 
bers say that the measure savors of Puritanism. 

The bill prohibits manual labor on Sunday. 
It also prohibits buying and selling, horse rac- 
ing, cock fighting, dog fighting, or public games 
involving manual labor, tippling, drinking, rev- 
eling, hunting, fishing, excursions, and print- 
Ing or selling newspapers. 

It also provides for the closing of canals, 
Post Offices, and railway tratiic, excepting the 
moving of perishable freight. 

Mr. Chariton is, however, not altogether un- 
generous. He proposes to allow each railroad 
to run one mail and one milk train each sSun- 
day. All through passenger trains on the trunk 
systems connecting with the American roads 
are also given right of way. 

The act does not apply toIndians. The fines 
vary from $50 to $400. 

Mr. Cnarlton was evidently induced to bring 
in the bill by the little scandal made by 
Lord Stanley and his family, who shocked the 
strict Christians of the Dominion by playing 
hoeky on Sundays. If the bill passes, which is 
unlikely, Canada will be indeed a dead country 
on Sunday.

URE WITH TWO VOTES TO SPARE. 


Dss MOINES, Iowa, March 4.—Senator Allison 
was re-elected to-day by the Iowa Legislature. 
The House bailloted in the morning. Forty- 
nine Republicans and one Independent, Mc- 
Dermid of Adair County, voted for Allison; 
forty-one Democrats voted for 8. L. Bestow, the 
Democratic caucus nominees. Three Democrats, 
Russell, Graeser, and Rates, and three inde- 
pendents, Roe, Smith of Boone, and Ewart, 
voted for Larrabee, making the vote in the 
House stand: Allison, 50; Bestow, 41; Larra- 
bee, 6. One Republican was absent and one 
Democrat was paired with a Republican. 

The Senate voted in the afternoon. Allison 
received 28 Kepublican votes, Bestow 20 Demo- 
cratic, and Larrabee the votes of Engle, Union 
Labor, and Barnett, independent. Allison’s 
total vote is 78, or two more than is necessary 
for an election. 

There were no scenes or incidents attending 
the election, except that the two houses were 
crowded with visitors, who listened to the ora- 
tors extolling the virtues of their favorite can- 
didates. To-morrow at noon the two houses 
will meet, count the vote, and Senator Allison’s 
election will be declared. 





BALTIMORE HAS NO IOE. 
AN AGENT SENT TO MAINE TO PURCHASE 
WHAT HE CAN GET. 

BALTIMORE, March 4.—There is eonsterna- 
tion among ice dealers and owners of private 
icehouses, both of the city and country, because 
of the complete failure of the local ice crop and 
the great shortness of the Northern fields. 
Never before in thirty-five years has there been 
such a cemplete failure of the ice erop. Not 
a@ pound has been stored in Baltimore icehouses. 

One or the large dealers in ice, who has had 
an agent in Maine since the middle of January 
ready to purchase whenever the opportunity of- 


fered, received a dispatch this morning from his 
agent, stating that the thermometer went down 
to 4° velow zero last night, and that the cutters 
were at work on the Kennebec and Penobscot. 
For two years the ice crop has been falling. 
No ice has been sathered on the Susquehanna 
since the Winter of 1887-88. Prior to that time 
it was no uncommon thing for the dealers here 
to get their full supplies from the Susquehanna.

THE NEW REPUBLICAN O8- 

GANIZATION IN HARD LUCK. 

IT WAS GETTING ALONG NICELY, BUT 
NOW A BLIGHT IS UPON IT—SOME 
ELEVENTH DISTRICT KICKERS. 


Hard luck has fallen on the Business Men’s 
Republican Organization. Thomas C. Platt has 
set his seal of approval upon it.

President James G. McMurray opened last 
nighv’s entertainment by saying that the Busi- 
ness Men were not the slaves of any party. He 
also explained that he had something to say 
about Charles A. Peabody, and in saying it he 
would address himself to those members of the

House and Post Offiee. Mr. Peabody, Mr.

He said that 
Mr. Peabody had gone to Collector Erhardt and 
explained to him that one of the men employed 
in the Custom House was sowing seeds of dix 
sension in the district.

He explained that he was simply work- 
ing with the Business Men’s Organi- 
zation, and the Collector said: ‘“‘ You xo 
back to your district and fight your own bat- 
tles with Mr. Peabody.

“and if any of you are put out of otlice to-day 
you will be put back to-morrow.”

DEAR SIk: I feel highly honored with the invita- 
tion extended to me by you to participate in the 
mass meeting of the Business Men’s Republican 
Organization on Friday evening of this week and 
to address the meeting.

Iam glad to see that this organization, in which 
you have many active and prominent members, is 
assuming such extensive proportions, for I know 
that, composed as it is of men who have nothing bu& 
the xood of the Republican Party at heart, and 
have no purpose of antagonizing the regular organ- 
ization, it must be productive of great god ani be- 
come an important factor in reducing the Demo- 
cratic majority in this city and thwarting the 
schemes of the tribe of Tweed. 

Again pepe he for your courtesy, and hop- 
ing that the meeting will be a great success, I re- 
main yours, faithfully, . C. PLATT. 

This was Platt’s first public manifesto on the 
new organizatien. “It Tom Platt is with us, 
we don’t care whois against us,” said Mr. Mc- 
Murray in high glee, not recognizing the real 
purport of the letter, and failing to see that the 
slick hand of Platt was reaching for the throat 
oft the organization. ‘‘This system of petty 
bossism must come to an end,” continued Mr. 
McMurray, notintending to make the point that 
there would be nothing petty about Platt’s boss- 
ism. Then the speaker went on to boom the 
meeting of Friday night, This will really bea 
great affair. Elliott Ff, Shepard is to apeak; so 
is John J. O’Brien, the leader of the Eignth’s 
defiant hosts; Col. W. L. Strong, President of 
the Business Men’s Association, Charles D. 
Sweeny, organizer, and others. There wil! also 
be banjo solos anid xylophone solos and a life 
and drum corps, 

“We will use everybody who comes well,” 
said Mr. McMurray. “After the meeting there 
will be plenty of croton oil and bug juice.” 
Then he read alittle from Elliott F. Shepard, 
in which the Colonel said that he would be there. 

Charies A. Malloy took occasion to say that 
the Business Men’s Organization Was an auxil- 
iary of the — organization. Mr. McMur- 
ray said that that was the right sentiment, and 
immediately went off on the opposite tack and 
said that the trouble was that some of the Re- 
publican leaders were so much interested in the 
welfare of their own districts that they made 
deals and dickers with Tammany Halil and the 
County Democracy. ** We want to have them 
understand,” said he, ‘‘ that whatever deals or 
bargains they make we wili not carry them 
out.”

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TRIAL AFTER EXECUTION 


MR. BURDIOCK’S POST MORTEM 
HXAMINATION. 
JUSTICE IN LONG ISLAND CITY A ROAR- 
ING FARCE UNDER THE PATRICK J. 
GLEASON REGIME, 


Sh eppeal of Principal Burdick of the First 
Waid School at Long Island City was forwarded 
yesterday to Andrew 8S. Draper, State Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction at Albany, to, 
gether with an affidavit that it had been per- 
sonally served oh the School Board of the 
city which removed the Principal. It is rather 
a& severe document, and shows that at @ho 
beginning of the current year the Principul 
was required to make, and did make, an ap- 
plication for reappointment “for another 
yeur,” and was informed by the au- 
thorized agent of the board that his 
application “had been granted.” This is 
held to establish pretty elearly the éharacter of 
the contract with Mr. Burdick as an individual. 
Under the law the School Board will now have 
ten days in which to file its answer. After those 


ten days have elapsed no great delay in the de- 
cision of the auestion is anticipated. No lawyer 
familiar with educational law has yet expressed 
any doubt of the power of the State Superin- 
tendent to reinstate the Principal. 

In spite of the fact that Burdick has been re- 
moved insofar as Mayor @leason’s Board of 
Education can remove him, without waiting 
for a report of the investigating committees, 
another session of that committee was 
called for last night in the Mayor’s 
murky little Front-street office. There 
was a conflict of dates, and Chairman Kava- 
nagh was.up at the City Hall, two mile? away, 
trying to hold a snap meeting of the Board of 
Edueation, the notice tor which had not reached 
Commissioner Pitcher, who 1s not a» member 
of the Gleason ring. Bat a uorum was 
not secured there, and the Mayor, who 
was personally looking ott for his office fur- 
niture in the Front-street establishment, sent 
one of of his henchmen to a neighboring tele- 
phone to “tell Kavanagh tu come down.” Of 
course Kavanagh came. 

Meanwhile, much to the amusement of a little 
crowd of natives, the Mayor and Counsel Mijl- 
ken for Mr. Burdick got into an animated 
chaffing match on the merits of the controversy 
and its probable outcome. Mr. Milliken told 
the vurly Irishinan so clearly that he could 
not be misunderstood, that he had made a big 
bitinder and that the city would have to pay 
Mr. Burdick’s salary for the full year. 

“Til bet you $1,000 we don’t!” exclaimed the 
bluffer, whom Blissville gamblers adore. 

“T am not a betting man,” returned the 
white-haired lawyer. 

* Bet you $1,000 to $500 that we don’t,” con- 
tinued Mayor Pat. 

“When you appeal from your head to your 
pocket, you have got me every time,” Mr. 
Milliken quietly retorted, and the Mayor 
went into a rhapsody over what he said he had 
done for the Long Island schools. He said 
two of the teachers had resigned because 
he had expressed his intention of re-examining 
them all to test their efficiency. He named 
Miss Topping and Miss Skene, Both have re- 
signed. Whey are young ladies of good family 
who do not enjoy association with the class 
of women whom Mayor Gleason favors for 
reasons of hisown. Miss Matilda Skene holds 
a State certificate. Miss Hattie Lopping has a 
localone. She is a daughter of the General 
Superintendent of the United States Express 
Compauy. Mayor Gleason had the hardibood 
to assert that both these ladies had resigned 
because they hold certificates fraudulently ob- 
tained. 

Mr. Burdick and his counsel, Messrs. Stearnes 
and Milliken, had waited » full hour, enter- 
tained by Mayor Gleason, When the two mem- 
bers of the committee, Kavanagh and Pitcher, 
appeared, Then the meeting was called to 
order. 

“If Mr. Burdick has ceased to be an employe 
of your board, be is now outof your jurisaic- 
tion,” began Mr. Milliken. Mr. Stearnes added, 
“We would like to have this question and thel 
answer to it go upon the record: Do the com- 
mittee recognize Mr. Burdick as still an em- 
pioye of the Board of Edueation ?” 

* No,” said Chairman Kavanuagh. 

Mr. Stearnes then said: * I would like to 
have the committes vote on that question.” 

The Chairman again voted in the negative. 
Mr. Pitcher said: ‘On the action of the Board 
of Education he is not. Whether that action is 
valid or not [eannot say. I voted against it, 
but Lam not a jude.” 

Then Mr. Stearnes made the following state- 
ment cn behalf of his client: 

Mr. Burdick objects to the jurisdiction of this 
coramittee further to investigate nis affairs or to 
try any charges against him, ag, upon the record of 
the board he now stands in the position simply of a 
citizen of Long Isiand City. Further than that, 
being no longer recognized as an employe 
of the Board of Education, he is precluded, by the 
record herein, from giving evidence in bis own be- 
half, and is a stranger to this committee and these 
proceedings. He asked that the committee dis- 
charge him from further attendance. 

Matthew P. Breen, speaking for the,commit- 
tee, although he has heretofore represented tae 
prosecution, said: 


The committee, in response to the objections 
and statements made by counsel for the defense, 
answer that this committee had been appointed 
by the Board of Education of Long Island City to in- 
vestigate certain specific charges made against Mr. 
A. Hall Burdick, and that having proceeded during 
several sessions with the taking of testimony, they 
deem it their duty and obligation to centinue the 
inquiry, so as to ascertain the charactor and extent 
and causes Of the alleged demoralization of 
the First Ward School of Long, Island City, 
ot which he was recently Principal, and 
how lfar the late Principal of that 
school had been responsible for such demoralization, 
and also to ascertain what other person or persons 
inthe employ of the Board of kducation of this 
city connected with the said school may have 
been responsible with the said Principal for such 
demoralization, and to thatjend the offer is made 
to Mr. Burdick and his counsel to be 
present at this investigation and to produce 
and examine any witnesses connected with the 
said school which he may deem proper, or 
which he may be advised by his counsel. The com- 
mittee is requested by the Mayor of this city, 
the complainant in this proceeding. to proceed 
with this investigation, in order that after a 
full inquiry the Board of Education may be 
properly advised by an inteliigent report of this 
committee, so that it may take ana adopt such 
measures a3 Willin the future prevent the occur- 
renee of anything that mizht lead to the future de- 
moralization of that school. 

After this had been slowly taken down in 
long hand by the Mayor's clerk the following 
protest was made by Mr. Burdick’s coursel: 


Mr. Burdick objects to that part of Mr. Breen’s 
statement which refers to statements made by “the 
defense,” and distinctly refuses to appear befere 
this committee at this time in the position 
of a defendant. The authority of this cuom- 
mittee to investigate charges against Mr. 
Burdick rested entirely upon the fact that 
Mr, Burdick was an employe of the body who ap- 
pointed the committee, As it now appears that the 
committee refuse to recognize Mr. Burdick as such 
employe, they are by their own judgment /unctus 
oficto, and without jurisdiction as regards this in- 
vestigation. 

The Latin expression puzzled the clerk. He 
insisted on making it punctus officio, until 
Chairman Kavanagh, after a consultation 
between the Mayor and Mr. Breen, or- 
dered him to change it. Then Mr. Breen 
made a speech in which he charged 
that Mr. Burdick was proved to have “held 
little caucuses with fourteen or fifteen of the 
teachers, to the exclusion of seven or eight of 
them,” and claimed this as a sufficient reason 
for the Principal’s removal. 

Mr. Milliken said this action proved that the 
board had had instructions which preciuded 
any necessity of areportfrom the committee. 
He did not propose to accept any favora 
from anybody. “If we can’t he treated 
decently we will leave the room,” he said. 

“Tf Mr. Burdick has no rights here he should 
not be present. We are not here as beggars. 
We mean to have our rights, whether they are 
allowed here or not.” Then he wenton to show 
how all the teachers had been intimidated by 
Gleason, 80 that not one of them dared to ap- 
pear for the side which he opposed, although 
nearly all were on Burdick’s side at the start. 

fhe Mayor got up with fire in his eye and 
began pounding the table with bis sledge- 
hammer fist. ‘* I defy any one,” he exclaimed, 
“to prove that I have ever _ visited 
the school, that is, in the daytime. 
The trickery and ehicanery of my _ ene- 
mies caused & young man to resign 
from this committee, so as te make a tie vote 
onthe report. No one will be removed for tes- 
tifying to the truth here. All the teachers are 
going to be re-examined to test their fitness, I 
may ask the State Superintendent to assist. Any- 
how I cap get aS good men as he isin this 
county.” The walls of the building reverber- 
ated with his stentorian eloquence. Every- 
body expected 80m6 one Was to be ‘slugged,” 
but Long Island City’s Goliath finally subsided. 
The “investigation” will be continued Wednes- 
day evening, March 12, 





DEATR OF THE REV. JOHN O BARTON. 

Tne Rev. Dr. Join O. Barton died at the 
Church Home and Infirmary, at Baltimore, yes- 
terday. He was a Protestant Episcopal min- 
ister, and came to the infirmary from Easton, 
where he was assistant rector at Trinity 
% dral. His illness was svinal meningi- 
oD. Barton was boiv “it Hancock, 
Washington Ceunty, Md., and was sixty-four 
years of age. Ip early youth he went West, 
where he studied for the ministry in the Sem- 
inary of Wisconsin. Twenty-three years ago he 
returned tuo Maryland, becoming rector of 
St. Peter’s Church, Princess Anne, Somerset 
County. He remained there up to three 
years ago, when he accepted his position 
at Easton. During his pastorate at Princess 
Anrve he was called up late one night, and 
while making his way in the dark fell headlong 
down a flight of stairs and injured bis spine. 
This injury finally caused his death. He leaves 
a widow, two sons, anda daugiter. The funeral 
services will be conducted by Bishop Adanis ot 
tho Easton Diocese in Trinity Cathedral.

TRACING BENWELL'S MORDER. 


THE ALLEGED ASSASSIN ARRESTED— 
STRONG EVIDENCE AGAINST HIM. 


OTTAWA, Ontario, Mareh 4.—There ate aston- 
ishing Cevelopments in the Princeton murder 
case. Without a doubt the young Englishman 
80 mysteriously killed was the victim of 
@ murderous conspiracy. It 18 believed 
that the murderer, Burchell, and his 
wife are the chief members of a regularly- 
organized gang ia London, England. They 
advertise for young gentlemen with means who 
wish to emigrate to Canada for the pirpose of 
learning farming or ranching. In many cases 


good openings for young men as partners in a 
farm or ranch in Western Canada are offered. 

With two or three of the wealthiest victims 
in hand the party start forthe Dominion. Ar- 
riving here they proceed to the part of the coun- 
try where the farm orranch is alleged to be 
situated. This would naturally be in the back- 
woods or wilds of Canada. Here the victims 
are got rid of, murdered in cold blood, and their 
valuables secured. 

That the dark deed was prearranged there is 
no doubt. The plot has partly been revealed by 
a young Englishman named Douglas Peliey, bon 
of an English clergyman, who was one of the 
victims who escaped with his life. Further 
startling disclosures are 6xpected. 

Whether there have been many victims of 
this scheme is not known. The murderer 
Burchell, alias “Lord Somerset,’ was well 
known hery. “Lora Somerset,’ as he reg- 
istered at a leading hotel, arrived 
in capital in the early Summer 
of 1888 ‘The Marquis of Lansdowne 
had just left the country on his retirement from 
the Governor Generalsbip. This left a loop 
open for any bogus Lord to come along without 
fear of being recognized by the Marquis. 

Somerset had with him a very pretty woman 
whom he passed off as his wife. They staid in 
town abouta month aud were quite the rage, 
Both he and his wife wore fashionable clothes 
and lived high. They used to drive tandem and 
give select champagne parties. 

Somerset seemed to have plenty of money 
while here. He spent it lavishly, but the Soin- 
erset party one fine day departed suddenly. 
They lett innumerable victims  bebind. 
Hotel, livery, wine, and _ tailors’ bills 
were unpaid and remain unpaid to this 
day. There was no great qutery at the time, 
because the man was always considered as 
being a genuine nobleman. He telegraphed 
and wrote to his creditors from Toronto that he 
wane 8002 De back that way and would then 
settle. 

His title was a plausible one, as he arserted 
that his father was the Duke of Soinersen A 
Duke’s son is given the title of “ lord’ and not 
“honorable.” There were several sons, and 
they were all Lord Somerset. i 

From news received in the city to-day there 
is no doubt that the murderer Bureaell bas 
been arrested, as he has been identitied in 
Western Ontariqas the bogus lord, Somerset 
ane same man Who played his pranks ip this 
city. 

NIAGARA Fats, Ontarlo, Maroh 4.—J. Rex 
Burchell, the man arrested here for the murder 
of F. C. Benwell of London, England, appeared 
in court to-day for examination. The prisoner 
was pale and appeared nervous, although he 
answered the magistrate in a firm voice 
as follows: “I am twenty-five years of 
a@, and was born at Chureh, Laneashire. 
I have no particular business or home other 
than in London, England. My father is dead. 
I have no occupation. Iam married. [havea 
college education, and belong to the Chureh of 
England.” The magistrate then read the charge 
against him of willfully and feloniously murder 
ing Fred ©. Benwell, to which he replied, in a 
hurried voice, “* Not guilty.” 

Detective Murray was tne first witness called. 
He detailed what had been done by the Crown 
to discover the murderer, ana described as 
**fisby” the story which Burchell related to 
him at Parise, evidently with a view to exoner- 
ating himself. 

The next witness called was Douglass Ray- 
mondj Pelly of Walden-place, Saffron Walden, 
Essex, Engiand. He detailed his arrangements 
with the prisoner for a stock farm. 

The case was then adjourned until to-morrow. 

Government Detectivé Murray says there is 
not the slightest doubt but that Benwell was 
murdered during Monday, Feb, 17, and there 
will be proof that the prisoner was seen to 
buard a train at Eastwood, ear the scene of 
the murder, with his tromsers rolled up and his 
clothing covered with mud, on the afternoon of 
Monday. 

Mrs. Burchell is atill under arrest. It is said 
that the pair of scissors that cut the name out 
of the clothing of the deceased have been found 
on the prisoner.

TRIALS OF CRUISERS’ SPELD. 


TESTS WHICH WILL BE APPLIED TO 
THE TWO NOW NEARLY READY. 


WASHINGTON, March 4.—The approaching 
trials of two new naval vessels—the Phila- 
delphia and the San Francisco—in which the 
contract requirements relate chiefly to’ speed, 
have turned the attention of naval .engi- 
neers and others interested to a study 
of the best methods of accurately 
measuring the speed of fast vessels. In the 
cases of the two vessels mentioned, where the 
premium for extra speed is $50,000 for each 
quarter knot over nineteen knots, the question 


is one of great importance, for an error of one 
one-hundredth part of a knot means a gain or a 
loss to the contractor of $2,000, 

AS was pointed out in THe TiMEs at the 
time of the first trial of the Baltimore, the pat- 
ent log cannot be relied upon for accuracy In 
measuring the speed of Vessels traveling above 
a certain limit. On the secona trial 
of the Baltimore the same unreliability 
of the patent log was develeped, as is 
shown by the official report. On this 
trial, according tothe report, the highest pow- 
er was developed when Card No. 4 was taken, 
giving a total indicated horse power of 
10,725.68. This ought to have given the bigh- 
est speed of the trial, especially as the 
sea was smooth and the wind light, 
yet the log showed only 19.57 knots, 
while the maximum speed record, 20.6 knots, 
was recorded on card No. 12 when the total in- 
dicated horse power was only 9,568.47 and 
the vessel was running in rough water against 
a stiff head wind. 

Op the trial of the Charleston an unusually 
accurate log seems to have been used, and 
while it showed none of the erratic tendencies 
of the instrament used on the Baltimore, the 
speed of the Charleston, measured by observa- 
tion of points on shore, was estimated at from 
19 to 19.6 knots, while the log gave 
her only 18.18 per hour, and a maximum 
of 18.75 knots. In both these ships the 
contract requirements were for horse power 
alone, and the question of speed was of minor 
Importance. It is obvious that, where 50 much 
money is at stake on exceedingly small inere- 
ments of speéd, some means for measuring it 
must be devised which is not open to the ob- 
jection that can be raised against a patent log. 

This subject is exhaustively discussed in the 
current number of the /ournal of the Society of 
Naval Engineers in @ paper by Assistant Engi- 
neers Hurold P. Norton and Walter M. McFar- 
land, with discussion by Chief Engineer Isher- 
wood, Passed Assistant Engineers E. T. Wash- 
burton, G. W. Baird, and A. M. Mattice, As- 
sistaut Engineer W. oD. Weaver, atd 
Meesrs © E. £mery and W. R kKekart, 
members of the society, and Messrs, G. W. 
Dickie and Robert Forsyth of the Union Iron 
Worke, representing the contractors, There ia 
a unanimous agreement that the patent log is 
not to be relied upon. The other methods dis- 
cussed in the paper area: By 
Tuns in opposite directiouS over a meas- 
ured base similar to the measured 
mile trials in vogue; by a continuous ran 
at sea, the speed being based on the number of 
revolutions of the screw found necessary to 
give a knot in smooth water, and by a continu- 
ous run at sea, past a series of buoys or sta- 
tions on shores so arranged as to give 
the distance the shipis likely to make in four 
hours, provision being made for aceurately de- 
termining the force of wind and current at fre- 
quent intervals along the course, 

At first thought it would seem that the last of 
these methods would be the simplest and moat 
satisfactory, und so it would if the idval 
course could be found, where water of 
great depth would be altogether unaffected 
by waves, wind, and current, and where, either 
by buoys or by beacons on shore, the limits of 
the course could be accurately determined. A 
paper recently submitted to the Navy Depart- 
ment by Lieut. Taussig shows that several suit- 
able courses could be laid out in Long Island 
Sound and to the south of Long Island for the 
Atlantic, and in Santa Barbara Channel! for the 
Pacitlc. There would be great difficulty in lay- 
ing off a course of 80 knots with accuracy, 
and an error either way of 150 feet 
for each 10 knots is about as_ close 
as it would probably be possible to 
come toit. Then it would be necessary to have 
tugs stationed along the course to determine 
the strength of tide and currents. The chief 
objections urged against this method are the 
diliicuity and cost of establishing the course 
and of keeping the vessels or tugs necessary 
for tidal and current observations and the large 
number of observers necessary. : ‘ 

Ags to the first method, by successive runs in 
opposite directions over a measured base, the 
ehief Objections are thavif the course is long 
the total changes would be likely to affect the 
result, and if the course is short the method 
ot getermining the exact turn on the course 
must be exact, as an error of one- 
tenth of a second might affect tae result $2,000. 
Another objection to the method is that during 
the turns at each end of the course, even al- 
though everything must be left wide open, 
fires might be cleaned and the ship jockeyed in 
other ways 80 as to put iu her best spurts while 
on the course. 

The second method, by a continuous run at 
sea, the speed being based on the number of rev- 
elutions of the screw found necessary to give a 
knotin smooth water, is the method approved 
by Engineer in Chief Melville and the one 
likely to bo used on the trials of 
the Philadelphia and San Francisco, For 
this it would be necessary, in_ the 
preliminary trials of a vessel, to run her back 
and forward over a measured course at difierent 
speeds, counting accurately the number of 
revolutions on each run. {tf is proposed that 
sets of four or six rars be made at 14,16, and 18 
knots, and at the higbest apeed the contractors 
are Willing to undertake on a preliminary trial. 
From these data curves could be laid out giv- 
ing with great accuracy the speed for any num- 
ber of revolutions, lt is estimated that in 
this way specd can be determined to within 
avery smali fraction of a knot. This method 
has the advantage of great simplicity, and 
after the revolutions per mile had been deter- 
mined the triai could tako place any where. 

Messrs. Dickie and Forsyth of the Union 
Iron Works, who Giscussed the question from 
the contractors standpoint, would like 
to have this method combined with the 
long-measured course, sush as could 
be Jaid out in Santa Barbara Channel, 
where the longest course that could be desired 
could be laid out 80 as to be practically unin- 
fluenced by tide. On the Atlantic coast it 
woula not be possible to get such a good course, 

Secretary Tracy now has the report of Lieut 
Taussig and the recommendations of Engineer 
in Chief Melville before him, and before the 
vessels are ready for trial he will decide which 
method is preferable,

It was with diftieulty that Capt. Parker in- 
duced the ola salts to cease their yarn spinaing 
to listen to words that contained more of 
the element of veracity and less of 
imagination.

y power and force.”’ 

Ex-Collector of Customs Hedden responded 
to “The State and City of New-York.” A. A. 
Raven spoke for “Our Guests.” To “The 
Army and Navy” Rear Admiral Braine re- 
sponded with a jolly sailor’s speech, in which 
he paid a glowing tribute to the marines, and 
to what, he said, were wrongfully called the 
common sailors. 

“Our boys in blue,’*he said, ‘are no com- 
mon sailors. You who like, myself, have been 
with them in times of danger know there is 
nothing common in their make-up. It is to the 
plain boys in blue that America must give 
credit for the great part of the glory of her 
naval victories.”

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RAILWAY MANAGEMENT. 
MARYLAND RAILROAD SCHEMES. 


BaLtTtmmore, March 4.—Four important linss - 


of railroad are projected in this State. One is 
the Drum Point Road. It runs southward from 
Annapolis (where it connects with the Short 
Line Road to Baltimore) to Drum Point in 
Charles County, going through a section of 
country that has no railway facilities, and 
ending at Drum Point on the Chesapeake Bay, 
where there is one of the finest natural deep- 
water harbors to be found along the coast. 

Another is the Eastern Shore Road, running 
from Salisbury through the eastern shore 
counties of Maryland to a point opposite An- 
napolis, connecting with Annapolis by a ferry 
across the Chesapeake Bay, and reaching Balti- 
more by the Annapolis Short Line. At present 
the Delaware Railroad, the branch of the 
Pennsylvania, Wilmington and Baltimore sys- 
tem of the Pennsylvania system, is the 
only outies from the Delaware, Maryiand, and 
Virginia peninsula, ana its tendency its to carry 
the great bulk of all the trade to Philadelphia 
and New-York. One purpose of the Eastern 
Shore lino is to divert a large share of this busi- 
ness to Baltimore. 

The third road is an air line from Gettysburg, 
Penn., to Washington, running as directly as 
omer across Maryland. All the surveys have 

en made and active work will soon begin. 

The fourth road is the Washington and Cum- 
berland, about which somuen has recently 
been said. This is a new corporation, embody- 
ing the plensof the West Virginia Central Road, 
of which ex-Senator Henry G. Davis, Stephen 
B. Elkins, and Senator Arthur P. Gorman are 
the controlling spirits. The purpose is to 
lease the Chesapeake and Ohio Canal and 
run @ line of road down ithe towpath 
from Cumberland to Washington, a distance of 
184 miles. The bill now before the Legislature 
has been fully reported in THe Times. For a 
consideration of about $1,200,000 the road is to 
have possession of the canal franchise, which 
cost upward of $20,000,000, The canal is a 
magnificent piece of work. It required twenty- 
two years to construct it. 

The canal is a victim of practical politics 
which was infused into it when Arthur P. 
Gorman—now United States Senator—hecame 
its President. It has been steadily going down- 
ward ever since. Last June the floods com- 
pleted the ruin and buried beyond all recovery 
the $21,000,000 whieh the State of Maryland 
invested in the work. 

Since the first of the year the canal has been 
in the courts. The various repair bonds and 
other obligations have greatly complicated its 
legal status. {wo weeks ago it looked 
as if the bill giving the roperty to 
the Washington and Cumberlan ‘Road 
would go through the Legislature, but the 
peopte who wanted the eanal repaired 
and maintained as a waterway raised their bid 
to $1,000,000 in cash and delayed the progress. 
All the lobbying forces, however, were thrown 
on the side of the railroad scheme, and the pill 
was got through the House of Delegates by a 
good majority. Then came the decision of Chief 
Judge Alvey appointing receivers for the canal 
and reserving the question of its sale until 
aan receivers make their report upon its con- 

on. 

So the contest rests, but the Washington and 
Cumberland people are still making every ef- 
fort to push the bill through the Senate. Even 
if they should succeed, there will be a great deal 
of litigation, as the Baitimore and Ohio Road, 
which owns @ majority of the bonds of 1878, 
will tight the matter with every possible re- 
source.

WAR OVER A BRIDGE. 

A committee of Iowa Central bondholders met 
the bondholders of the Keithsburg Bridge Com- 
pany yesterday afternoonin the office of the 
Central Trast Company in an endeavor to raise 
the embargo which has prevented the company 
from sending cars over the bridge ever since 
Feb. 2. Russell Sage, who is interested in the 
Iowa Central, was seized with a fitof economy 
recently, and he decided that the payment by 
the railroad of 6 per cent. on the bridge’s mort- 
gage bonds, which are guaranteed by the Iowa 
Central, was too much.

The Iowa Central people say, however, that the 
proposal to secure the bridge emanated from an 
overzealous Superintendent.

DECIDED AGAINST THE COMPANY. 


Referee Danio! L. Gibbens has made his re- 
port in the case of Samuel L. Post, Jr., and 
Georg8 I. Seney against the Chesapeake and 
Ohio Railroad Company for claims of $6,000 
and $3,600, respectively. He finds for the 
plaintiffs in both cases, and Judge Andrews, 
concurring in the report, directs that preferred 
stock of the Chesapeake and Ohio Railway 
Company be issued to the plaintiffs to the full 
amount of their claims. 

The claims of Post and Seney were originally 
against the Richmond and Allegheny Raltlroad 
Company, which, in January, 1882, was in dif- 
ficulty and threatened with foreclosure pro- 
ceedings. Erwin Davis, George F. Baker, Smith 
Clitt, James F. Closson. Charles F. Cox, Francis 
O. French, Charles M. Fry, John J. McCook, and 
J. Kennedy Tod were appointed a Reorganiza- 
tion Committee. They reorganized the road 
under the name of the Richmond and Alleghany 
Railway Company. They induced Post and 
Seney to surrender their claims, promising an 
equivalent in preferred stock. This promise 
they did not keep, and on Jan. 20, 1890, the 
Richmond and Alleghany Railroad Company 
was absorbed by the Chesapeake and Ohio Rail- 
way Company. 


A CHANGE OF OWNERSHIP. 

PHILADELPHIA, Maroh 4.—The Columbia and 
Port Deposit Railroad was sold at auction at 
the Philadelphia Exchange to-day, the pur- 
chaser being the Pennsylvania Railroad Com- 
pany. The price paid was $1,890,000. A num- 
ber of prominent railroad officials, including 
President Roberts of the Pennsylvania, atiend- 
ed the sale. Tho railroad extends from Colum- 
bia, Lancaster County, Penn., to Port Deposit, 
Cecil County, Md., where it connects witn tha 
Philadelphia, Wilmington and Baltimore. Tho 
sale was made under two mortgages, dated Feb. 
1, 1868, and March 25, 1875, held by the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad Company. The purchase 
money covers the amount of the mortgages. 
George Kugler, representing the Pennsylvania 
Railroad, was the purchaser. There was no 
other bidder. Mr. Kugler handed a check for 
$50,000 to the auctioneers, and upon payment 
of the balance the property will be turned over 
to the Pennsylvania Railroad. The State of 
Maryland has an interest in the road, and the 
sale Is the result of a conference between the 
representatives of the State and the Pennsylva- 
nia Railroad.

WHY O’DAY RESIGNED. 

St. Louis, March 4.—President Winslow of the 
St, Louis and San Franeisco Road in a statement 
about the O’Day-Morrill trouble says: 

“The state of affairs is just this. For a num- 
ber of months past there has been very consid- 
erable friction between Vice President O’ Day 
and General Manager Morrill. They did not 
agree asto the general policy of the road, and 
there was continual clashing. Of course, such 
a state of affairs was extremely unfortunate and 
one that could not fail to be detrimental to the 
interests of the road. 

“There can no more betwo heads to arail- 
Toad than to an army, and something had to be 
done. Onreaching here I found that Mr. O’Day 
had handed in his resignation as Vice President 
and Soticitor. This resignation haa been 
accepted, and Mr. O’Day is no_ longer 
an officer of the company. He could not get 
along with Major Morrill, resigned, and his res- 
ignation has been accepted; that is all there is 
toit. I had no hand in deviding the disputes 
between the Vice President and General Man- 
ager. The resignation of Mr. O’Day rendered 
this unnecessary.”

FROPOSITION OF THE GIRARD 
POINT .STORAGE COMPANY. 


PHILADELPHIA, March 4.—Aft the annual meet- 

ing to-day of the Girard Point Storage Com- 
panny, which owns the great grain ele- 
vators at Girard Point, on the Dela- 
ware, Frank J. Firth was elected a 
Director to fill the vacaney caused by 
the death of William Thaw. Mr. Firth is an 
active young business man, and Is President of 
the Erie and Western Transportation Com- 
pany. The officers of the storage company 
were re-elected. 
A proposition was submitted to refund the 
company’s indebtedness by creating a new 
mortgage sufliciently large to pay the interest 
accrued and unpaid upon the bonds outstand- 
ing; to pay the company’s floating debt and 
to retire the present 5 per cent. bonds, of which 
$1,960,000 are outstanding. Such am agree- 
ment was signed by the Girard Point Storage 
Company and by the Pennsylvania Railroad 
Company, which is to guarantee the interest on 
the new bonds, and the proposition was referred 
to the bondholders for their consent to a redue- 
tion of 1 per cent. in the rate of interest. The 
Pennsylvania Railroad Company, which 
is one of the heaviest bondholders, 
has already assented to tho reduction. 
When the change was first proposed some 
ofthe individual bondholders were inclined 
not to accept a new bond which would bear 
less than 4 per cent, butit is understood that 
the feeling is practically unanimous now in 
favor of the 3149 per cent. bond.

THE PECK BILL FOR APPOR- 
TIONING THE MONEY. 
MEETS WITH LIVELY OPPOSITION 
FROM NEW-YORK AND BROOKLYN— 
A VICIOUS INSURANCE MEASURE. 


ALBANY, March 4,—Mr. Peck’'s bill for the sup- 
port of the common schools and amending the 
law relating to public instruction provoked 
debate in the House to-day. This bill provides 
for the payment, out of the income of the 
United States deposit fund, of the School Com- 
missioners of the various districts and for the 
apportionment to each city and each incor- 
porated villaze with a population of 5,000 or 
more, which employs a Superintendent of Com- 
mon Schools, or a Clerk of the Board of Educa- 
tion, out of the income of this fund, If this 
fund should prove insufficient then $800 may 
be appropriated out of the free school fund, 
and in case any city is entitled to more than 
one member of Assembly, $500 may be ap- 
propriated for each additional member. A con- 
tingent fund not to exceed $4,000 may be pro- 
vided for out of the free school fund, and pro- 
vision may also be made for Indian schools 
which shall be equivalent to their proportion of 
the State school money. 

After deducting these amounts the remainder 
ot the State school moneys is, by this bill, dl- 
vided into two parts and apportioned equally 
among the school districts and oities, making 


the distributive portion of each district quota 
$100. To entitle a district to a distribution 
portion, or district quota, a qualified teacber 
™must have actually taught the common schvol 
of the district at least twenty-eight weeks 
ofidive school days each, during the cur- 
rent year, and thereafter thirty-two weeks of 
five school days each, inclusive of legal holi- 
days, After tho distriot quotas are distribited 
ithe Superintendent of Instruction is required 
to apportion the remainder of the State school 
moneys, and also the library movuoys, among 
the connties of the State according to their 
respective populations. 

Mr. MeTernan of Kings County moved to re- 
comunit the bill to the Commitiee on Public In- 
struction, in order that opportunity might be 
given representatives of the Board of Educa- 
tion of the city of Brooklyn to appear before 
the committee. The people of Brooklyn, he 
said, were much interested in the measure, and 
they certainly sheuid be permitted to discras 
it with the members of the committea 3 

Mr, Peck said the bill had been berore wns 
Committee on Public Education several weeks, 
and had passed the regular course of commit- 
tee without opposition. 

Said Mr McTernan: “ My attention has been 
called to this billiu a letter from the President 
of the Brooklyn Board of Education, who de- 
clares thatif the proposed law had been enacted 
last ear the city of New-York would 
have lost $56,000 of its share of the State 
school moneys and the city of Brooklyn 
$23,000. As a result of the change of the 
school law in 1885, Brooklyn has lost from 
$112,000 to $115,000, and the city of New- 
York has suffered in the same proportion. 
When it is considered thai the city and county 
of New-York and Kings County paid into the 
Treasury about 67 per cent. of the school fund, 
I think it will be generally believed that their 
representatives should have something to say 
ubout this proposed legislation.” 

Mr. Biumenthal and Mr. Connelly joined Mr. 
MeTernan in asking that the biil be recommit- 
ted, and Mr, Peck did his best to prevent: this. 
Finally Mr. Fish moved the previous question, 
aud the motion to recommit was lost. Then 
the bill was put on final passage, but failed to 
secure a constitutional majority, the vote 
standing 57 to 32. Mr. Peck moved for a re- 
consideration and that his motion No on the 
table.

Mr. E. B. Harper is championing a bill—No. 
652, Assembly, introduced by Mr. Whipple of 
Cattaraugus, which igs pronounced by the In- 


surance Department a vicious measure. Under 
existing laws whenever the department discov- 
ers evidence of crookedness or insolvency in a 
company it proceeds at oace to wind up its 
affairs. Stockholders and policy holders are in 
this manner doubly protected. But under the 
Harper-Whipple bill, when the Superintendent 
of Insurance after investigation is satisfiea 
that the corporation or association is in- 
solvent by -having outstanding obligations 
due and unpaid, which with its ma- 
tured death claims, dué and unpaid, exceed 
ts assets, or is conducting its business unlaw- 
fully, ‘*he shall in writing over the seal of his 
otlice serve notice on the corporation to make 
good the deficienay or to desist from its excess 
of power or from conducting its unlawful busi- 
ness, and if within ten days the company fails 
to comply, the skal] then Superintendent report 
the facts to the Attorney General, who may, 
within ftive‘days, cite the company to appear 
before him for a hearing.” 

The bill gives the company the right to 
make answerand to produce witnesses, and 
provides ample scope for circumlocution 
and delay. If the Attorney General is 
of the opinion that the facts require action, he 
must apply to the Special Terta of the Supreme 
Court within the judicial district where the cor- 
poration transacts its principal business for an 
order to compel the corporation to show cause 
why it should not be résirained. The corpora- 
tion shall be allowed trial by jury, and if the 
jury finds the qompeny insolvent 1f shall be en- 
Joined from doing business, @ radical and vici- 
ous change from the present law, whieh places 
this authority in the bands of the department. 
The bill protects wildcat insurance ccmpanies 
by this additional provision: 

“Noorder, judgment, or decree enjoining, re- 
straining, or interfering with the presecution of the 
business of any such corporation, association, or 
society, or appointing a temporary or permanent 
receiver thereof, shall be made or granted, except 
as aforesaid; nor shail any action or proceeding be 
brought or maintained to restrain or dissolve any 
such corporation, association, or society, or in 
which any receiver of accounting or injunction re- 
straining or interfering with the prosecution of the 
business of any such corporation, association, or 
society is sought or applied for, except by the At- 
torney General in the name and in behalf of the 
people and under the provisions of this act,” 

Judge William B. Ruggles, Deputy Superin- 
tendentof Insurance, expressed himselfsin these 
words to THe TIMES'S ¢orrespondent: 

*¢ This bill takes from the department and the 
Attorney General’s office all the authority that 
the existing laws vest in them touching co-op- 
erative assessment insurance colupanies. It is 
drawn in direct antagonism to the pro- 
visions of the Baker bill in 1877, which 
the department succeeded in putting on 
the statuce books only after a _ long 
and hard fight. If we gv back to the law of 
1833 we will find that it was drawn up by the 
mapagers and trustees of the assessment eom- 
panies, but the section that restrained their 
operations was weak and defective, It was 
not until 1877 thatthe department Managed 
to trace it vp and endow the department and 
the Attorney General with power to put an in- 
gstantaneous check upon them when they 
transgressed the law. This partieular sec- 
tion of the Baker bill was drawn 
by Deputy Attorney General Poste and 
myself. Three objects were kept in viey, 
to restrain the companies, first, when they ex- 
ceeded their power; second, when they were 
doing business fraudulently, and third when 
* they violated the law. As soon as the depart 
ment was satistied thata company was doing 
business fraudulently or diverting !ts funds, the 
Attorney General was notified, and upon a 
presentation and verification of the facts toa 
Judge of the Supreme Court a receiver was at 
once appointed. Even that law was not as 
strong a8 we wanted, but it was as strong as 
we could get - , 

“What eftect will this bill of Whipple’s pro- 
duce ?” 

“It will break down whatever power and au- 
thority the department has. It will increase 
beyond calculation the number of co-operative 
assessment companies, which will be formed 
tor no other purpose than toswindle the people 
who put their money into them.” 

A prominent member of the Legislature said 
that when E. B, Harper brought the bill to Al- 
pany objection was made to it for tie reason 
that its general tenor was distrust of courts and 
reflection on the probity of Judges, to which 
Harper responded: “That is true; we ean’t 
trust our judiciary.” 7

THE PROPOSED NEGRO STATE. 


EXCITEMENT CREATED IN KANSAS 
OKLAHOMA. 


TOPEKA, Kan., March 4.—The publication 
of the plans of the “Grand Brotherhood,” 
which contemplate the capture of Oklahoma 
and its formation into a negro State, caused 
much excitement in Kansas and Oklahoma. F. 
A. Bennett, the chief of the brotherhood, said 
in an interview: i 

“We didn’tintend to haveour objects aud 
aims given to the public so soon, but there has 
been no harm done. We propose not only to 
have a majority of voters in Oklahoma, 
but also to have nearly the entire pop- 
ulation. There are many now there 
who will not live in a ‘nigger State. These 
we will heip move out. We will not want the 


mass ot white people with us, but will weleome 
those whites who have money aud who 
are willing to come among us for pur- 
poses of trade, If they wish to make 
their homes there, and will make our customs 
their customs, our people their people, we will 
be glad to have them with us, but when the 
tims comes we will welcome only those who 
will make themselves of us and for us, 

* We have not yet invaded the new cities, and 
you will find comparatively few negroes in 
Guthrie, Oklahoma, and other towns. You will 
observe, however, that we never take a 
step backward, and only our own people 
know how many. of our race there are there, 
but we prefer to fill the country with farmers,’ 
and encourage our people to go to cities 
oniy as our needs demand. Before the 
end of the year you will find tho 
work of the brotherhood in eities and towns toa 
marked degree, and will ses our ra¢o behind 
counters and at the desks, and will find that 
they are patronized. We are willing to have 
the whites build the towns for us, for we are 
rot as yet builders. They are doing all that for 
us. We don’t propose to impose upon the 
whites nor abuse our power. We will 
simply stand by our people and there can be 
but one result, and that result will be a solid 
negro State, the grandest in the Union.” 

The Hon. E. P. McCabe has returned from 
Washington, and left last night for Okta- 
homa, te does not now believe he will 
receive the appointment as Governor, but 
rather believes the office will go to a 
white man, Ex-Gov. Thomas A. Osborn of 
Kansas, He thinks the 22,000 blacks in that 
Territory will, however, entitle him to the see- 
ond place as Secretary. The brotherhood will 
demand that. They no longer seck first place, 
but are united upon the second place, with Mc- 
Cabe as Secretary. 

GUTHRIE, Indian Territory, March 4,—Great 
indignation is expressed here at the state- 
ments in the special telegrams sent to 
the press from Topeka in regard to 
the alleged negro colonization of Okla- 
homa. ‘The lauds of Oklahoma are all 
taken up and among the settlers there 18 only a 
handful of negroes. It is difficult to understand 
how thousands of negroes are to be colonized 
oi already occupied by legitimate claim- 
ants.

SIX PERSONS KILLED WITHIN A WEEK 
IN KNOX COUNTY, 


CINCINNATI, Ohio, March 4.—A special to the 
Enquirer from Barboursville, Ky., says: Sun- 
day, at Flatiick, Sheriff Calloway Carnes was 
fatally shot by a desperado named Bill Smith, 
leader of the Smith faction of the Smith-Slush- 
erfeud. The Deputy Sheriff attempted to ar- 
rest one of the Smith party. Their leader ob- 
jected and opened fire with ay Winchester rifle, 
one ball passing through the Deputy Sherifi’s 
body. 


Carnes is a brother-in-law of the Messeres, 


four of the most desperate menin the mount- 
ains, who are also members of the Slusuer 
gang. They ralliea their forces and started in 
pursuit of Smith’s crowd, bat have not yet 
come up withthem. Each side numbers over 
thirty-five weil-armed men. 

During the past year two open battles have 
been fought and men have been killed on both 
sides. This trouble becomes worse day by day, 
and more bloodshed is imminent. 

A man living on Poplar Creek, six miles south 
of this place, came to town this morning fora 
wagonload of coffins, and gave an account of a 
bloody affray that ocourred on that creek Sun- 
day evening, in which old man Archie Legeer, 
his son, and MeKinney, his son-in-law, were 
killed outright by Joe "[urner and two other 
men trom Bell County. Thetrouble grew out 
of dividing some household goods belonging to 
McKinney and his wife, who had separated. 
They all congregated at Legeer’s house for the 
purpose of dividing the property between the 
man and his wife, but could agree only in one 
particular, and that was to settle the matter 
with Winchesters. Three killed and several 
wounded was the result. 

A man named Stringer and another named 
Lane were killed at Gray’s, near here, a few 
days ago, making atotal of six killed during 
the last week in this county. 





VESSELS IN OOLLISION. 


THE EUREKA CRASHES INTO AN UN- 
KNOWN SCHOONER. 


BALTIMORE, March 4.--The first reported dis- 
aster caused by the thick weather and atorm on 
the Chesapeake Bay during the past few days 
is that of the ship Eureka, which was 
in collision with an unknown »two-masted 
schooner early on Sunday morning. The ship 
lost her jibboom, but the damage done the 
achooner could not be learned, as she was soon 
lost to sight. 

The Eureka, Capt. Dinsmore, sailed early on 
Thursday morning last. She was bound for 
San Francisco with 2,900 tons of coal. On ac- 
count of the fog she moved down very slowly, 
and Sunday morning found her running into 
James River. The fog had been swept away 
by the gale which had sprung up on Saturday 
night, but a blinding snowstorm had taken its 
place. 

Suddenly there was.a cry of danger, followed 
by a shock and crash. Both vessels came to 
anchor that the extent of damages might be 
learned. The Eureka later hailed a passing 
vessel and sent an order to Norfolk for & new 
boom. She expects to get it by to-morrow, 
when she will proceed on her vogage.

MARSHAL NAGLE'S CASE, 


ARGUMENTS ON CALIFORNIA’S. DEMAND 
FOR THE OFFICER’S RETURN. 


WASHINGTON, March 4,—The Supreme Court 
Chamber was filled throughout the fonr hours 
of the session of the court to-day with an audi- 
ence which listened attentively to the argu- 
ments of counsel in the Nagle case, arising 
out of the shooting of David Terry in Lathrop, 
Cal., last Summer, when be was in the act of 
committing an assault upon Justice Field of the 
Supreme Court. All the Justices were present 
except Justice Field. 

The argument was opened by Mr. Zach Mont- 
gomery in behalf of the appellant, Sheriff 
Cunningham, from whose jurisdiction Nagle 
was discharged on a writ of habeas corpus 
issued by the United States court. The writ of 
habeas corpus ordering the discharge of Nagle 
was based op the ground that he was. an ofiicer 
of the United States, a Deputy Marshal, en- 
gaged in the performance of his duty of pro- 
teeting a Justice of the United States Supreme 
Court, and that he eould not therefore be im- 
prisoned by the State authorities. 

Mr. Montgomery maintained that, unless 
there were specific statutory authority for the 
instruction given Nagle to accompany Justice 
Field, there was no authority for his release by 
the United States Circuit Court. He maintained 
this upon the authority of Section 753, Re- 
vised Statutes, that the writ of haveas corpus 
shall not extend to a prisoner uniess In custoay 
for an act done in pursuance of a law of the 
United Btates. As itis not asserted that Nagle 
acted upon the authority of any statutory jaw 
of the United Staies, and as there was no law 
extending protection outside the precincts of 
the court building, he declared that the Deputy 
Marshal should be remanded to the custedy of 
the state of California, 

Attorney General Miller, who followed in be- 
half of the United States, argued his case upon 
this line: The :proposition advanced on the 

art of the State was a heresy as old as the 
overnment which had been refuted times 
without namber in the courts, in Congress, and 
upon the battlefield. If was this same argu- 
ment that the Executive had no power except 
such as was specifically granted by tte logislat- 
ive department that had been used before the 
civil war to deny the power of the Government 
to coerce the seceding States, : 

Justica Bradley—With what force shall the 
President exeeute this power of protection of 
which you speak, supposing that the Marshal 
hac not sufficient force for the purpose ? 

The Attorney General—With the posse, in the 
first instance, and if that were not sufficient, 
with the army and navy. 

Justice Bradley—Thoen he has the right to the 
aid of all citizens of the United States in main- 
taining the laws and in protecting the institu- 
tions of Government.

Mk. BATES’S TELEGRAPH PLAN. 


WHAT HE INTIMATED IN DISCUSSING 
WANAMAKER’S SCHEME. 


WASHINGTON, March 4.—D. H. Bates of New- 
York, representing, he said, a number of gentle- 
wen interested in postal telegraphy, addressed 
the House Vommittee on Post Offices and Post 
Roads on the subject this morning. 

He analyzed some of the statistics presented 
by President Green of tue Western Union Tele- 
graph Oompsany, claiming that the average 
rate oa Western Union messages tor distances 
over 500 miles was 49 cents. He said that the 
Baltimore and Ohlo Telegraph Company was 
the only opposition company that ever paid ex- 
penses. Now the people wanted. the Govern- 
ment to step in and compete to acertain extent. 
The Postmaster General’s bill would do this. 

Ai the proper time a number of gentiemen 
would undertake to contract for the servico— 
probably at 13 cents on a fifteen-cent message. 
Of course the business would probably not at 
first be of large volume, and could be made re- 
munerative only by using as an adjunct a 
“fast-speed” system, which would encourage 
the public patronage. a uniform. rate for the 
entire country would be desirable, but was im- 
practicable. The rate he would suggest, on the 
basis of the telegraph company doing all of 
the service except collection and délivery 
and ineluding operators, (uo other basis 
would be possible,» would be under 500 
Mailes, 15 cents; above 500 miles and east of 
the Mississippi, 25 or 30 cents; between eighty- 
fifth and one hundred and fifth parallel, 25 or 
30 cents—with 50 cents as a maximum. So 
large & Contract conld not ve undertaken for a 
ppt period than ten years. No guarantee of 
a paying volume of business would be required 
frum the Governmert. In fairness, however, 
the Government should be required at the ex- 

iration of the lease to renew it or buy the 
lines from the company. 

Chairman Bingham inquired what induce- 
ment there was for anew company to uuder- 
take this contract at lower rates than those of 
the Western Union. 

Mr. Bates replied that the Western Union had 
made $100,000,000 in twenty ysara; the new 
company would have facilities in Post Offices; 
it would havea good standing commercially, 
and it would useimprovod means of telegraphy.

The 
missing money was all large bills. li the 
bulky gold and silver coin and smatl bilis were 
leit intact. .

At 
the first bis friends would not believe that Pope 
had gone wrong. 

The reporters learned that Pope had left on 
the 7:35 o’clook train Saturday night for Chica- 
go.

THREE DISTILLERIES SEIZED,

JOHN JAY ON BLAIR’S BILL 


A STRONG PLEA IN BEHALF 


OF THE MEASURE. 
HE DENIES THAT? IT WILL PROMOTE 
MENDICANCY—THE OPPOSITION DUE 
To “JESUITICAL INFLUENCES.” 


To the Edttor of the New-York Times: 

Will you kindly allow me, as a matter of fair- 
ness to your readers and especially to our citi- 
zens who, cherishing our common school system 
and appreciating the advantages it has for a 
century enjoyed from “national aid to State 
education,” believe that the Southern States 
and the colored population—that “ exceptional 
class of our population,” as they are called by a 
vonerable statesman of Virginia—should not be 
excluded from their equal right to national aid, 
to notice some points in an article which ap- 
peared in your editorial eolumns on Monday, 
the 34 of March, under the heading of “The 
Pauper School Bill 1” 

Theo bill thus stigmatized is the bill now 
pending in the Senate, having three times 
passed that body, and which, after years of dis- 
cussion, has just been reindorsed unanimously 
in this city by two intelligent bodies whose 
judgment is entitled to weight—one, the Union 
League Club, atter a careful report by their 
Committee on Political Reform; the other tho 
National Educational Association, composed of 
the most practical and experienced education- 
alists of the Republic, and whose steadfast 
views on a matter so strictly within their prov- 
ince Iam sure you would not willingly mis- 
represent. With your permission I will takein 
order some of the chief points on whicn the 
article in question appears to be inexact in its 
statements and! misleading in its conclusions 
touching a question the most momentous that 
now confronts the country. 

The gigantic and increasing illiteracy is 
gravely complicated in the South by the race 
problem, and by the fact, not to be forgotten by 
the Nation, that ‘slavery is but half abolished, 
emancipation is but half completed, while mill- 


jons of freemen with votes in their hands are 
left without education’; and by the further 
fact, of which we are reminded by Mr. Win- 
throp, the venerable President of the Peaboay 
Trustees, backed by statistics and the highest 
Southern authorities, that it “can only be ac- 
complished by national aid.” Surely such a 
question demands the calmest reason and a 
careful regard to historic truth. 

1. THE TiMks’s article says “ the bill calls fora 
total expenditure estimated * * * at$70,000,- 
000, of which some $12,000,000 to $15,000,000 
will De called for next year.” Thefirst section of 
the bill (Congressional kecord, Jan, 25, 1890,) 
provides that “there shall be annually appro- 
priated from the money in the Treasury the fol- 
jowing sums, to wit: The first yearthe sum of 
$7,000,000." As no notice has appeared of 
any ameuliment to the bill increasing the 
$7,000,000 to $12,000,000 or $15,000,000, will 
THE TIMES be 80 good as to give its authority 
for this statement? 

2. The article says: “This aid is to be sup- 
pliod in proportion to the amount raised by the 
several States,” and on this assumptionit adds: 
“Those that are assumed to need the most 
would get the least, and vice yersa.” But no 
such provision is contained in the bill as 
printed in ths Congressional Record, The dis- 
tribution ef the money is by the second section 
based upon the proportion of the illiterates to 
the entire population of the United States, ap- 
propriating the fund with absolute equality 
among all the States according to the evil 
whioh it is intended to abate. 

8. THE TIMMS says: “lt offers a premium on 
the neglect of schools.” ‘But the oighth eection 
of the bill distinctly recoenizes and stimulates 
self help, by what Dr. Curry calis ‘* the right 
and healthful condition, that no greaier part 
shall be paid out to any State in one year 
than the suin expended by that State out of 
its own revenues.” 

4. That comimuuities, like individuals, are 
demoralized by the free na» of other people’s 
money for their own needs, * * * That the 
money given them is sure to be wasted and apt 
to be stolen, * * * and that ‘this is the 
chief, and ought to be a conclusive, argument 
against the bill.” National aid to State educa- 
tion has been the settled policy of this Nation 
since 1787; ‘through every Administration, by 
every party, by every statesman, down 
to the present period, national encourage- 
mont of education in some form has been 
approved and austained.” The aid given has 
beon unequal; slavery discouraged common 
schools in the Sonth. Until 1867, when slavery 
had disappeared, there was no general or elti- 
client public school system in those States, and 
of the magnificent land grants for school pur- 
poses alone, apart from grants of land sorip 
and money, grunts greater in extent than the 
jand area of Great Britain and freland, the 
Southern States received but a fractionai part, 
less than ove-cleventh.

The American people accepted that aid to 
their respective States not as “other peoplo’s 
money,” but as their own, given by the wisest 
policy for their necds and the needs of the Na- 
tion; given not asa matter of charity, but of 
the soundest political economy and the mast 
enlightened statesmanshbip looking to the com- 
mon school system as an essential basis of 
represeutative governmenut and the chie? bul- 
wark of the Republic. The aid thus bounti- 
fully furnished was neither “ wasted” nor 
“stolen,” and [ submit to yourcandid judgment 
that the history of national aid to State educa- 
tion from the times of Washington and Jeffer- 
gon Until to-day furnishes not ‘a canclusive 
argument against the bill,” but the strongest 
argument that could be adduced in favor of 
our continuing that policy, especially under the 
exceptional necessity for education caused by 
the action of the Nation in its national ca- 
pacity. 

5. That the more intelligent public men of the 
South “reject with indignation and disgust the 
charity offered them without solicitation and 
against their will.” 

That the bill is not accepted by all Sonthern 
statesmen is true. That the sensibilities of 
some of them may have been touched by the 
jeers from Northern States that if the men of 
the South accept any of the national aid, which 
the Northern people have go constantly and 
bountifulily enjoyed, they will degrade their 
manhood and dishonor their States and sink to 
the level of mendicants, is perhaps possibie, 
however inexpheable. It hardly seems possi- 
ble, however, that many Southern Sena- 
tors will he ready forego for 
their States equal advantages with those 
enjoyed by the North, on @he. ground 
that, while the Northern States may accept ed- 
ucational aid as a matter of constitutional 
rignt, backed by a gentury of precedent, the 
Southern States can only a¢cept such aia as a 
dole of charity by what the writer in Tue TIMES 
Calls “a pauper school bill’—a title which 
reems disrespectiul alike to the national advo- 
cates of the bill and to the State beneficiaries 
of its bounty. 

But there exists also at the South a sturdy 
common sense and independent self hetp and a 
scornful superiority to such ignobie devices to 
induces them to forego their equal right in an 
emergency which wakes their right to national 
aid excepfional and pre-eminent. Take, tor in- 
stance, the declaration of Senator Lamar, now 
Justice of the Supreme Court, who so well un- 
derstands the history of the Republio and the 
rights and honor of the States, when he said in 
the devate: “I think that this measure is 
fraught with almost unspeakable benefits to 
the 6ntire population of the Seuth, white 
and black, 1t will excite a new interest among 
the people; it will stimulate both State and 
local communities tomore energetic exertions 
and greater sacrifices, because it will encourage 
them in their hopes in grappiing and struggling 
with a task before whose vast proportions they 
have stood appalled in the consciousness of the 
inadequacy of their own resources to meet it,” 

Take the testimony of another accemplished 
Southern statestman, Dr. Curry, our late Minis- 
ter to Spain, who, gratefully recognizing what 
the South isdoing for education, adds: “The 
school demand cannot be met by her resources,” 
and says of national aid: ‘“‘Aid rightly be- 
stowed, instead of promoting mendicancy, will 
develop self-exertion, self-reliance, self-main- 
tenance of popuiar education, and prevent any 
relaxation of effortsin behalf of the indepena- 
ent maintenance of the school system.” 

6. The writer in Tue TIMES says that “the 
greatest merit of our American system is that 
it lenves to each State the provision for its own 
necessities, and in education, as in other things, 
the system has amply justified itself.” 

Historic facts show that the grand character- 
istics of our national policy, Irom a period an- 
terior to the Constitution and continued by its 
framers, has been to aid State education by 
vrants whose magnificence is startling and 
whose beneficial resulis are the marvel 
of the world; that the Blair bill is 
directly in the lne of that policy, 
inspired and stimulated by an _  excep- 
tion without precedent in its gigantic extent 
aud its national significance. To reject the 
Blair bill on the ground that no State can be 
aided in ite common schools would be to reject 
a principle which, as Chief Justice Waite said, 
is to be regarded as res adjudicaia. 16 would ve, 
as Mr. Justice Lamar said, to 
settled policy of this Government.”

8. Lastly, Tue Timxs’s article remarks: 
“We have very little fear that the bill will be- 
come a law, but we hope for the sake of com- 
mon sense that that body will kill it once for 
all this week.” 

The oxpression of a similar desire by two 
prominent journals, representing the open im- 
placable opposition to the common schools, now 
being waged by the Order of the Jesuits, their 
associate ultramontanes, and conspicuous repre- 
8entatives of the Reman Curia, has given a new 
feature to the war against the Blair vill as the 
most formidable onstacle to their aim of de- 
stroying the common schools and the one sure 
guarantee for the establishment of the 
common-school system in the South, and its 
maintenance throughout the Republic as a na- 
tional institution, which would defeat their 
plans and render the general establishment of 
the parochial school impossible. The Catholic 
Review, whose prominence, ability, and recog- 
nized authority give unusual weight to its 
declarations, said: 

“Tt would be a boom to the sectarian school 
system. Above all things, it would leave Con- 
gress free to offer similar support to the school 
systems everywhere and end by making the 
system national. Then, of course, death to the 
parochial schools,” 

Another journal, the Church Progress and 
Catholic World of St. Louis, while jotning in the 
wish of the Catholic Review that the bill were 
dying, was unable to believe it from the una 
nimity of political conventions in its favor, not 
only Republican, but Demoeratic, and quoted 
‘the Bourbon Democracy of the Old Domin- 
jon” as favoring “liberal appropriations by 
the Federal Government, apportioned among 
the States in the ratio of the illiteracy of their 
population,” and the Church Progress wound 
up with a prediction that ‘this bill for the 
promotion of mendicanoy” would be “the live- 
liest kind of a corpse.” 

The cries of beggary and mendicancy, blended 
with that of self-help, have heretofore been 
used professedly in the behalf of the common 
schools by their devoted friends, who were 
anxious lest they might suffer from tho national 
aid which had added so materialiy to the 
schools of the North and West, and the educa- 
tionalists of the land have been quick to detect 
the correct meaning of the attack. The Chuita- 
nooga (Tenn.) /imes of Feb. 15, 1890, says: 

“One of the rankest impertinences evoked 
by the discussion of the Blair billis the calling 
of that measure something ‘to promote mendi- 
caney.’ We pointed out the falsity and silliness 
of this charge some years ago when the bill 
was young. If those who, in the event of 
its passage, be aided to educate their children 
through its provision of money to that end, 
thereby would make mendicants of themselves, 
then are all schools supported by the common 
treasury pauper schools, and those who use 
them beggars, wendicants, objects of charity. 
There is no escape from this logic. The Blair 
bill proposes to do nothing but what our State 
laws do in the business of public education.” 

Some two years ago allusion was made by a 
Senator on the floor of the Senate to ** the orig- 
inal letter of e Jesuit priest in which he begged 
@ member of Congress to oppose thia bill and to 
kill it, saying that they had organized all over 
the country for its destruction; that they had 
succeeded in the committee of the House, and 
they would inevitably destroy the bill.” No 
candid person who has followed the- progress 
of the bill can deny that these gentlemen 
have exhibited in their mest ingenious and 
successful methods of assault on the Blair bill 
® marvelous skill and persistency which justt- 
ties the glowing eulozium of Cardinal Manning 
upon the Order of the Jexults of the present 
day when he referrod to its past and described 
it as ‘‘thesame perpetuated order even in the 
spirit and manner of its workings—fixed,; uni- 
form, and echangeless,”’ 

So generally quiet on the subject were the 
Ultramontane journais that the New-York 
Freeman's Journal of Feb, 22, 1890, in an edi- 
torial on the Blair bill, said: * If tuere has ever 
been opposition by Catholics as Catholics to 
Senator Blair’s bili it has never come under the 
notice of the Freeman’s Journal.” 

But tho very frank editorial of the Caiholie 
Review, whether unadvisedly or intentionally, 
ended that policy and disclosed the Jesuits as 
the real enemies of the bill who had assailed it 
with ingenuity and skill peculiarly Jesuitical 
and never surpassed since the famous Jesuits 
from Louvian, Florence Feyt and Laurence 
Lasse, secured chairs in the Protestant Sem- 
inary at Stockholm and effected a number of 
conversions. 

The one fact now stands disclosed that the 
enemies of the public schoois are striving to 
defeat the Blair bill for the reason that that 
measure will tirmly establish them in the 
Southern States. That fact identifies the bill 
and the schools and presents the simple issue: 
Shall Congress accept foreign dictation and as- 
sist in the attack upon our school system ?

ANNUAL MEETING OF THE NATIONAL 
LEAGUE BEGUN YESTERDAY. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, March 4.—The opening ses- 
sion of the National League meating was called 
to order in the Weddell House at 12:30 o'clock 
this afternoon with the following namod 
delegates present: A. H. Soden and W. 
H. Conant, Boston; C. H. Byrne and 
J. J. Doyle, Brooklyn; W. A. Nimiok 
and A, K. Scandrett, Pittsburg; W. F. Hewitt, 
Washington; Harry Stern, Cincinnati; A. J, 
Reach, Philadelphia; A. G@ Spalding and James 

Jckert, Chicago; John B. Day and Charles T. 
Dillingham, New-York; John T. Brush, Indian- 
apolis, and F. D. Robison and David Hawley, 
Cleveland. 

Reports of committees were first called for, 
atter which the following motion Was unani- 
mously adopted: 

“That the 40 per cont, of the gate receipts moen- 
tioned in Section 60 of the League constitution be 
construed and understood to mean 20 cents per 
capita, turnstile count, except in the caseof Phila- 
deiphia, where 10 cents per capita, turnstile count, 
shall be paid.” 

The next business in order was the presenting 
of communications. President Young real a 
letter containing an offer of $1,000,000 
for the franchises anit clubs of the 
National League, and asked what the meeting 
wished to do with it. Some one suggested that, 
inasmuch as the question would probably have 
to be discussed at considerable length before 
being settled, it would be a good plan to ad- 
journ for dinner. It was accordingly decided 
to postpone matters till 3:30 o’clock. 

Instead of resuming business at 3:30, it was 
nearly 6o’clock when the second session was 
called to order. The million-dollar offer was 
the first matter to come before the meetin 
and it was immediately laid upon th 
table. Then a communication from F. H. 
Brunell, Secretary of the Brotherhoad, 
was read. It referred to the arrange- 
ment of Players’ League dates, and contained 
arequest that the League repeal the resolu- 
tion to boyeott all clubs playing against the 
Brotherhood. The communication was tabled 
without discussion. 

The ¥chedule Committes recommended that 
the mileage for each club be averaged, and ths 
costs computed on the basis of fourieen men at 
a fixed rate por mile eaoh; all elubs below the 
average to be required to pay an amount into 
the League treasury to equal the average; the 
clubs having paid on the same basis an 
amount exceeding thé average to be reim- 
bursed such amvuint at the close of the season. 
The recommendation was upanimously adopt- 
ed. A brief discussion of the general features 
of the schedule as arranged by the committee 
then ensued, after which the meeting adjourned 
till 10 o’clock to-morrow morning. 

It is rumored in the corridors of the Weddell 
Howse to-night that Washington is to sell out 
to Detroit, but all League men who have been 
interviewed say there is no foundation for such 
@ story. They say that the transfer of the 
Washington team to Detroit would throw the 
circuit out of balance, putting six clubs in the 
West and Jeaving only four in the East, 

Ralph Cohen of the Columbus Club and John 
B. Day of New-York had a long conference this 
afternoon in regard to the Lehane case. Cohen 
displayed several letters and affidavits showing 
that the Columbus Club had a right 
to negotiate with Lehane at the time he 
was signed, but Day was not disposed to 
give up his claim to the man. When ljast séen 
Cohen was threateniig the League. Day says 
he intends to let the Board of Arbitration settle 
the matter. 

It is the general belief that the League will 
not get through here before Thursday or Fri- 
day. The work doneup to this time is coa- 
sidered a mere beginning.

BEAT HIS WIFK TO DEATH. 


THE CRIME OF AN AGED PENSIONER OF 


THE MEXICAN WAR. 


PETERSBURG, Va., March 4.—Thomas Bishop, 
aged seventy years, killed his wife, Saran Ann 
Bishop, aged fifty-four years, last night, at 
their home on Donough-avenue. 

About 2 o’clock this morning Bishop went to 
the house of a neighbor and asked for assist- 
ance, saying his wife was ill When the house 
was entered Mrs. Bishop was found dead. An 
investigation showed that the woman had been 
terribly beaten and bruised about the head and 
face. Then it was remembered by the neigh. 
bors that early in the night they had heard 


screams and cries of distress in the house, ag 
they had heard before on several occasions, and 
thought it nothing more than a family disturb- 
ance. 

Bishop returned home last Friday, after an 
absence of two months, and had been drinking 
very heavily. He was so drunk this morning 
that hedid rot appreciate the eftect of his 
deed. He is a pensioner of the Mexican war 
and drew a large amount from the Government 
when the pension was first granted, all of 
which was wasted in dissipatiovr. When his 
crime became Known this moruing he would 
probably have been summarily dealt with but 
for the prompt action of the police. The ver- 
dict of the Coroner’s jury was that Mrs. Bish- 
Op’s death was caused vy blows intlidted by 
her husband. The woman was much disfigured 
and had evidently been dead for several hours. 
The murderer is locked upin the dungeon of 
the jail and ail admittance to his cell is refused.

The process of amemding the Saxton Bal- 
lot Reform bill is thought to be complete 
now, and the Judiciary Committee of the 
Assembly is expected to report it to-day. 
Probably no public measure in this State 
was ever subjected to such careful and 
repeated scrutiny and such persistent and 
thoughtful revision for the purpose of leav- 
ing it free from defects or-Teasonable objec- 
tion. Its principle and the purpose for 
which it is framed have been constantly 
kept in view, but every effort has been 
made to meet. suggestions that would sim- 
plify its provisions and make them effective 
without embarrassing voters in the exer- 
cise of the right of suffrage. Every con- 
tingency seems’to be provided for. As the 
bill now stands it requires the names of 
candidates to be printed in separate 
columns, one of which is to be devoted to 
each party or organization making nomina- 
tions, whileta column is to be left blank for 
writing or pasting names not contained in 
the printed lists. Each column will have 
the name of the nominating party or or- 
ganization at its head, The voter is to 
express his choice by erasing the names of 
candidates for whom he-does not vote, and 
may do so by drawing a mark through en- 
tire columns or parts of columns or through 
separate names. Memoranda or unoffi- 
cial sample ballots already marked may 
be used by thervoter to aid bim in prepar- 
ing his ballot. Any one taking oath that 
he is physically unable to mark his ballot 
may have a person of his own choice do it 
for him under his direction, and any person 
swearing that he cannot read may have 
two election officers of different parties des- 
ignated todo it for him. There would be 
no excuse for any person, however stupid 
or illiterate or incapable, losing his xote. 
In. case the supply of ofticial ballots for any 
reason should fail, provision is made for the 
useof unofficial ballots, and if a candidate 
should die too late to have another substi- 


tuted, on the official ballots an unofficial 


ballotscould be used for the single office for 


which he was nominated. The amend- 
ments.suggested by Mr. BEEKMAN to rem- 


edy defects in the bill have been ac- 


cepted, and the measure has been put in 
such shape that opposition to it must be 


siinply opposition to any real ballot reform. 


‘Gov. Hixw’s objection to an exclusive offi- 
igial ballot could not'be met without de- 


stroying the main object of the bill, but 
the contingencies in which it might possi- 
bly result in no provision for an election in, 
some district or for some office have been 
provided for as completely as could be done 
under any system of voting.

“Senator VANCE,” says the Chicago Trib- 
une, “may think his bill requiring the 
Government to purchase cotton, wheat, 
corn, oats, and tobacco, a clever satire on 
the Windom silver measure, but it is only a 
cheap sort of sarcasm.” This is not the 
first indication we have seen that the real 
history and significance of that Agricultural 
Warehouse bill have been overlooked in 
many quarters. Itisnota bill introduced 
as “a clever satire” on the silver bill or 
any other bill, as we understand it, but a 
bill based upon a proposition accepted at 
@® joint convention of delegates’ rep- 
resenting the Farmers’ Alliance and 
the Knights of . Labor, and it is 
soberly and earnestly supported by the 
Alliance in several States. Such is the 
statement of the head of the Alliance in 
one State, and we understand that the bill 
has been introduced in Congress by the re- 
quest of the Alliance organizations of at 
least two States. It calls for the erection 
in every county of the United States of a 
Federal warehouse in which the owners of 
agricultural products may deposit the same 
and receive for the deposited products 
Treasury notes for 85 per cent of their 
market value, these notes to become part 
of the public currency. A bill of this kind 
sent to Congress by a large and influential 
body of citizens who really believe that it 
ought to become a law is not fully and 
accurately described when itis called ‘“‘a 
cheap sort of sarcasm.” 











Yesterday’s celebration of the opening of 
the great bridge over the river Forth at 
Edinburgh was well worthy of being made 
the occasion of an imposing ceremony. It 
has beeh building for more than seven 
years, and both the depth of the water and 
the breadth of the two greatest arch spans, 
each being of 1,710 feet, make the work a 
remarkable feat of engineering. The length 
of the main portion of the bridge from one 
cantilever pier to the other is a little more 
than a mile, and the total length of the 
structure is something over 8,000 feet. 
The railway is carried 150 feet above high 
water. This is the second of the great 
bridges finished of late years in Great 
Britain. The other was the Tay Bridge, 
which, destroyed little more than ten years 
ago, was rebuilt and opened in June, 1887. 
In mere length that exceeds the bridge over 
the Frith of Forth, but itis vastly inferior 
in height, in the magnitude of its spans, and 
in the difficulties of construction which had 
to be surmounted. 





It is evident that if the Government 
allows 100,000 seal skins a year to be taken 
hereafter as hitherto from the Pribylov 


Islands it will get a very much larger 
annual income from its new lease than 


from the one which expires on May 1. 
There is no good reason yet apparent why 


the whole of this gain should not be re- 
ceived. Secretary WINDOM has proposed to 
cut down the first year’s take of seals to 


60,000 skins, The reduction seems to be 


needless, since the evidence shows that, 
with suitable protection of the Pribylov 
seal herd from being shot at in the open sea 
while passing to and from the leased islands, 
there isno reason to apprehend a diminu- 


tion in its numbers, the natural increase 


making up for the 100,000 a year allowed 
to be killed on the islands. The present tes- 
timony to the value of the seal-hunting 
privileges only emphasizes the need of 


pushing to a successful conclusion the in- 


ternational negotiations begun by Secre- 
tary Bayarp for preventing the extermi- 
nation of the animals through the indis- 
criminate and unregulated hunting of 
them by unauthorized persons, 








A BAD POSITION. 

The attitude of Congress toward the 
civil service is not encouraging, and it 
is not creditable to that body. The only 
thing that has been done so far is to 
sanction an “investigation” by a com- 
mittee of the House into certain very 
vague charges against the Civil Service 
Commissioners. These charges were nec- 
essarily vague, because the member intro- 
ducing the resolution for an investigation 
knew, as has since been amply proved, 
nothing about the subject. While the 
charges were, therefore, in an entirely un- 
satisfactory shape, and there was no re- 
sponsible or even respectable person who 
was known to have,'or to think that he had, 
any exact information about them, they 
have been permitted to take up the time 
of the committee for several weeks, as well 
as much of the time of the Commissioners. 
These gentlemen have been compelled to 
turn aside from their regular duties—which 
are quite sufticient to absorb all their ener- 
gies—to defend themselves against the petty 
attacks of insignificant persons, or to meet 
the unfounded assertions ‘and malicious 
insinuations of politicals hacks like Hat- 
TON. Thatthey have done so completely, 
and have brought their enemies and the 
enemies of reform to shame and confusion, 
is, in a sense, gratifying, because it cannot 
but strengthen the cause of reform. But 
they should never have been called on to 
do so, and the attitude of Congress disclosed 
by the fact that they were required to do 
so is, as we have said, discreditable to that 
body. It is not merely indifference that has 
been shown; it is hostility toward the re- 
form and mean, petty jealousy and sus- 
picion tuward the honorable men who are 
engaged in it. 

If any one had proposed in the House an 
investigation into the manner in which 
the constitutional duties of the President 
and his heads of departments in the matter 
of appointments had been performed or 
neglected, the resolution would have been 
promptly voted down. Yet it is notori- 
ous that these duties have been most 
outrageously neglected, that the powers 
conferred for their performance have been 
abused’and perverted, that party and per- 
sonal interests have been advanced at the 
cost of the public good from motives es- 
sentially low and practically corrupt, that 
intrigue, greed, and direct dishonesty have 





been frequent in the transaction of what

should be q public and patriotic business, 
and the Republican majority in Congress 
is not only dumb as a fish concerning 
these things, but manifests the benevolent 
interest in them with which the prosperous 
“fence” regards the conduct of those who 
minister to his profits. The gentlemen 
who, as Commissioners of the civil serv- 
ice, are charged with the administra- 
tion of a most important and yet de- 
fective law have striven, with the 
utmost energy and patience, by most in- 
sufficient means, to do all that they possi- 
bly could do to render the service clean, 
efficient, orderly, and honest, to open its 
doors impartially to all citizens competent 
to enter them, and to purge it of that 
polluting and demoralizing influence upon 
the politics of the country which is the 
shame of this generation of Americans. 
Congress, which in theory is a body repre- 
sentative of the American people, shows a 
steadfast and sympathetic complacency 
toward those who prostitute the public 
service, and shows, at the same time, a 
hateful disposition toward those who are 
doing their duty, imposed by law, toward 
the reform of the service. 

These facts are shameful, andif the Repub- 
lican leaders who permit or promote them 
do not realize that they are shameful and 
are known to be so by aconstantly-increas- 
ing number ot the voters of the United 
States, it is only another proof of the 
“fools’ paradise” in which the practice of 
the spoils system confines those who in- 
dulge in it. »Do not these leaders see that 
whatis important to the country and to 
themselves regarding the reform of the 
civil service is that it should be liberally 
maintained and steadily advanced under 
their administration? Instead of setting 
a committee ot the House to listening to 
the gossip of disappointed place hunters as 
to the Commissioners, or to examining the 
spiteful and mendacious allegations of pro- 
fessional manufacturers of mare’s nests like 
HATTON, decency, common honor, and com- 
mon sense require that Congress should 
take up the well-known need of the 
commission for adequate means with which 
to carry out its work, and provide for an 
ample appropriation and a suitable organi- 
zation for that purpose. The little tield in 
which the commission is now able to per- 
form its functions is the one bright spot in 
the dreary ‘expanse of incapacity, inepti- 
tude, and selfishness presented by the record 
of this Administration. If the few men of 
brains in the majority knew what was their 
own interest and that of their party they 
would devote their entire energies to ex- 
tending this field and to enabling the com- 
mission to occupy it properly. Whatever 
may be the feeling of the mass of unin- 
formed members of each party, there is in 
both parties a constantly more numerous 
body of intelligent voters who see in the 
divorce of the civil service from party poli- 
tics one of the pressing needs of the hour. 
It is not any more wise than it is decent for 
men responsible for the fortunes of the Re- 
publican Party to ignore, or, still worse, to 
offend and disgust, this body of voters. 








TO PREVENT" GERRYMANDERING.” 

Congressman McComas of Maryland has 
introduced a bill in the House of Repre- 
sentatives the purpose of which is to pre- 


vent “ gerrymandering” in the division of 
States into districts for the purpose of rep- 
resentation in Congress. There is no doubt 
as to the power of Congress to regulate this 
matter, and hardly less doubt as to the 
need of some restriction upon the carving 


ot States into irregular and eccentric dis- 
tricts for the purpose of gaining an 
unfair party advantage. The Consti- 
tution requires representation to be 


apportioned among the several States 


according to the number of inhabit- 
ants, to be ascertained by each decennial 
census. It leaves primarily to each State 
the power to prescribe for itself the ‘‘ times, 
places, and manner of holding elections for 
Senators and Representatives,” but reserves 
to Congress the right at any time by law to 
‘make or alter such. regulations, except as 
to the place of choosing Senators.” Under 
this reserved right Congress has passed 
laws regalating the manner of choosing 
Senators, but it has properly left to the 
States the regulation of the election of Rep- 
resentatives. 

All that the Constitution originally con- 
templated, apart from the power reserved 
%o Congress to be exercised whenever it 
might be deemed expedient, was the appor- 
tionment after each census of the number 
of Representatives to which the several 
States were entitled in proportion to their 
population. They might provide for their 
election in any way that might be deemed 
best by the Legislature, except that the 
Representatives must be chosen by the peo- 
ple, and the qualifications of electors must 
be the same as for those entitled to vote for 
members of the most numerous branch of 
the State Legislature. There was no re- 
quirement that Representatives should be 
chosen from separate districts within a 
State, and there was at first nothing to 
prevent them from being elected wholly 
from a State at large. The principle 
of representation by districts was, how- 
ever, long ago established, and it has been 
the practice of Congress in its apportion- 
ment acts to make that requirement, and 
declare that the districts shall consist of 
‘*contiguous territory” and contain ‘‘as 
nearly as practicable” an equal number of 
inhabitants. This, in effect, only prevents 
districts from being made up of separate 
patches of territory, and does not prevent 
them from being cut out in ‘‘ sheestrings,”’ 
or “horseshoes,” or monstrous shapes in 
imitation of the original beast devised by 
ELBRIDGE GERRY in Massachusetts. lt 
leaves to the Legislatures to judge how far 
it may be “ practicable” to inciude in each 
district the same number of inhabitants, 
and it does not prevent a change in the 
districts upon a change of political con- 
trol in a Legislature. 

The evident intent of the Constitution 
is that an apportionment of Representatives 
among the States made after the taking of 
a census shall stand unchanged until after 
another census has been taken, without ref- 
erence to changos in relative population it 
the meantime. The principle of representa- 
tion by districts being established, its sta- 
bility ought to be secured against capri- 





cious or partisan changes in the districts as 


constituted after each apportionment, and 
the McComas bill forbids redistricting 
until a new census has been taken. It also 
requires that the territory ‘constituting a 
district shall not gonly be contiguous 
but “adjacent and compact,” and that 
the variation in population at the time of 
districting shall not exceed 15,000 be- 
tween the least and the greatest limit. The 
enforcement of a regulation of this kind 
would to a great extent, if net wholly, pre- 
vent the abuse of gerrymandering, which 
is a gross violation of the representative 
principle as established by the district sys- 
tem. The proposition in the present Legis- 
lature of Ohio to redistrict the State at 
once is justified by its advocates on the 
ground that it was gerrymandered after 
the apportionment of 1881 to the disad- 
vantage of the Democrats, who have now 
come into control. To offset that alleged 
wrong it is proposed to gerrymander it to 
the disadvantage of the Republicans. Not 
only do two wrongs not make a right, 
but such a practice of making changes to 
suit a change of party control in a State 
would be an unmitigated evil in itself. It 
is on the same principle of following a bad 
precedent that the whole gerrymandering 
practice has grown up. One party justifies 
it when it has control in a State because 
the other party practiced it when it was in 
control or is practicing it in another State 
to its own advantage. The effort is made 
to balance these party advantages and dis- 
advantages, and one party pleads that it 
cannot afford to be honest and fair because 
the other is not. 

It is extremely doubtful whether this 
gerrymandering business pays, even if it 
were to be condemned on no higher ground. 
That it is wrong is not to be disputed, but 
it is unprofitable. It produces a competi- 
tion in iniquity like bribery at elections. 
But it will be impossible to stop it by 
appeals to the sense of honor of politicians 
or legislators. One party will; keep it up 
because the other party does not drop it, and 
one State will continue to practice it because 
other States do not leave off practicing 
it. If all could be induced to drop it simul- 
taneously, all might be satisfied with the 
result. The only way this result can be 
reached is by effective legislation by Con- 
gress, which must operate upon all States 
alike regardless of party control. Such 
legislation, if it is practicable, and if it can 
be made effective, is altogether desirable. 
If the ‘‘gerrymander” can be killed in 
Congressional represenation, it may also be 
hunted out of legislative representation in 
the States. It is certainly a monster that 
ought to be destroyed. 








WHO ARE “THE SNAKE’S” FRIENDS? 

We have waited patiently for some ac- 
knowledgment by the Chicago Inter Ocean 
of our correction of a curious error made by 
that journal on Dec. 20 last with respect 
to the charter procured in Connecticut by 


the Sugar Trust. After several days had 
passed, the attention of the Inter Ocean was 
forcibly directed to our correction by one 


of the Inter Ocean’s lively contemporaries 
in Chicago, and we hoped that this oppor- 
tunity to admit the blunder would be im- 
proved. But we were disappointed. Our 
erring friend studiously avoided the sub- 
ject. We now wish to remind the Inter 


Ocean that it can obtain from a gentleman 
with whom its editor has recently become 
associated ample proof that its blunder was 
a bad one and that the correction should 
have been made prompily. 

In an editorial article entitled “‘ Democ- 


racy and Trusts,” the Inter Ocean asked 
what ‘‘the greatest and most oppressive 
Trust” would do ‘‘to reconstruct and re- 
establish itself’ if the recent decision of 


the Supreme Court of this State, in the 


case of the Sugar Trust, should be sustained 
by ‘the Supreme Court of the United 
States”; although it should have known 
that an appeal had been taken, not to the 
Supreme Court in Washington, but to the 
Court of Appeals of this State. It an- 
swered its question in this way, empha- 
sizing its main assertion with the italics 
here reproduced: 

“Tt shrouds its purpose in no veil or cloak of 
secrecy: 

“©)t will leave the State of New-York and its 
Republican Kegislature and will reorganize under 
acharter granted by the Democratic Legislature 
of the Democratic State of Connecticut. 

“That is whatit willdo. You can stake your 
money with absolute certainty upon one or 
both of two propositions—firsat, that every 
Democratic platform will denounce Trusts; 
second, that every Democratic Legislature will 
foster and support them. There is no deflec- 
tion or exception from the severity of these 
well-established rules.” 


Our Chicago contemporary then enumer- 
ated some of the many privileges granted 
in the new charter of the Commonwealth 
Retining Company, as indicating ‘‘ the zeal 
for subserviency tothe Trust idea which 
pervades the Democratic Legislature of the 
Democratic State of Connecticut,” and with 
fine scorn suggested that the one Director, 
the Secretary, anda few clerks required to 
reside in Connecticut might be ‘‘ sons or 
nephews of Demecratic lsgislators who 
gave the scotched snake a new lease of life.” 

Now it happens, as we pointed out seme 
time ago for the enlightenment of the Inter 
Ocean, that the Legislature of Connecticut 
from which the charter in question was 
procured was controlled by a large Repub- 
lican majority, and that the Governor of 
Connecticut, who approved the charter bill, 
is a well-known Republican. The Inter 
Ocean’s own files and the political almanacs 
in its office will show that tha Republican 
majority on joint ballot in that Legislature 
was no less than sixty-six. It was from 
such a *‘ Democratic” Legislature\that the 


‘well-established rules.” This was the 
“Democratic” Legislature that was so 
““nervaded” by “ zeal forsubserviency tothe 
Trust idea.” These were the ‘* Democratic 
legislators who gave the scotched snake a 
new lease of life.” 

Bast there is something more to be said 
about the agency through which tho char- 
ter was obtained and the political affilia- 
tions of those who procured it. On the 
12th ult. the following was published in 
the Tribune of this city:

Well, what has this to do with the Sugar 
Trust and that charter? One of these 
judges, Mr. W1LL1AM PENN NIxoNn, is the 
editor of the Chicago Inter Ocean, anditis a 
curious fact that another, Mr. A. FosTER H1G- 
GINS, is the gentleman who, with the aid of a 
popular Republican ex-Speaker of the Con- 
necticut House of Representatives, procured 
that charter, whose terms bore witness to 
“the zeal for subserviency to the Trust idea 
which pervades the Democratic Legislature 
of the Democratic State of Connecticut,” 
as the Inter,Ocean has said. Here is the 


testimony of the New-York Tribune, a Re-" 


publican and high-tariff ally whose state- 
ments the Inter Ocean must regard as trust- 
worthy: 

“The Sugar Trust has made preparations to 
transfer its assets to a new corporation if the 
Court ot Appeals upholds the decision of the 
lower court in the case of the North River Re- 
fining Company, that Trusts are illegal. A 
charter was secured from the Connecticut Leg- 
isiature last Spring, which permits the organi- 
zation of a company with a capital of $10,000,- 
000, which may be increased. A. Foster HIa- 
GINS, 80 insurance broker at 50 Wall-streat, 
who livesin Connecticut apdis an ex-member 
of the Legislature of that State, obtained the 
charter and is one of the Directors of the corpora- 
tion.” (Dec. 17, 1889.) 

And the following, from the same paper 
on Dec. 20, the very day the Inter Ocean 
made that curious error: 

“ A, FOSTER HicGrns, the insurance broker of 
50 Wall-street, who lives in Greenwich, Conn., 
secured the charter. Toa Tribune reporter yes- 
terday he said that he was not at liberty to say 
tor whom he gotit, but that it would be usea 
only in a certain contingency. ” 

We suggest that when the judges selected 
by the American Protective Tarift League— 
an organization, by the way, that openly 
defends combinations and especially the 
Sugar Trust—meet to examine those essays, 
the worthy editor of the Inter Ocean should 
ask his high-tariff associate, Mr. H1GGrns, 
about that charter and that ‘“* Democratic” 
Legislature, and should find out whether it 
is intended that the two officers and a few 
clerks who are required to be residents of 
Connecticut shall be “sons or nephews 


of Democratic . legislators who gave the 
scotched snake a new lease of life.” 








“ BRITISH FAIR PLAY.” 

“ British fair play” has been celebrated 
extensively, but it is worthy of note that 
it has been celebrated exclusively by Brit- 
ons. Foreigners are so far from. being im- 
pressed with the British quality for which 
the natives so much admire themselves that 
upon the Continent of Europe Albion has 
for some generations been known as perfid- 
ious, Asa matter of fact there is probably 
about as much and as little of fair play 
in England as in any other country, 
and in British politics” there may very 
likely be less, because nowhere in the 
world does party spirit run higher, and no- 
where in the world are men prepared to be- 
lieve ill of their opponents on stlighter evi- 
dence, This credulity is not a matter of 
ignorance. The tone of a considerable part 
of the London press and of the London 
clubs about Mr.GLapDSTONE is simply inex- 
plicable to a person who is capable, in 
virtue of being a foreigner or for any other 


reason, of taking a dispassionate view of 


that statesman’s career. What sort of a 
notion of his gualities and of his achieve- 
ments would anybody have got, for example, 
who had had for the past five years no 


other information about him than what he 


had derived from the London Times or the 
Saturday Review ? As to the Irish question, 
the ineapacity of the whole Tory and Union- 
ist press for seeing that Ireland has any 


grievance, if it be not assumed, is one of the 


most remarkable of political phenomena. 
Its course of comment upon the disclosures 
before the Parnell Commission, and upon 
the report of that commission, indicates a 
belief that the Times was really doing a 
patriotic service in employing forged letters 
for the purpose of making out thatthe Irish 
leader was a malefactor. 

The debate on the report of the commis- 
sion showed that “British fair play,” as 
illustrated by the majority of the House of 
Commons, is something that would not be 
recognized as fair play anywhere else in 
the world. Mr. SmirH, the spokesman of 
the Government, in moving the adoption 
of the report, took occasion to observe that 
“there were certain features of the publica- 
tions that were deeply to be deplored, but 
other accusations were justified by the re- 
port.” The fact is that the Times had made 
two sets of charges against PARNELL and 
his associates. One set accused them 
of being engaged in a combination to 
force the Irish landlords to reduce their 
rents by withholding all rent until the 
reduction was made, and to obtain for Ire- 
land a large measure of local self-govern- 
ment and of independence of Parliament 
in purely Irish affairs. The combination 
for the former of these purposes was very 
likely a criminal conspiracy under the 
English law, but none of the Irishmen in- 
culpated ever dreamed of denying the 
charge, nor did the charge injure them in 
the estimation of anybody with whom 
they wished to stand well. These were the 
“accusations that were justified by the 
report.” The other set of charges imputed 
to the Irish leaders conduct that would 
banish them from the society and de- 
prive them of the esteem of honorable 
men everywhere. It imputed to them 
complicity in the raising of money to de- 
stroy English lives and property with dyna- 
mite, and accused them of being virtually 
accessories to murder before or after the 
fact. These charges were vehemently re- 
polled by the men whom they concerned, 
and they were completely exploded before 
the commission and shown to be based on 
nothing but forgery and perjury. Ia such 
astate of things, to say that some of the 
accusations were “ deeply to be deplored,” 
but that others were “justified by the re- 
port,” as if those confirmed and those ex- 
ploded were of equal gravity, may be Brit- 
ish fair play, but it would be infamously 
unfair play in any other country. 

What the Tories and the Unionists would 
like to give the Parnellites is a verdict of 
‘‘not proven,” though the serious charges 
against them have been positively dis- 
proved. The testimony requires an honor- 
able acquittal, and it was for this that Mr. 


GLADSTONE pleaded. The amendment of 
Mr. Moriry “reprobating the charges 


based upon calumny” that had been made ,} 


against the Irish members and regretting 

the wrong inflicted upon them was’ really 

the least that the House of Commons could 

do after the controlling majority of that; 
body had made unscrupulous political 
use of the fabricated charges against 

those members. It appeared in the 

debate that the supporters of the 
Ministry have no notion of making any 

reparation whatever, but that they wish to 

produce upon the British public the impres- 

sion that the Irish members have been ac-: 
quitted of some offenses and convicted of 

others, the offenses charged being of equal 

gravity. Itis hard to see to what greater 

‘length of meanness party spirit could go. 








There is one important point of differ- 
ence between the actual strike of iron 
molders in San Francisco and the threat- 
ened strike of carpenters in Chicago. The 
owners of the foundries in which the former 
are employed do business in direct competi- 
tion with rivals in other places. If they 
are called upon to pay more than the wages 
current in the trade elsewhere, they can do 
no business, and therefore they cannot 
grant the strikers’ terms. On the other 
hand, a rise in the wages of carpenters 
in Chicago will merely have the ef- 
fect of increasing the cost, and so 
limiting the amount of new buildings, un- 
less the wages already paid suffice to tempt 
carpenters from abroad. Whether the de- 
mends of the men are extravagant in either 
case a knowledge of the local conditions of 
the trades would be needed to determine. 
But there is always this difference between 
the building trade and manufacturers, that 
in the former extravagant wages can be 
and in the latter they cannot be paid. 








There have been remarkably few disputes 
during the last two years between our New- 
England fishermen and the Dominion 
authorities, and the trouble of which a 
Gloucester schooner now complains might 
have occurred under analogous circum- 
stances in a port of any other country. 
Her grievance seems to be that although 
she put into the harbor of Halifax simply 
for shelter, she was boarded by a revenue 
officer, who left her in charge of one of her 
men, and she was not permitted to leave the 
harbor and resume her voyage until she 
paid pilotage, although she used no pilot. 
Her first mistake, evidently, was in not. re- 


‘porting at the Custom House, which duty 


she may have omitted with a view to escap- 
ing port charges. But the guarantee in the 
treaty of 1818 of shelter for our fishing 
vessels does not relieve them from comply- 


ing with ordinary regulations imposed 
alike on foreign and domestic shipping. 
During the operation of the reciprocity 
treaty our fishing yessels were allowed 
large liberties in Canadian ports, the 
customs and other regulations not being 
very rigorously interpreted against them; 
and, indeed, they were placed nearly on 
the footing of Qanadian fishing vessels in 


many respects. These latter, it seems, are 
exempt from compulsory pilotage by a spe- 
cial enactment, and perhaps the Gloucester 
skipper supposed that American fishing ves- 
sels could have the same privilege, even 


when no reciprocity treaty was prevailing. 
At all events, judging from the imperfect 
details as yet reported, the affair was of 
minor consequence and will not become the 
subject of diplomatic treatment. 








THE ASTOR LIBRARY, | 
: A 


Tothe Editor of the New-York Times: 
The recent bequests of Mr. John Jacob Astor, 
so widely noticed by the press, command unl- 


versal attention. After many good gifts during 


his life, he crowned his work for tho library by 
leaving to it a gross sum equal to the entire 
original foundation by his grandfather—in fact, 
More than doubling the resources of the 
Trustees ‘for its increase by the purchase of 
books. All honor to the name of Astor! Schol- 
ars and men of letters, indeed the whole com- 
munity, owe a great debt of gratitude to the 
Astor family for the noble institution—first of 
its kind in New-York—which proudly bears the 
name above and beyond the limita of mere com- 
mercial and financial success into higher fields 
and urer air, ‘‘the still air of delightful 
studies,” and the region in which wealth is the 
handmaid and willjng servant of learning and 
intellectual power. So long as learning and 
letters have any place or standing in New-York 
that name will be honored for that great gift 
-_ the liberal additions of successive genera- 
tions. 

The late Mr. Astor, however, has made one 
serious blunder in his‘wili into which he ought 
not to have been permitted to fall, though, 
strange to say, nobody seems to have discov- 
ered it, even among those who are supposed to 
be most interested—the trustees themselves of 
the library. 

Neither Mr. Astor nor his legal adviser, nor 
any member of the board whom he may have 
consulted, have been sufficiently familiar with 
the act of incorporation of the institution to 
know that his gift of afund to pay the trustees 
tor attending the meetings of tne board, like 
any common bank or insurance company or 
other mercantile corporation or trust, was in 
direct aud flagrant violation of an express pro- 
vision of its charter, which deolares that— 

“The Trustees shall not receive any compensa- 
tion for — services, except that if any one of 
their number shall at any time be Superintendent 
he may receive compensation as such.” 

Fortunately the bequest itself is not void, al- 
though no portion of the fund can be applied to 
the purpose designed by the testator; and 
thoughtful attention to the subject and the 
ines conformity of the charter to the usages of 

iterary inetitutions throughout the world will 
hinder any change in its provisions which might 
hereafter degrade it to the level of mere com- 
mercial and money-making associations. 

Think for one moment of the Trustees of the 
British Museum or the Bodleian, Lord Macaulay 
or Mr. Hallam, Mr. Grenville, Earl Stanhope, 
or Dean Milman, being paid a guinea or two for 
attending one of their meetings! 

If it be true, as suggested semi-offlcially in an 
evening paper yesterday, that a ot 
the pretune Trustees of the Astor Library who 
have hitherto neglected their duties can be 
stimulated to a punctual attendance at the 
meetings of the board by a fee of $10 or more 
every time they appear hereafter, there ought 
to be speedily the same number of vacancies in 
that board, to be filled atonce by men of a ajffer- 
ent character and disposition. G. H. M.

TARIFF REFORM DBMANDSD, 


BALTIMORE, March 4.—Tariff reform is at: 
tracting more attentton in this State at present 
than was ever given: to any question of poll- 
tics in an off season. The organization of tariff 
reform clubs is going steadily on, and all the 
meetings are notable for their interest and en- 
(thusiasm. By the end of the year every county 
will have its associationin full and regular 
running order. In this direction tne reformers 
of Baltimore are doing good missionary work. 

A result of this organized course of study 
and instruction is a closer examination into the 
tariff system, and the conversion of high tariff 
voters to the cause of reform. No one thing 
has contributed more to this end than the tax 
on tin plate, which the Republican Congress 
‘Wants to make twice as heavy ‘as it is now, 
Meetings have been held ainst this, and th@ 
Statistics that have been supplied from com. 
petent sources are interesting. 

In 1850 the first canned goods were place 
upon the maryet, about 4,000 cans. In 188 
more than 750,000, cans were packed, 
Maryland stands at the head of this industry, 
and has to pay a very large proportion of the 
$6,500,000 tariff tax which is imposed on tin 

jate. On the tin used by one county alone— 

arford—$130,000 is annually collected ag tar- 
iff. As no tin plate is a in this cues, 
the people aré at a loss to see the utility of such 
a tax, and they cannot ,understand why the Re- 
publicans should want to. increase what is al- 
ready a very unnecesgary burden by raising the 
present duty of 1 cent per pound to 2.15 cenis 
per pound. Mr. F. W. Schultz says: . 

“The average cost of the finished iron plata 
In England is 1% cents. The same plate caa~ 
not be produced here at less thar 4 cents per 

ound. The costof cleaning, trimming, and box- 
ng the plate in England is about %& cent per 
pound,and the same ratio here would make it 1% 
cents per pound. Lhis would bring the cost of im- 
ported plate to 3 cents per pound, and the 2.15 
eenta duty added woula make the cost vf the 
imported articie 5.15 cents per pound.” 

.The 2:15 rate would increase the duty on tin 
plate from $6,500,000 per annum to $14,0005 
000. Instead of $2,800,000 which the cannerg 
now have to pay in tariff, the amount would be 
more than $6,000,000. As this tax protects no 
American industry and is so much money cut of 
tae pockets of the consumers of canned goods, 
the packers cannot see where the justice of it 
lies. That is why they are such strong tariff 
reformers, 





HENEY FH. ABBEY SAYS NO. 


In a recent conversation with George Gris- 
wold Haven, one of the Directors of the Metro< 
politan Opera House, Marcus Mayer, the per 
sonal representative of Henry E. Abbey, man 
ager of Patti, who is to appear at this place of 
amusement next month, remarked ina casual 
way that he knew of some one who would lika 
to negotiate for a long lease of the Opera 
House. Mr. Mayer admitted that Mr. Abbey 
was the manager, and Mr. Haven suggested 
that a proposition in writing be made to the 
Directors. 


This conversation was regarded by those 
who overheard it as an indication of Mr, 
Abbey’s intention to rent the Metropolitax 
for a season of Italian opera.

Haven concerning a 
season of Italian opera. In fact, there is noth- 
ing in my mind of public interest excepé the 
Pattl engagement for next month.” 
Mareus Mayer was found at the Casino last, 
night. ‘Yes, itis true,” he said, “that I had 
some conversation with Mr. Haven and others 
Saturday about a season of Italian opera at the 
Metropolitan Opera House. My impression is 
thet Mr. Haven broached the subject—yes, 
come to think about it, he was the first to men- 
tion it. My impression is that the patrons of 
German opera are tiréd and the Directors also 
want a change. They never tried Italian opera 
in the house. Mr. Abbey h Mr. Haven 
asked me to have Mr. Abbey submit a proposi- 
tion.

DODGING BEHIND SHIDY 


EX-POSTMASTER PAULS IN- 
r GENIOUS WRIGGLING. | 
HATTON AND EWART HELPING THE 
i. CAUSE OF OIVIL-SERVICE REFORM 
| BY THEIR ATTACK UPON IT. 


: WASHINGTON, March 4.—Ex-Postmaster George 
H. Paul of Milwaukee ought to feel very thank- 
ful to the kind Providence which sent Dr. Ham- 
ilton Shidy to be a clerk in his office. 

‘ Mr. Paul was the only witness examined to- 
day by the House committee which is investi- 
gating the charges against the Civil Service 
Commissioners, and no one who heard him will 
Venture to guess in what condition he would 
have been to-night if he had not had Shidy to 
hide behind at oritical moments. Shidy had 
been Secretary of the local board of examiners 
in the Milwaukee office, and had told the Civil 
Service Commissioners what he knew of the re- 
‘peated violations of law for which the Commis- 
‘sloners recommended Paul’s removal last year. 
For this he was himself removed by Paul. 

The Civil Service Commissioners took hold of 
Mr. Paul to-day, and ifhe had any enemies in 
‘the room they must have been moved to pity 
by the relentless persistency with which the 
Commissioners kept driving him into a corner. 
It was on these numerous occasions that the 
,ex-Postmaster had reason to thank Providence 
for Shidy, for in each case he wriggled out of 
the tight corner by decluring that the partioular 
irregularity then under review must have been 
\“*one of Bhidy’s blunders.” Even with this con- 


\Ventent refuge to flee to, it wasa long and an- 
noying day for Paul, who proved to be as un- 
satisfactory a witness for himself as for Hatton 
and Ewart, who brought him bere, and the 
Conmissioners who cross-examined him. 

‘ The latter had at hend acopy of the evidence 
given by Paul whe niet Examiner Webster 
and Secretary Doyle investigated the Milwau- 
kee otttce. It had been read over and corrected 
by Paul and signed by him, but the way in 
which he “ went back on” thatevidence to-day 
was decidedly astonishing. 

Examiner Webster resumed the examination 
‘of Mr. Pau] this morning, and immediately be- 
gan to annoy the witness by directing his atten- 
tion to specific eases of irregular eertifications 
and appointments, taken from the records of 
‘the Milwaukee office. Mr. Webster was, how- 
ever, utterly unable to get any more definite 
‘intormation ont of Paul than that he 
did not propose to be held responsible for 
all of Shidy’s certifications, which were “full of 
blunders.” This was his explanation of how 
one man had been appointed as a stamper and 
promoted to the position of carrier before he 
had been even certified up as a stamper. “A 
chapter of blunders by Shidy” served the wit- 
ness as an answer to five or six other cases of 
.gT0ss Violations of the oivil service law and 
‘rules, as to each of which he was asked a great 
Many questions. 

: Mr. Webster and some members of the ¢om- 
‘mittee succeeded in drawing from Paul repeat- 
ed admissions that he had seen the record of 
‘eligibles and frequently knew who was going 
to be certified to him for appointment, but he 
assured the committee that he wag not in the 
habit of telling untruths, ‘especialiy in writ- 
ing.’ The witness was badly confused when 
Mr. Webster got after him about a man wha 
was appointed a stamper without having been 
certified at all, but he insisted that theré must 
‘have been a_ certifi on, agent ar none ap- 
peared on the records. He was gure, after 
further thought, that the man had been ap- 

ointed to an excepted position, but, after he 

ad been shown the official report, he decided 
that the man had been put on gs a stamper, as 
the report showed, trod gy declined that office. 
The witness then found it convenient to dodge 
behind Shidy, for the Commissioners produced 
a letter from Paul to them giving a different 
story. 

When Mr. Roosevelt took up the examination 
of Paul the witness was very sure {nat he had 
never told the Commissioners that his term was 
out, and he‘was just hanging on ‘until his suc- 
cessor was appointed. The recollections of 
Messrs. Roosevelt, Lyman, and Thompson were 
60 directly to the contrary that Paul finally 
concluded he might have said sqmething about 
his time being ont. yr. Patl was at first 
pqually positive that he had never told Shidy 
to certify certain men for appointment. Under 
Mr. Roosevelt’s questions, however, he became 
less certain, and {t finally appeared that he had 
talked with Shidy about persons who would 
come in the next certifications. 

The Commissioner tried to find out how Paul 
knew who would be certified and learned that 
Shidy and the other members of the local 
board had been in the habit of discussing such 
matters in Paul’s presence. Paul was perfectly 
sure, though, that he had never improperly 
suggested or directed Shidy to certify up cer- 
tain persons.

OBITUARY. 


EDWIN COWLES. 

All Northern Ohio was in mourning last night 
on account of the death of Mf. Edwin Cowles, 
editor of the Cleveland Leader and of the News 
and Herald, and for twenty-five or thirty years 
one of the most prominent figures in the State, 
His death occurred yesterday morning at his 
residence, 759 Case-avenue, Cleveland. Mr. 
Cowles had been in ill health for five or six 
years, and had determined upon another trip to 
Southern France, where he had recently spent 
& year or more. 

He spent at various times several months at 
the health resorts of Europe best known for 
their curative power, and at one time, although 
almost hopelessly ill, he so far recovered his 
health as to be able to return home and resume 
his business duties. In the Summer of 1888 he 
arrived in this country from Europe, where he 
had spent nearly two years, most of that time 


an javend, in the care of skillful physicians. 

ince his return he was much of the time a sut- 
erer, but was able to give his attention to 
business. 

For the last three weeks Mr. Cowles was con- 
fined to his house by an attack of influenza, and 
much of that time he passed in his bed. Though 
suffering from extreme weakness, bis indomita- 
ble will asserted itself, and his friends and fam- 
ily found reason to hope that he would soon 

ally from the attack. But the inroads that 

iseaso had been making for several years 
finally undermined his once powerful and vigor- 
ous Constitution. 

His physician, Dr. L, M. Brooks, was at Mr. 
Cowles’s bedside during the entire night of his 
death. He died without the slightest pain as 
quietly as if passing into a | ciaggpenery sleep. 

Mr. Cowles leaves a widow, one daughter, 
Mrs. Charles W. Chase, and three sons, Eugene 
H., Alfred H., and Louis H. Cowles. The funeral 
services will take place Thursday afternoon. 
The Rey. Dr. C. 8. Pomeroy of the Third Pres- 
byterian Churoh will deliver the funeral sermon 

Mr. Cowles was born in Austinburg, Ash- 
abula County, Onio, Sept. 18,1825. He was a 
son of Dr, E, W. Cowles, and was of Puritanand 
Huguenot parentage. The Rev. Thomas Hooker, 
the first clergyman of Connecticut, was one of 
his ancesters. Abigail White, another ancestor, 
was the first white cnild born in New-England. 

Mr. Cowles went into the printing business 
with Mr. Smead. They remained tagether until 
1853, when he became a member of the firm of 
Medill, Cowles & Co., publishers of the Forest 
City Democrat, which was a consolidation of the 
True Democrat and the Forest Oity. The name 
Forest City Democrat was changed to the Cleve- 
landLeader, A year after that Mr. Cowlea’s part- 
ners went to Chicago and bought the Tribune, of 
which Alfred Cowles was business manager, In 
the Winter of 1854-5 the germ of the Repub- 
liean Party was formed in the Leader eaitorial 
rooms as @ meeting was held there which re- 
sulted in the firat Republican Convention, which 
was held at Pittsburg. Col. R. C. Parsons, 
Joseph Medill, John C. Vaughn, Judge R. P. 
Spaulding, and J. F. Keeler, were at the meet, 
jag, which resulted in the consolidation of the 
Know-Nothing, Whig, and Free Soil Parties into 
the Republicay Party. 

Until 1866 Mr. Cowles was the proprietor of 
thé Leader. At that time the Leader Printing 
Company was formed and Mr. Cowles was 
made business manager, and subsequently be- 
came editor in chief. 

In 1861 he was appointed Postmaster of 
Cleveland and held the office five years, at 
which time he established the free-delivery 
system. Mr. Cowles was one of the strongest 
ay ey and shortly after the battle of 

ull Run he wrote an article on ‘‘ Now is the 
Time to Abolish Slavery,’ which created a sen- 
sation allover the country. He wae a firm Re- 
publican and was the first to advocate many of 
the reforms which that party has accomplished 
He was bitter in his denunciation ef Catholi- 
cism, and his — has always been a mark of 
scorn by Catholics. 

Mr. Cowles had a peculiar impediment in his 
— There has probably never been a case 
like it. The cause of this impediment was a 
mystery until he was about twenty-five years 
ola, when Prof. Kennedy discovered that it 
was caused by a defect in his hearing. He 
never heard the hissing sounds of the human 
voice, and consequently did not make them 
himself. He never heard the notes of a piano or 
an organ of the seventh octaves, never heard 
the upper notes of a violin, the fife, or other 
high music. He never heard the song of birds 
and always supposed, until his peculiarity was 
discovered, that the music of the birds was 
poetical fiction. 

When Prof. Kennedy was experimenting upon 
him Mr, Cowles was putin a room with twenty 
canary birds, but, although he placed his ear 
close to the eage when they were singing, he 
never heard @ note.

ROBERT J. SWAN. 

Robert J. Swan of .Geneva, N. Y., dled yester- 
day morning from heart disease at the Park- 
Avenue Hotel, after an extremely short illness. 
His body was taken to his home last night. The 
funeral services and burial are to occur in Ge- 
neva.

The year after his purchase 
Mr. Swan married Miss Johnson of Geneva, and 
to them three daughters were born, two of 
whom survive their futher. In 1880 Mr. Swan 
was elected President of the State Agricultural 
Sovlety, and subsequently became Treasurer 
of the State Experimental Farm. Mrs. Swan 
died a year ago.

A ROAD OF SOMB KIND SURE. 


BROOKLYN PROPERTY OWNERS DEMAND 
THAT IT BE DEPRESSED, 


The Atlantic-Avenue Rapid Transit Commis- 
sion finished part of its work yesterday by lay- 
ing out a route for a road along Atlantio-ave- 
nue from South Ferry to the Brooklyn city line. 
Whether that road is to be an olevated or a de- 
pressed structure was left for future decision. 
This was done because the time within which 
the commission could determine on a route had 
about expired, and Gen. Wingate, as counsel, 
advised that the nature of the road could be 
selected later on. 

The provisions for a route are, of course, only 
forma! for there is but one route possible—the 


one occupying the entire length of Atlantic- 
avenue. In addition, the proposed com- 
pee is given power to erect a short 

rateh “over or under’ private proper- 
ty from Atlantic-avenue and Sackman-street 
to the station of the Manbattan Beach 
Road, at Liberty-avenue. The right is 
also given to construct a side track on which to 
enter the present yard of the Long Island Rail- 
road at Flatbush-avenne, and to occupy private 
lands between Berriman-street and Shepherd- 
avenue and Montauk and Atkins avenues for 
switching and terminal facilities. 

The most important section of the agreement, 
to which the new company must bind itself, 
was one making it necessary to form a compact 
with the Long Island Railroad Company d 
which the present steam road will be remove 
from the surface of Atlantic-avenue, the tracks 
and fences destroyed, and the trains trans- 
ferred to the new structure, whether elevated 
or depressed. 

That a determined demand for -a depressed 
road on Atlantic-avenue will be made by the 
residents of the Twenty-sixth Ward was un- 
Mmistakably indicated by a meeting held last 
evening at the Twenty-sixth Ward Bank on At- 
lantic-avenue. The Directors’ room of the 
bank was well filled, and the value of the prop- 
erty to be benefited, as represented by those 
present, was much more imposing than the at- 
tendance, 

Ditmas Jewell, the President of the bauk was 
made Chairmau of the meeting. Resolutions in 
favor of the depressed road were passed and a 
committee was appointed to wait‘on the Mayor 
and attend a meeting of the Rapid Transit 
Commission, and it was resolved that steps be 
taken to arrange for a publie meeting of prop- 
erty owners from Suuth Ferry tothe @ty line 
along the avenue. 

At the outset of the proceedings, Mr. E. F. 
Linton, who isa member of the Rapid Transit 
Commission, gave an account of the work of 
the commission in such a way as to make the 
ditheulties in the oy of the depressed road 
very prominent. he many strong opinions 
which had been expressed in favor of the de- 
pressed road, Mr. Linton said, had attracted the 
attention of the Long Island Railroad people, and 
at their request the commission had visited their 
offices and had inspected their plans and maps 
showing the conditions under ground all along 
Atlantic-avenue. There were twenty or more 
sewers orossing the avenue, and the question 
of what to do with them if the depressed road 
was built became a very hard problem to solve. 
In addition there was the water main. 


Joseph Kellow followed with a speech, in 


which he proved that the obstacles opposed by 
the Atlantic-avenue sewers could be easily 
overcome. 

Elevated railroads, R. Reimer declared, were 
only tor temporary purposes, and sconer or 
later must all be reconstructed. The depressed 
road might be more expensive to build, but the 
question of money ought not to stand in the 
way. <An elevated road on Atiantic-avenue 
would depreciate the value of property. A de- 
pressed road would increase its value. 

Alderman at Large W. H. Pickering believed 
the growth along Atlantic-avenue was just be- 
ing developed. Any citizen who had a broad 
view of the qnestion and of its great im- 
portance to the city at large must stop and 
reason that a depressed road of the very best 
character was what was needed. 

“The completing of this depressed road,” 
said D. J. Malloy, “is of the greatest impor- 
tance. It is not a local matter to East New- 
York, itisa matter which affects the whole 
city. Building this road 1s one of the greatest 
undertakings which the city could gointo» It 
would affect no section, but the whole city. If 
_— it will restore to life a street which is 

ead.” 

Alderman Pickering offered a resolution to 
the effect that it was the sense of the meeting 
that a depressed road was preferable to any 
other, and it was adopted without a dissenting 
vote. 

My. Jowell appointed a committee consisting 
of Alderman Pickering, and Messrs. Kellow, 
Malloy, Reimer, Snelling, and Schluchtner, to 
whieh he himself was added, to take action in 
accordance with the resolution. 





COLONIAL OOAOHES, 


THE VEHICLES USED BY THE FIRST 
FOUR HUNDRED. 


A paper of unusual interest was read before 
the New-York Historical Society last evening 
on “Coaches in Colonial _New-York.” The 
lecturer took his hearers through the early days 
of the city, citing many interesting reminis- 
cences of colonial life. The first coash was 
brought to New-York, he said, by Col. William 
Smith,who came to this country from Tangiers, 
where he had been Governor for many years. 
It was considered a marvel of beauty, and 
never appeared upon the public thoroughfares 
without causing a sensation. This was followed 
in 1696 by a hackney coach brought to this 
country by John Clapp, the proprietor of a 
place for the hire of horses and equipments, 


‘situated at about the present site of Cooper 


Union. 

The lecturer then presented a document of 
great interest which hus never before been 
made public. It was a list of New-York fam- 
ilies who kept eoaches in the year 1770, made 
by Pierre Eugene Du Simitiere, a noted artist, 
antiquafy, and naturalist of the colonial period. 
It is as follows:

Instruction and entertainment in pleasing 
proportions were the features of Prof. John 
Ward Stimson’s lecture on “ Art Education,” in 
All Souls’ Church, (the Rev. R. Heber Newton, 
Trector,) at Madison-avenue and Sixty-sixth- 
street, last night. The lecturer is the Superin- 
tendent of the American Institute for Artist 


Artisans, in West Twenty-third-street, two of 
the graduates of which recently won the first 
and second prizes for original sketches in a 
competition in which there were over four hun- 
dred competitors. 

Prof. Stimson is intensely American and a 
firm believer in the organio quality of art. This 
principle he illustrated in his lecture by a multi- 
tude of beautiful illustrations skillfully thrown 
upon the canvas by a good stereopticon. Ho 
pleaded strongly for the development of a na- 
tional art, declaring that the day for servile imi- 
tations of foreign modajs had gone by and the 
time had come for the incuication and atudy of 
art from American modejs and native forms.

AFTER AN OLD PRECEDENT 


A SHARP PIEOE OF JOBBERY 
PROPOSED. 
A BILL THAT MEANS MUCH MORE THAN 
IT EXPRESSES—COMMITTEE HEAR- 
INGS YESTERDAY. 


ALBANY, March 4.—Oneof the sharpest pleces 
of jobbery evercarried through the Legislature 
of the State of New-York was perpetrated in 
1799 by Aaron Burr, who, in a bill whose osten- 
sible purpose was to give the city of New-York 
a pure and wholesome supply of water, sneaked 
through the charter of the Manhattan Banking 
Company. Senator Van Gorder of Wyoming and 
Assemblyman Kill of Niagara are appareut- 
ly imitating Aaron Burr, for they have a 
pill whion, though apparently not so far reach- 
ing as Burr’s, proposes, under the guise of giv- 
ing the city of Lockport a pure and wholesome 
supply of water, to give an electrical company 
—the Lockport Water and Electric Company— 
privileges enjoyed by no other corporation in 
the State. The Assembly Committee on Elec- 
tricity, Gas, and Water Supply gave a hearing 
this afternoon on Mr. Kill’s very suspicious 
bull. The men behind it are prominent citizens 
ot Lockport. Io 1866 a Dill incorporating 
the Lockport Supply Company for the 
purpose of furnishing the city of Look- 
port with water from Niagara River 
was passed by the Legislature, but the eom- 
pany did not avail itself of the privilege 
granted. The present bill of Messrs. Kill and 
Van Gorder renews these privileges and grants 
others of extraordinary value. The words 
*‘and electricity” have been inserted after the 


words ‘‘pure and wholesome water” wherever 
they occur, ana the right to furnish these in- 
ciudes not only Lockport but “such other cities, 
towns, or villages and the iphabitants therect 
as may enter into contract tnerefor.” With 
reference to the rights which the company 
shall acquire by virtue of the legislation now 
asked for, this clause occurs in the bill: “In 
cases of posts and elevated conductors, cables 
or wires upon and over such road, street, bigh- 
way, public ground, or railroad land, the same 
shall be 80 placed and elevated as not to inter- 
fere with the ordinary use thereof by the pub- 
lic or railroad company for highway or railroud 
purposes.” 

Mr. W. Ransom appeared before the com- 
mittee and explained why the bill bad been 
amended s0 as to give the company such a vast 
concession. ‘ The Water paery, Company,” he 
said, in substance, ‘has found it impossible to 
raise the money necessary to build the works 
because of the great uncertainty attending the 
future of electricity. Capitalists say that if 
Edison or some other scientist should succeed 
in generating electricity directly frum coal or 
like product, water power would speedily be- 
come worthless, and the money placed in the 
venture would virtually be lost. Finally a 
gentleman said to us, thatif we would secure 
the right to make and furnish electricity, thus 
providing against any such contingency as I 
have mentioned,:he believed he would beable to 
secure the desired capital. In accordance with 
this suggestion the bill has been amended as 
you see.”’ 

Judge Green of the committee confused Mr. 
Ransom, and suggested a very probable ont- 
come of the passage of this measure by saying: 
“Suppose this proposed law ia in direct conflict 
with preceding ones on the subject of electric- 
ity, would it not invalidate the others? The 
Court of Appeals has, I think, settled this ques- 
tion in the affirmative.” 

“Really.” said Mr. Ransom, “Inever thought 
ofthat. Now, thatyou have propounded the 
question, 1 am bound to say it looks as if the 
latest law would hold. I must explain, how- 
ever, that in asking for the right to extend our 
operations we never thought of including more 
than a few towns in the neighborhood of Lock- 
port. In whatever town we might operate we 
should expect to obey the looal police regula- 
tions. 

Mr. Spalding of Lockport followed with a 
for the favorable recommondation of the bill, 
and Mr. Kill also made a like request. The 
committee then went into executive session.

The Assembly Committee on Banks deviaed 
this afternoon to report favorably John Con- 
nelly’s bill, requiring building loan associations 


formed outside the State to deposit $100,000 
with the Superintendent of the Banking De- 
partment in order to do businessin the State. 
An amendment was added giving the compa- 
oat the privilege of depositing negotiable 
bonds. 

Mr. Bradford Rhodes, Chairman of the com- 
mittee, could not well avoid reporting this 
racasure favorably, for his own bill providing 
for the supervision of Western farm mortgage 
companies received the same indorsedment. 
Several amendments were attached to his bill, 
however. Provision ia made for a rigid exami- 
pation by the Superintendent of Banking, who 
may issue them a five-hundred-dollar license 
upon their filing with him a list of their agents. 
Whenever it shall appear that the companies 
are doing an unsafe business their licenses 
may be revoked. 

The committee also decided to report favor- 
ably Mr. Kimball's bill to prevent overcertifica- 
tion of checks by State banks. 


Two carloads of citizens of Flatbush, L. L, 
came to Albany to-day to appear before the 
Assembly Committee on Cities and argue for and 


against the annexation of Flatbush to Brook- 
lyn. One carload was composed of annexation- 
ists, and these wore red ribbons on 
their eoats. The anti-annexationists occu- 

fed the other oar, and carried white 

adges. Mr. Kurth’s bill for annexing the 
suburb was on hearing, and the committee 
room was crowded. Ex-Corporation Counsel 
Mudge spoke in favor of annexation. He said 
Flatbush had reached the stage when improve- 
ments such a8 a city Government alone could 
ceive were absolutely demanded. There was a 
proposition to build sewers, and in order to 
mmake the work successful it should become a 
part of the Brooklyn system. Flatbush, be 
said, needed better police, fire, and general 
municipal protection. 

William J. Gaynor of Brooklyn represented 
the anti-annexationists and made a vigorous 
speech in behalf of his clients. The only ones, 
said he, who reully desire annexation are the 
“pig bugs,” who do not represent public opin- 
jon. At recent mass meetings an unmistakable 
popular eentiment against annexation was de- 
veloped. 

Richard Young, a Flatbush resident, de- 
scribed the privations of the residents due to 
miserable town government. Pigs, vows, and 
horses, he said, roaned at will through the 
handsome grounds of the citizens, and police- 
men were objects of curiosity because of their 
scarcity. 

H. ©. Hines said the opposition to annexation 
came from the officeholders. There were sixty- 
two of these in Flatbush, and he deolared he 
could count twenty of them in the room at that 
moment. en. Catlin also putina good word 
for annexation, and Adolp Kiendal presented a 
remonstrance signed by 950 residents of Flat- 
busb. ‘The committee will grant another hear- 
ing on this subject. 

Corporation Counsel Jenks of Brooklyn ap- 
peared before the committee anda asked for 
prompt action on the bills sent here by Mayor 
Chapin—one providing for the issuance by 
Brooklyn of $1,000,000 worth of bonds for 
streot improvements, the other for the issu- 
ance of #500,000 in bonds for the purchase and 
improvement of amall parks. Assemblyman 
Weed of the committee raised the question that 
the city of Brooklyn was already bonded close 
to the constitutional limit of 10 percent, Mr. 
Jenks denied this, but Judge Alexander N. 
Lewis of the Republican Legislative Committee 
presented a table alleged to show that the city 
only lacked $496,371 60 of being bonded to the 
limit. Mr, Jenks asked for time to enable him 
to produce figures to refute this showing and 
the request was granted.

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EXOITING FIRE IN BROADWAY, 


A BLAZE IN THE DRY GOODS DISTRICT 


THAT Cost $200,000. 


“Fire in the dry goods district” is an alarm 
that puts the Fire Department on its mettle, 
and when Officer Hume of the Sixth Precinet 
discovered smoke and fire issuing from the 
third-story windows of 392 Broadway 
at 7 o’olock last evening he _ lost 
no time in giving an alarm. Officer 
O'Sullivan was at hand, and instead of pulling 
the fire signal on the box atthe corner of 
Broadway and Walker-street, he rushed Into the 
house of Engine No. 31, in Walker-street, and 
from there sent the alarm. 

Simultaneously came an alarm from the auto- 
matic fire signal on the third floor of the burn- 
ing building, and a third alarm quickly brought 
eleven engines, the water tower. and six trucks 


to the scene. Chiefs Bonner, Reilly, and Gill 
took charge of the firemen, and Inspector Will- 
jams, with the police reserves of the Sixth, 
Fourth, Tenth, Eighth, and Fifth Precinots, 
stopped the Broadway cars and kept the surg- 
ing crowds in check to give the firemen full 
scope to fight the fire. The whole building 
seemed to be ablaze at once, and from its origin 
in the third floor it had worked its way with 
equal Py ngs downward and upward. 

Chief Gill was among the first on the scene, 
and in ascending a ladder to the second story 
he was caught by the back draught and blown 
bodily from the ladder. Luckily he fell on a 
vile of hose, was badly shaken up, and taken to 

is home in an ambulance, 

As soon as the fire had been fought back from 
the first floor Patrolmen Henry Simmons, John 
O’Neil, Michacl MeCadden, Patrick Murphy, 
and Charles Smith of the Fire Patrol were or 
dered into the basement with their rubber 
cloths to cover up goods and protect them 
from the deluge of water. They were all over- 
come by the smoke,and were rescued with 
much difficulty, Patrolman Murpay being 
dragged out by his comrades unconscious. 
They all recovered on being brought into the 
fresh air. 

The building is owned by A. J. Baudouine, a 
woolen merchant of 810 Broadway. It is five 
stories high ana extends back 180 feet to Cort- 
landt-alley, and was supposed to be one of the 
fire-proof buildings. The first floor was occu- 
pee by M. & CG. Meyer, dealers in gloves, 

osiery, fancy goods, and notions; the second 
floor by Bacon & Eaton, manufacturers of um- 
brellas and parasols, who had their factory on 
the fourth and fifth floors, and the third 
floor was occupied by the Brown Comb Coim- 
pany and William Harvey & Co., dealers in 
pipes and walking canes. 

The building is damaged to the extent of 
about $12,000. Its double walis prevented the 
fire from extending to the adjoining bulldings. 
An elevator in the rear served as w conductor 
for the flames and accounts for the rapidity 
with which the fire gained headway. M. & ©. 
Meyer are insured fer $136,500, but Mr. 
Moyer, who was sumnoned to the fire by tele- 
graph, was unable to say what might be the ex- 
tent of his loss. The Brown Comb Company 
lose about $20,000 and William Harvey & Co. 
about $15,000. 

The firemen fought the flre from ever 
and succeeded in preventing its spread to the 
adjoining buildings. Bernstein, Adler & Co., 
manufacturers of cloaks, at 390 Broadway, 
suffered severely by water, and the Mercantile 
Cloak Company and Joseph Beckel & Co. at 
394 also suffered severely from the same cause. 

Ata late hour last night a representative of 
Goldstein & Co., the insurance adjusters, placed 
the total loss at $300,000, but Mr. George T. 
Patterson, Vice President of the Germania In- 
surance Company, thought $250,000 would 
cover everything. Other insurance men on the 
ground Were more conservative, and these said 
that very little more than $150,000 would make 
the damage to stock ana building good. 

Z. M. Bacon, senior member of the firm of 
Bacon & Eaton, was notified by telegraph at 
his home in Brooklyn, and was seen at the fir 
He said he had no idea how the fire originated. 
There was astove onhis floor, but he said he 
was confident that there was no fire init after 
5 o’clock, when he left the bnilding. His stock 
of goods had just been replenished for the 
Spring trade, and included 100 sewing machines, 
besides a complete outfit of knives and a quan- 
tity of silks and satins. Mr. Bacon saia his 
stock Was insured for about $150,000, divided 
among twelve companies. The firm employs 
eighteen traveling salesmen, who were notified 
by wire to cancel all orders.

The 
chief feature of the Emmet commemorative 
services were the speeches of the Chairman, 
Gov. Leon Abbett of New-Jersey, and the 
Hon. Jobn E. Fitzgerald of Boston, and the ex- 

uisite singing fo harp accompaniment by Miss 

nez Carust of the ‘“‘Shan Van Voght” and Tom 
Moore’s “Oh! Breathe not his Name.” 

Gov. Abbett said that it was “in many re- 
spects a remarkable fact that this gathering 
was not to extol the deeds of a successful war- 
rior nor @ great civilian, but to commemorate 
the death of a comparatively obscure youth 
who, at the age of twenty-five, perished on the 
scaffold for his country’s sake and in behalf of 
freedom. In Emmet was incarnated the patri- 
otic aspiration of the Irish people for liberty.”

A SALE OF THER HAMLIN 
STOCK AT AUCTION. 
FAIR AVERAGE PRICES OBTAINED FOR A 
LOT OF MAMBRINO KING AND AL- 
MONT, JR., STOCK. 


» The first.of the groat saries of trotting sales 
to be held in this city this month was held at 
the American Institute Fair Building, on Thira- 
avenie, yesterday afternoon, and was a success 
in every way, the attendance belng unusually 
large and the prices fully as good as was ex- 
pected, if not a trifle better, The lot disposed 
of was the offering of the Village Stook Farm of 
Cc. J. Hamlin, the grape sugar millionaire of 
Buffalo. Fifty-two trotting-bred animals in 
the lot sold for a total of $35,040, an aver- 
age of $673 08, which is exceptionally good 
for a lot that are untried, Ali were of Mr. 
Hawmilin’s breeding except the brood mara Fero- 
line, a daughter of Kentucky Prince and a sis- 
ter of the famous Dexter, who was bred at 
Stony Ford, and who is now in foal to the Elec- 
tioneer stallion Chimes. Shoe fetched the high- 
est price of the sale—$3,500. With her out, 
the produce of Mr. Hawlin’s farm sold for 


$31,540, an average of $618 43. Even this is 
a high average when tt is considered that Mr. 


Hamlin was not selling the best of his breed- 
ing, but only a selection, he retaining the 
choice ones for his own use, 

There was much curiosity among horsemen as 
tc the outcome of this offering, as Mr. Hamlin 
isa man with rather peculiar theories as to 
breeding, and the youngsters sold were the re- 
sult of these theories. The sale, therefore, 
attracted a great number of breedera who 
came to see the result of his theortes rather 
than to buy. Among those present whose 
names do not appear as purchasers were L. J. 
Rose, Monrose Salisbury, George Vatensin, all 
af California; Robert E. Steele of Philadel- 
phis, Carlos M. De Garmendia of Maryland, 
Jobn E. Madden, Col. . G. Stover, E. 
Ciay, and W. FC Wilson of Kentucky; 
Dre G 8 #£«zBailey, the Maine trotting 
horse expert, who piloted a party of about 
twenty breeders from that State; Dr. Powell 
and Miller & Sibley of Pennsylyia: Andrew 
Welsh of Connecticut, who is “stuck” on Di- 
rector stock; W. J. Keyes and the Coates 
Brothers of New-Jersey, and A. B. Daring, 
Davia Bonner, Alfred Lakeland, J. H, Shults, 
Theodore F. Havemoeyer, F. A. Hexmmond, Mil- 
lard Saunders, Jerome Whelpley, and other 
breeders and trainers who mako this city their 
home. They wili be heard from aa purchasers 
when the more important sales are on, during 
the remainder of this week and later in tne 
month. 

The bidding was slow, and Mr. Kellogg and 
hia assistants never had barder work than they 
did ov this oceasion to get zo0d prices, for the 
ereasver attractions to come seemed constantly 
in the minda of the horsemen. The stock was 
Iu magnificent condition, and the result was 
naturally very satisfactory to Mr. Hamlin, who 
has a habit of holding his stock 2t the fanclest 
of tigares. It will probably be a disappoint- 
ment to him that the Almont, Jr., colts had tne 
best average, six of them selling for $4,175, an 
average of $695 83, while the twelve Mam- 
brino King colts averaged but $636 66, the 
lot fetching a total of $7,640. Tne Mam- 
brino King mares sold better, however, 
because of their future availability in the stud, 
thirteen of them bringing $9,025, an averago 
$694 23. The nine Aimont mares sold brought 
$4,550, an average of $505 05. Three Almont- 
Dictator mares sold for $1,710, an average of 
$570, the singlo colt by him bringing $510, 
These tigures do not Inelude the two coaching 
stallions by Mambrino King, who sold for $555. 
Besides these, three trotting-bred mares, the 
property of John Bradburn, superintendent of 
Mr. Hamlin’s farm, were aoid for a total of 
$1.040,

A BIG DAY'S WORK, 


NEW-JERSEY’S LEGISLATURE CONSIDERS 
s AND PASSES MANY BILLS. 

TRENTON, N. J., Mareh 4.—The Anti-Wintér 
Racing bill, which has caused many angry de- 
bates in the Assembly, was brought to tho 
notice of that Chamber again to-day. The bill 
practically prohibits racing between May 15 
and Oot, 15, and is aimed at the Guttenberg and 
Clifton tracks. It was called up to-day on 
second reading, and My. Kalisch, Democrat, of 
Essex, offered an amendment extending the 
racing season from April 15 to Nov. 15. Mr. 
Potts, Republiean, of Hudson, urged the House 
not to accept the amendment. He said that it 
was intended to let in the Dwyers’ track at 
Elizabeth, and that it was a disarimination 
against other courses that the House should 
not permit. The amendment was ordered en- 


grossed with the bill. Bubsequently « second 
amendment extending the time for the pay- 
meutof the5 per cent. tex on grossa receipts 
to Dec, 10 was also tacked to the bill, 

There has been a pretty lively discussion be- 
tween the Knights of Labor and the Trades Fed- 
eration as to the form of the bills for the pay- 
ment of laborers’ wages. The Knights insisted 
upon weekly payments. ‘The Federation 
favorediisemi-monthly payments. The House 
to-day passed the weekiy payment bill as intra- 
duced by Mr, Usher, Democrat, of Hudson. The 
House also passed another of the series of 
Salary-grabbing bills with which Jersey City’s 
new charter reformers have flooded the calen- 
dars of the two houses. This partioular bill 
creates the ollice of Deputy City Collector, at a 
salary of $2,500, and authorizes the appoint- 
mont of an additional clerk in that ofiice at 
$1,800 per year. 

Attorney General Stockton to-day sent an 
opinion to the Assembly that is of direct per- 
sonalinterest to Assemblyman Harris, Repub- 
hean, of Camden. Harris was elected in a dis- 
triet established by the Common Council of 
Camden in opposition to the district laid out by 
the Redistricting bill. Tne Attorney General 
holds that Mr. Aarris’s Assembly district ta as 
the Legislature laid 16 out and not as mapped 
out by the City Council). Mr, Harris’s opponent 
has served upon the Assembly a notice of con- 
test for Efarris’s seat, and the mattor is now in 
the hands of the Elestions Committee. 

The Senate to-day progressed the bill re- 
establishing Jury Commissions. The act is in- 
tended to take out of the hands of the Sheriffs 
the power to select juries, and to commit it to 
the hauds of Commissioners appointed by the 
courts. Itis the tirat step necessary in the pun- 
ishmeont of the election thieves in Hudson. 

A bill whieh will be read with great interest 
by the large namber of building and loan asso- 
clations all over the State reached a second 
reading in the Assomuply to-day. Lt wae intro- 
duced by Mr, Trier, Democrat, of Essex, and 
provides for the appointment by the Govern- 
or of a Building and Loan Association Com- 
missioner. It provides that it shall be his duty 
to investigate the affairs and audit the accounts 
of each building and loan association at least 
once a year. He 1s to be paid $10 by each asso- 
ciation for the service. Similar bills have been 
proposed in other Legislatures, But the associ- 
uations have heretofore managed to resist suc- 
cessfully all efforts to secure a State Super- 
Vision of thetr affairs. , 

The annual reports of the State military 
officers have been laid on the desks of the mem- 
bers of the two houses. Adjt. Gen. Stryker 
says that the inspection shows the strength of 
the State’s National Guard to be 325 ollicers 
and 4,013 soldiers, an in¢rease of 9 officers and 
234 enlisted ‘men. New companies have been 
mustered in within the year at Atlantio City 
andat Dover. The force now consists of 57 
companies of infantry and 2 Gatling gun com- 
panies, organized into 7 regiments and 3 
battalions. The Adjutant General suggests 
that the State ask for a well-drilied West 
Pointer, to spend all of his time in the armories 
of the State instructing the oflicers, drilling the 
men, and doing everrthing 1n his power to ad- 
vance the efficiency of the service. Assistant 
Adjt. Gen. 8, M. Dickinson reports the total 
reservo militia of the State to be 284,287. 

Gov. Abbett to-day sent the foliowing noml- 
nations to the Senate for confirmation: Rieh- 
ard A. Donnelly tobe Quartermaster General 
of the State. Andrew Kirkpatrick to be Judge 
of the Kssex County Court, George A. Heancy 
of Jersey City to be a Prison Inspector, vice 
Martin Rk. Coox resigned, and John Driscoll to 
be Harbor Master at Elizabeth. They were all 
referred to the proper committees, The pomi- 
nation of J. H. Stewart to be LawJudge of 
Mercer County was confirmed. 

Chancellor MeGill this morning appointed ex- 
Gov. Green a Vice Chancellor, and Gov. Abbett 
this afternoon signed his commission. g

IMPORTANT RULING OF 
COURT OF APPEALS. 
DAMAGES TO PROPERTY BY THE ELE- 
VATED STRUCTURES MUST BE OFFSET 
BY ADVANTAGES GAINED. 


| ALBANY, March 4.—A decision of the greatest 
“4mportance to the elevated railroad companies 
has just been rendered by the Court of Appeals, 
Second Division, at Albany. In the case of 
Davia Newman against The Metropolitan 
Elevated and Manhattan Railway Companies 
a judgment for $10,663 27 was rendered for the 
plaintiff in the Supreme Court in this city in a 
trial before Judge Van Brunt and a jury in 
* November, 1885, for damages to the light, air, 
and access to the leasehold property at the 
/northweat corner of Rector and Church streets, 
whereby the rental value of the property was 
greatly reduced. The General Term affirmea 
, the Judgment, and the case was’appealed to the 
‘highest court. 

The opinion of the Court of Appeals is writ- 
ten by Judge Brown of the Second Division. In 
it itis stated that the Metropolitan succeeded 
to the rights of the Gilbert Elevated Railroad 

,Company. The damages resulting from the 
construction of the road to the property not 
taken are wholly consequential, and to ascer- 
tain them.involves an inquiry into the effect of 
the road upon the property and a _ con- 
sideration of all the advantages and dis- 
advantages resulting therefrom. The rule 
established under the general railroad law 
must govern and ¢ontrol awards under the 
Rapid Transit act. There is no reason why the 
same rule should not apply in proceedings to 
acquire property under both acts. While this 
court has decided that owners of land abutting 
upon public streets have easements thereon for 
‘ingress and egress to and from their prem- 
,ises, &c., itis impossible to consider such ease- 
| Ments as separate and distinct from the land to 
; Which they are appurtenant. They cannot be 
,Beovered from the land abutting on the street, 
and tho. effect of the construction of a railroad 
, in the street 1s not to transfer them to the com- 
| pany, but to destroy and impair them. The 
right, therefore, of the property owner to com- 
. pensation is not the value of the easements in 
the etreet, separate and distinct from his abut- 
|ting property, but the damages his property 
sustains as a result or consequence of the loss 
of those easements. 

It follows yhat in making an award to a party 

, Situated as the plaintiif is with reference to the 
_ defendants’ railroad there could be no compen- 
)sation for property taken beyond a nominal 
sum, and that his right to recover reated en- 
tirely upon proof of consequential damages. 
, An estimate of such damages involves an in- 
quiry into the effects of the railroad upon the 
whole property and a consideration of all its 
, advantages or disadvantages. If the rental 
, Value of the wiole building was shown to have 
diminished then there was injury for which the 
‘ Plaintiff was entitled to recover, but if the di- 
minished retal of the upper floors was equaled 
or Overcome by increased rental value of the 
lower stores then there was no injury and no 
basis for recovery of substantial damages 
‘against the defendants. The rule establisned 
by the courts affords full indemnity to the prop- 
erty owner and leaves him in as good a condi- 
tion as he was before the construction of the 
road. If the rule which the court held in this 
case is to wovern awards made against railroad 
companies when structures are erected in the 
public strsets under public authority, when no 
jand is taken and the compensation is confined 
to consecqmential injuries sustained by abutting 
property, the companies will be eompelled in 
many instances to pay where no injury has 
been dome, aud parties will recover who have 
sustained no loss, 

The increase of value resulting from the 
growta of public improvements and the gen- 
eral eppreciation of property consequent upon 
such improvements belongs tothe property 
ownvr, and the railroad company is not en_ 
titled to consideration of that element in the 
ascertainment of the compensation 1t must pay 
to the abutting proprietor. But the spevial 
and peculiar advantages which property re- 
ceives from the construction and operation of 
the road and the location of stations ara ele- 
inente which enter largely into the inquiry 
whether there is injury or not, and the jury 
must copsider them and give to them due 
Weight in their verdict. The defendant re- 

aivested the court to charge that in 
estimating the damages to the lease- 
hold interest in this plaintiff, caused by 
the interference by the defendants with the 
light, air, and access appurtenant to the prem- 
ises, the jury take into consideration any bene- 
tits peculiar to his honse which have arisen by 
the construction of the road as shown in the 
evxience. To this the court replied that “I 
refuse to so charge; on the contrary, the jury 
have bo right to take any such fact Into con- 
sideration.” The opinion of tre Courtof Ap- 
peals concludes: 

_** Our conclusion is that the defendant was en- 
titled to the instructions requested, and the ex- 
ception to the refusal is well taken. The judg- 
ment should be reversed and a@ new trial 
granted, costs to abide the event.” 


It was claimed upon the trial of the ease for 
ine elevated railroad companies, as ip all of the 
the actions at law that have since been tried 
Sor damages.to the easement of property from 
the elevated railroad structures, that in esti- 
mating such.damages, any benefit to the prop- 
erty, or enhancement of its value from the 
building of the road, should be ofiset against 
8uch damages, or taken into consideration by 
the jury in ascertaining the net amount of the 
damages to the property. But the point has 


always been decided against them. Judge Van 
Brunt, in his charge to the jury, said “ that de- 
fendanis are not entitled to offset against the 
Gepreciation of rents caused by them to plain- 
tift’s leasehold any appreciation in real prop- 
erty since the building of the road,” to which 
the defendants excepted, and in behalf of the 
_railread companies it was askea that the jury 
ve instructed “ that in estimating the damages, 
ifany have been proved, to the leasehold in- 
terest in this plaintiff, caused by the interfer- 
ence by the defendants, or either of them, with 
the lignt, air, and access appurtenant to the 
premises, the jury may take into consideration 
jany benefits peculiar to tho plaintiff or peculiar 
to his house which have arisen by the construc- 
tion of the road as shown by the evidence.” 
The court replied: ‘That I refuse to charge. 
On the contrary, the jury have no right to take 
any such fact into consideration.” Counsel for 
the railroads took exception to this ruling 
niso, and upon the argument ef the case in the 
Court of Appeals made this alleged error their 
principal reliance for a reversal of the judg- 
‘ment. Thetorm of the original action was 
different from the form which bas been more 
recently employed in actions brought against 
the defendant companies for a like purpose. It 
was an action at law for a recovery, once for 
all, of the permanent money loss due to the 
roads remaining and maroc operated. Later 
forms of the proceedings have been for the 
damages to the rental value from year to year; 


or they have beon actions brought by the rail 


way companies to condemn the easement taken 
by them in the construction of the road. 

But under either form of action the decision 
is declared by Mr. Julien T. Davies te be ef 
wast importance to the elevated railroad eom- 
panies, because 1t affirms a principle of law 
‘which they have always strongly maintained, 
but which has until recently been decided 
against them, and the effect of it will he to 
pave the companies hundreds of thousands, if 
not millions, of dellars, which under the former 
construction of the law they seemed in a fair 
way of having to pay. Mr. Davies said the point 
was this: That while the General Railroad act 
was plain in its declaration that where 
private property was taken the Commissioners 
in fixing the amount of compensation should not 
make any allowance or deduction on account 
of any real or supposed benefits which the pri- 
vate owner might have derived from the con- 
struction of the road, yet it had been erro- 
neously held that im suing for consequential 
damages the same rule applied. He had always 
contended that the “‘just compensatien” which 
the Constitution guarantees does not exciude 
the consideration of special benetits in the esti- 
mation of cousequential damages. This was 
‘the first decision of the Court of Appeals up- 
holding his view of the question. In the Gen- 
eral Term of the Court of Common ogy and 
inthe General Term of the Bupreme Court, 
Second Department, the point had _ re- 
‘cently been dGecided substantially as by 
this decision of the Court of Appeals, 
‘but these decisions Carried with them 
‘po such authority as was contained in 
‘the decision of the Court ef Appeals. This 
would bear with much greater effect upon the 
‘cages for damages to property in the upper parts 
of the city, along Third and Sixth and Eighth 
avenues, whera there would be no difficulty in 
‘proving considerable benefit to the property 
from the construction of the roads.

When 1 got here they 
had got over the tirst fright and gave what [ 
considered a ereditable performance, but [ de- 
cided at once that radical changes must be 
made inv the cast. I told them the evil had been 
done and it was folly to kick against the pricks, 
and I reorganized the company, so far as the 
se were concerned, transferred it to 
almer’s Theatre, and the performance here 
now is as good as that given in my own theatre 
in London. The ee have recognized the 
improvement, and feel sure now that ‘The 
Gondoliers’ is booked tor a succeasful run. 

“Tr it is successful,” continued Mr. Carte, 
“as Tam confident it will be, the season may 
be prolonged wellinto the Summer, and ‘The 
Mikado’ will probably be revived to follow the 
new opera. I shall leave Mr. Brooke, my man- 
ager, and Mr. Moseman, my business agent, to 
look after my interests, and Mr. Palmer will 
manage the opera in New-York, as originally 
intended, y visit has been very pieasant 
here in spite of the misfortunes which caused it, 
and I am very giad that 1 came.

HUDSON COUNTY FRAUDS 


oe 

TO-DAY TO HINISH THB RE- 
COUNT OF -THLE BALLOTS. 

SOME OF THE BOXES TO BE RE-EXAM- 
INED AND THEN THE COMMITTEE 
WILL BEGIN TO TAKE TESTIMONY. 

TRENTON, N. J., March 4.—The Senate Com- 
mittee on Elections bas progressed so far with 
the recount of the ballots from Hudson County 
that it will undoubtedly complete this part of 
its work to-morrow. It will then re-examine 
some of the boxes first counted to take more 
careful note of peculiarities that are better 
understood now than in the beginning. 
After that adjournment will probably be 
taken for a few days, the next busi- 
ness being the taking of testimony. There 
1s a ge0d deal of difference of opinion as to the 
significance of the developments thus far. The 
orthodox Democratic view seems to be that the 
only result will be to reduce MoDonald’s ma- 
jority about 2,000, leaving him still 6,000 over 
his competitor. But that is by no means the 
Republican view nor the view of Democrats 
when they can be got to talk candidly on the 
subject. 

Chairman Gardner saia to-day that the evi- 
dence found in the boxes would be sufticient 
for any court to throw out at least 5,300 bal- 
lots for McDonald, and there were several pre- 
clncts that might be thrown out entire, Many 
facts have come to light, not especially im- 
pbortant in themselves, which are likely to lead 
toimportant discoveries. There were indica- 
tions that the election officers were apportioned 
by high authority, and that they were directed 
astothe majority tor Abbett that they were 
expected to furniah. Many things indicated 
that the fraud was very far reaching. From 
other authority it was learned that the testimo- 
ny of Jersey City witnesses is likely to be 
of a highly interesting oharacter. Enough 
men are ready to testify, and though their tes- 
timony remains to be fully known and sifted, 


s0me of them are in a position to know agoodad 
déal. Itis said that one of the favorite methods 


of fraud which will be developed by the full ex- , 


amination of the registry lists, the tracing out 
of the names thereon, and the examination of 
witneeses will be a most extensive system of 
repeatipg. The registry lists were not filled up 
haphazard. ° 

yhen bogus names were entered each one of 
them was written on a separate slip of paper, 
with the residence and the voting precinct 
The slips were distributed on election day to 
the faithful of the ring, some of them getting 
half adozen each. By collusion with election 
officers the ringster coula vote on each one of 
the names he held. It is said that men ac- 
counted respectable went about with these 
slips of paper as guides, voting at 
one precinct after auother. In one case 
& Democrat was asked todo this sort of busi- 
ness, Who not only refused but roundly de- 
nounced the fellow who asked him to doit. 
With facts like these looming ia the background, 
ana the announcement that Gen. Grabb will 
furnish money to prosecute the rascals if 1t is 
needed, there is reason to believe the toils are 
closing around them. That decent Democrats 
are deeply disgusted is avident on every hand. 

The Trenton 7ruwe American, the regular Dem- 
ocratic organ, cume out this worning in an edi- 
torial suggesting that the Democrats in the Leg- 
islature, instead of refusing to pass the Jury 
Commission bill, to take the selection of juries 
out of the hands of Sheriffs, propose a compro- 
mise to the Republicans, This compromise 
should be effected by making a jury commis- 
sion in each county, consisting of the 
Sheriff and another person of opposite poli- 
tics, to be selected by the court. The american 
admitted the need of a change, made apparent 
by the Hudson frauds, and urged that eno 
crats could not afford to oppose it. Ordinarily 
the American only speaks by the card, but it 
has recently differed from Gov. Abbett, and it is 
not believed that it speaks for him in this mat- 
ter. Still, its course is important, and indi- 
cates, in the opinion of some Republicans, that 
clear-headed Democrats recognize the need of 
concession to the existing anti-fraud sentiment, 

The committee to-day had before them James H. 
Love, ex-City Collector of Jersey City, who was 
a Republican watcher at the Fifth Preoinct of 
the Second Assembly District last election day. 
In that precinct an extensive falsification of the 
number of ballots in the box was made, about 
sixty-five votes having been stolen from 
Stubr and given to MoDonald. It is also 
said that an apparently larger number was 
stolen from Grubb and given to Abbett. The 
judge of elections in that precinct was John P. 
Murray, who admitted to THE TIMEsS’s corre- 
spondent last Fall that he and Sheriff “ Bob’’ 
Davis were in partuership in furnishing sup- 

lies to Hudson County and Jersey City. The 
nspector ia that precinct, who was said to rep- 
resent the Republicans, was a man named 
Stringham, who bas since been given a situa- 
tion in the Office of the ring Street and Water 
Commission. A Republican watcher named 
Conway, who was sent to assist Mr. Love, but 
did not behave well, has also been taken care 
of in the saine way since election. 

Mr. Love testified that he was at the p olling 
piace from 8:15 o’clook in the morning until 
10:50 o’clock at night, except at two intervals, 
when he went to his meals. Among other 
things he noted that a Democratic watcher 
named McEntee kept a recordof voters and 
how they voted. When McEntee conid not tell 
how aman voted Murray, the judge of elec- 
tions, would tell him. Murray often opened the 
ballots tosee what names were on them. Witness 
asked Murray if he could tell huw ex-Goy. 
Bedle voted and he replied that he could, for he 
saw the head of the Governor's ballot. During 
the day McEntee left the polling place for a 
time, and during that time Murray kept his 
book and record for him. Witness noticed dur- 
ing the day that when wellknown citizens 
effered their votes, it often took the election 
clerk a long time to find their names on the 
registry, but when aman who was a stranger to 
witness appeared, at a glance from McEntee 
the elerk would find his name instantly and the 
judge would drop the ballot in the box. 

Atonetime a man appeared giving his resi- 
dence a8 160 Mercer-street, which was not 
within the precinct, but was the number on the 
Scotch Preabyterian Church. Witness objected 
to the vote being received, but Murray tola him 
his objection came too late—the ballot was in 
the box. Witness said that for & time in the 
morning and for a time after dinner the regular 
ballot-box apparatus did not work, and ballots 
were deposited in an _ old-fashioned box. 
The ballots so deposited were afterward 
put regularly into the proper box. During the 
day the votes of some citizens were refused 
because they were not registered. Witness 
belisved they were all Repnblicans, Two of 
them were Mesers. Lindsley and Lambert, 
whom witness personally knew. He believed 
their names were given the Board of Regis- 
try but the board refused to enter them. Wit- 
ness watehed the count in the evening nntil 
200 ballots were counted, which he thought 
were about evenly divided between the parties. 
He noticed that the elerk tallied incorreotly, 
He called his attention to the fact, 
and the errors were corrected. Witness was 
sharply cross-examined by Counselor Garretson 
as to wny he did vot take the name of the man 
voting trom 160 Mercer-street and of others 
who be believed voted fraudulently. He .re- 
plied that he beileved that scores and scores of 


repeaters voted and he did not think it worth 


while to take any names. Nothing came of 
complaints against such offenses in Jersey City. 

The committee took up the examination of 
the ballot boxes from Bayonne, which is in the 
Sixth assembly District of Hudson County, 
The irregularities were numerous. None of the 
boxes had a dial which indicated the number 
of votes in it. The stamping apparatus in ever 
box was also missing. Only a part of the bal- 
lots were punetured, and whenover any milling 
occurred it was very faint. Very many 
of the ballots bore no marks of 
the apparatus, and might have been 
stuffed into the boxes. This state of facts 
applied to all the Bayonne boxes. The poll 
books from most of these boxes also indicated 
that fraud might have been committ The 
book from the Firet Precinct of the Second 
Ward had no certificate nor names of election 
otticers nor oath. Blanks were left for names 
at intervals through the book with numbers 
opposite, as if prepared for writing in 
bogus names. The box from the serona 
Precinct of the Second Ward contained no 
poll book, no certiflcate and no oath or signa- 
tures of election officers. The poli box from 
the Fourth Ward‘showed blank spaces, appar- 
ently for fraudulent names. The pame of only 
one election offloar, William Brtoe, instead of 
two, was given. The name of Michael Doyle 
was given as judge and the name of Thomas 
Doyle as clerk. The box from the Firth Ward 
contained no certificate and no names of elec- 
tion officers. 

The count of ballots in tne boxes from Bay- 
onue was found to be nearly eorrect. William 
©. Hamilton, who was in charge of the Bay- 
onne boxes and has been City Clerk of that 
town for nineteen years, was sworn and testi- 
fied that when the boxes were not in use they 
wore kept locked upin the City Hall. Witness 
prepare the boxes for the election 
last Fall, but di not repair them nor 
set the dials, theugh he knew the appa- 
ratus was not in order. He could not 
aoe for the absence of the rubber stamps 
unless they bad rotted away. In the election 
the ballets were put through the apparatus of 
the boxes in the regular way, exceptin the 
Fourth Ward, where they were obliged to vote 
in another box for a while, until the ballot box 
was fixed. Witness thought about thirty ballots 
were cast betora the regular baliot box was 
made to work. All the boxes were returned to 
the City Hall toward morning, after the elec- 
tion, and were received by the Janitor. Witness

The committee next examined the boxes from 
Kearney, which is in the Eighth Assembly Dis- 
triet of Hudson County. The recount in the 
First Precinct took four from McDonald's offi- 
cial flgures and two from Stuhr’s. In the 
Seeond Precinct it was noted that more than 
half the voters were on the poll book ae: 
having their residence at the BSvidiers 
Home. The box from the Third Precinct was 
locked and contained no names of election of- 
ficers. The box from the Fourth Precinct, like 
some of the others, did not stamp the ballots, 
The Tenth Assembly District was next takon 
up and the boxes from Guttenberg, North 
Bergen, and Union Township were examined 
without important disooveries, The committee 
adjourned until morning.

ANCIENT VOTING METHODS. 


LEAVES USED FOR BALLOTS MORE THAN 
TWO THOUSAND YEARS AGO. 


Before the New-York Academy of Anthropol- 
ogy, in University-place, yesterday afternoon 
L. Benet, one of the Trustees, undertook to pre- 
sont the history of voting in the form of a reg- 
ulation paper. His research, however, was too 
comprehensive and exhaustive for one reading 
and he was compelled-for lack of time to defer 
the presentation of the American branch of the 
subject. His investigations went back to the 
fifth century before Christ, when the Greeks 
voted by ballot as the expression of the indi- 
vidual will, Democracy was comparatively 
unknown before the discovery and use of the 
ballot. In ancient times leaves were used for 
ballots, They were rejected when it was found 
that they could be easily broken and tampered 
with to secure false counts. Black and white 
stones, small pieces of brags, and other conven- 
jent material were used by the pioneers in 
voting before paper was known. 

Athens set a high price on her oitizenship 
after the great principle of popular represen- 
tation was adopted. Citizens whodid not come 
out and vote were fined. The Syracusans used 
at one time olive leaves for ballots. Rome, at 
an early day after democracy was introduced, 
borrowed the ballot-box system of the Greeks, 
but never took kindly to it. The Australian 
system of to-day is arevivalof the practice in 
Rome 2,000 years ago. The voting classifica- 
tion in Greece in olden times was both social 
and territorial, not unlike the arrangement in 
this country in Presidential elections. Many 
of the ancient systems of voting were corrupt- 
ed by extravagant favoritism and bribery was 
not uncommon. 

Probably the most extraordinary system of 
voting was in Hungary, where the ballot boxes 
were immense easks and the ballot poles from 
four to six feet long, which the citizen carried 
and deposited for his favorite candidate with 
peculiar pride. This form of ballot would prob- 
ably be popular in Ireland, where its handy 
usé a8 & Weapon would be appreciated.

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CALIFORNIA FOR REFORM 


IROQUOIS OLUBS ORGANIZED 
FOR THE FALL CAMPAIGN. 
CLEVELAND AND THE THREE GREAT 
REFORMS APPROVED—GOOD DEMO- 
CRATIC CONGRESSIONAL PROSPECTS. 


BAN Francisco, Feb, 23.—The State Conven- 
tion of Iroquois Clubs, which met at San Fran- 
cisco yesterday, may be said to have marked 
the opening of the Democratic campaign in this 
State. The Iroquois represent the younger ele- 
Ment among the active politiciaus of the party. 
The reformers act principally through the 
Young Men’s Democratic League, but the league 
as yet has neither extended its organization be- 
yond San Francisco nor accomplished any real 
work even here. It expects to do s0 soon, but 
as yet its operations have been confined chiefly 
to academical discussions among its own mem- 
bers. When it does get to work its efforts will 
be valuable, forits aims are entirely disinter- 
ested. Tariff reform, ballot reform, and civil 
service reform areits peculiar cares, and 1s 
constitution expressiy excludes it from any 
part in local politics. € 

The Lroquols clubs are of an earthier nature. 
They do not disdain patronage, and many of 
their members make their living by the practice 
of the profession of politics. The original Iro- 
quois Club, which was started ig San Francisco 
in a small way in 1883, took its name avowedly 
in imitation of Tammany, aud sachems, wig- 
Wwams, braves, and occasionally fire-water, hold 
prominent places in the vocabulary of the 
order. Perhaps by reason of this material 
element the association has shown astonishing 
vigor. The system has extended, principally 
within the past year, until almost every im- 
portant town has its Iroquoia Club. By the 
plan of extension now in force each of the prin- 
cipal clubs is made responeible for the cultiva- 
tion of the field in the neighboring counties, so 
that before long every corner of Califor nia will 
be represented. 

The practical nature of this organization em- 
phasizes the stand it has taken upon current 
political issues. When Vice Sachem Popper 
called yesterday’s convention to order he said: 
**Grover Cieveland’s great message should ever 
be cherished as the fundamental principle for 
which to battle, without swerving or faltering, 


to a successful and victorious issue. It would 
be cowardice for us to retract a single word or 
to retrace a single step.”” Mr. Popper went on 
to advocate ballot reform and especially com- 
mended the Australian system. The resolu- 
tions adopted by the convention reaflirmed the 
principles of the St. Louis vlatform, indorsed 
the Australian ballot system, urged a general 
study of the improved plan of counting votes 
adopted by the iast Legislature, and called for 
an amendment to the Constitution providing 
for the election of President and United States 
Senators by popular vote, The assembly ad- 
journed with three cheers for Cleveland aud 
the Democratic Party. At a banquet in_ the 
evening one of the toasts was: ‘**The Next 
Presidentof the United States,” and the text of 
the response was a portrait of Grover Cleve- 
jand, which was uncovered amid tremendous 
enthusiasm. 

This action shows that even on the Pacific 
coast, politically the most backward section of 
the Union, the campaign of education has not 
been without its effect. During the Presiden- 
tial campaign it was only under the lash of 
party discipline that the Democratic State 
Convention could be induced to approve the 
Mills bill. Now the volunteer organizatious are 
enthusiasticaily for tariff reform, and even the 
reluctant State Central Committee will be 
forced to stand on the same side. The attitude 
of tbe Iroquois clubs on the ballot question is 
especially nuteworthy. Whenthe Young Men’s 
Democratic League and the Council of Fed- 
erated Trades presented to the last Legislature 
a bill based on the Australian system, Mr. Pop- 
perana the other Iroquois managers opposed 
it. With their help and that of others whose 
sentiments have probably undergone asimilar 
change, there ought to be no trouble in passing 
a similar bill next Winter. The last Legislature, 
although itdid nothing toward reformiug the 
method of voting, introduced a marked im- 
provementin the method of counting. It en- 
acted the “Story plan,’ by which all straight 
tickets are tobe counted firat by their vignettes, 
and then the scratched tickets are to be counted 
separately. By this means the counting is great- 
ly facilitated and all danger from fraudulent 
split tickets is abolished. As the precincts are 
not to contain more than 200 voters each, it is 
probable that the counting in almost all cases 
can be finished in aa hour ortwo. This system 
can easily be applied to the Australian ballot. 
All that is necessary is to segregate the names 
on the official ballot according to parties, aud 
allow the voter who wishes to vote a straight 
ticket to make a single mark opposite his party 
vignette. Some such plan will probably be- 
gome the law of California at the next session 
of the Legislature. 

Tne Republican organizations are not doing 
much as yet, at least openly. but they have 
their plans well laid. What they, want is to re- 
turn Mr, Stanford to the Senate, and the gen- 
eral opinion is that they can doit. Mr. Stan- 
ford has money, he has the railroad vote, and 
he has disarmed the old popular antipathy to 
him by devoting part of his plunder to benevo- 
lent objects. In more respects than one he is a 
Pacific coast Andrew Carnegie. The vote he 
can swing has a benumbing effect on Repub- 
licans with tendencies toward independence. 
The Southern Pacific Company employs about 
17,000 men on its Pacitic system, of whom 
probably 15,000 could be voted in California 
ona pinch. Without the railroad vote the 
Republican Party, even with its ‘‘one-lunged” 
contingent, would be in a hopeless minority in 
the State. Whatever the railroad may order, 
therefore, will have to be carried out, and it 1s 
the desire of the railroad to return Mr. Stanford 
to the Senate at any cost to the rest of the 
ticket. This fact has given currency to the 
rumor, which 1s quite generally believed, al- 
though strenuously denied, that a deal is on 
ye by which the Republicans are to have thé 

egislature and the Democrats the State ticket, 
or at least the Governor. Accoraing to this theory 
the Republicans expect to put up forslaughter 
the present Governor, Mr. Waterman, and trade 
him off for members of the Legislature, as War- 
ner Miller was traded for the Presidency in 
New-York. If Mr. Waterman should be nomi- 
nated there could be no possible doubt of the 
meaning of the step. Nobody but himself would 
expect him to be elected. The principal jour- 
nails of his party, inciuding the Chronicle, Call, 
and Bulletin of San Francisco, have committed 
themselves so deeply against hinn that it would 
be impossible for them to give him even a nomi- 
nal aupport. 

The Governor is an amusing old vulgarian, 
who reached his present position by accident 
and imagined that he was predestined to it by 
Divine decree from the foundation of the 
universe. He received the Republican nomina- 
tion for the Lieutenant Governorship in 1886 
because he was supposed to be rich, anda 
Wanamaker on the ticket was felt to be a ne- 
cessity. He was elected by the help of the 
solid “ American” vote, his Democratic op- 
ponent having had the misfortune to be called 
** Mike.” In his brief experience as presiding 
officer of the Senate Mr. Waterman made such 
an absurd exhibition of himself that when the 
death of Mr. Bartlett promoted him to the 
Governorship he gratefully put himself into 
the hands of the man whose tutelage bad saved 
bim from making a werse one. This person, a 
coarse-grained. unscrypulous hanger-on of 
journalism named Boruck, became the Govern- 
or's private secretary, and practically his part- 
ner in the management of the administration. 
Between them these two worthies have brought 
the reputation of the State to such a pass that 
a popular indorsement of them at the polls 
would be an inconceivable phenomenon. The 
Republican managers do not. expect such a 
miracle, and if they renominate Waterman it 
willbe simply for. the purpose of putting bis 
money where it will do the most good. 

The most promising field for Democratic work 
this year appears to be the Congressional. Of 
the six Representatives the Democrats ought 
to bave four. They now have two. It is a 

curious illustration of the uncertainties of ger- 
rymandering that the present apportionment 
pf the State was made by a Democratic Legis- 
lature, with the intention of allowing the Re- 
publicans only one district out of six, and that 
the Democrats have never elected more than 
two members since. The First District is Demo- 
cratic, but is now represented by a Republican. 
It ia naturally the safest Democratic district in 
the State, and was the only one which remained 
firm in the midet of the Blaine cyclone of 1884. 
Tc includes the wool and lumber counties of the 
northern coast, and was lost in 1888 by the 
narrow plurality of 326 votes out of 38,793, 
on account of the panic excited by the Mills 
bill among the representatives of those indus- 
tries. With a strong candidate there ought to 
be ng trouble about winning it back this year. 
The tecond District is securely Lemoeratic now 
and needs merely ordinary attention to keep it 

o. The Third is almost hopelessly Republican. 
ft contains the tworailroad strouwholds of Oak- 
Jand and Sacramento, and was expected at the 
time of the apportionment to be the only Repub- 
lican district in the State. Hence the Legis- 
lature was generous in piling Republican ma- 
jorities into it, Should 1890 turn out to be 
another 1882 it might be carried, but with a

1886 the closéness of the vote gave rise to the 
famous Saullivan-Felton contest, in which the 
Ropublicans in Congress, by fillibustering and 
breaking & quorum, succeeded in staving off a 
deoision that would have deprived one of their 
number of his seat. In,1888 the first count 
showed Phelps, the Republican candidate, 
to have been elected, but a recount gave the 
seat to Clunie by 51 votes out of 41,442. 
Before the recount was made both candidates 
had pied ed themselves to abide by its results, 
and Mr. Phelps, sustained by the Collectorship 
of the Port of San Francisoo, loyally kept his 
pledge. If he had chosen to make a contest 
Mr. Reed’s House undoubtedly would have 
seated him, Mr. Clunie can be re-elected with- 
out much difficulty if his reevrd during the 
present session is satisfactory. The sixth Dis- 
trict is one for the Democracy to let alone. 
Down to and including 1886 a contest there 
was anybody's fight, and a few scores or hun- 
dreds of votes were enough to decide the re- 
sult. Then came the Southern California boom, 
witn its influx of consumptive Republicanism 
from New-England and the Northwest, and « 
Republican plurality of nearly 6,000 in 1888 
showed the result. 

At the last election Harrison's plurality over 
Cleveland in the State was 7,087. The net Re- 
publican plurality on Congressmen was 10.576. 
That shows the popular estimation of the Presi- 
dential and Copvgressional candidates. The 
Republican pluralities in the Third and Sixth 
Districts amounted tou 11,241, or considerably 
more than the total party margin in the State. 
With reasonably intelligent management there 
is no reason why the other four districts should 
not follow their natural inclinations by elect- 
ing Democratic Representatives, That would 
compensate in some degree for the probable re- 
turn of Mr. Stanford to the Senate. 





MR. RANDALIS SUCOKSS., 


HE GETS $5,000 rOoR SETTLING THE 
CLAPP-ESTATER, CONTEST. 


Judge Patterson of the Supreme Court has 
confirmed the report of Referee Peter B. Olney, 
in favor of allowing Otis W. Randall, committee 
of the person and estate of Howard Meyer, the 
insane son of Millionaire Christopher Meyer, 
an allowance of $5,000 above the statutory 
compensation for services rendered in settling 
the contest begun on behalf of the lunatic to 
break his father’s will and to recover a claim of 
$80,000 against the estate. 

The hearings before Mr. Olney, which took 
place last month, were interesting in that they 
showed an instance of alayman’s doing what 
lawyers had failed to accompiish. 

Christopher Meyer left an estate of $5,000,- 
000 or $6,000,000, according to Mr. Randall's 


estimate. There were three contests begun 
over his will—one by his widow, one by a 
granddaughter, and oneon behalf of his son 
Howard. Ali have now been settled. 

Mr. Randall, who is the stepfather of How- 
ard Meyer's wife, testified that Mrs. Randall 
had offered to give Howard's family a house 
rept free if Christopher Meyer would contrib- 
ute $100,000 for their support. This was agreed 
to. The claim against the executurs for $80,000 
was for the balance ot this $100,000. The 
agreement went into effect in July, 1887, and 
Howard Meyer was declared insane in Decem- 
ber, 1887. 

Mr. Randall also thought Howard had rights 
under his father’s will which were not recognized 
by the trustees. He spent a great part of bis 
time between August, 1888, and December, 
1889, in getting ready for the contest and ar- 
ranging the settlement. He finally settled the 
claim and contest for $160,000. 

Frank Rudd, who acted .as counsel for Ran- 
dall in the contest, testified tnat the lawyers on 
both sides had tried to arrange a settlement 
and failed. The best offer he coula get from the 
trustees was $40,000. They prepared to go on 
88y¥. Then Ran- 
dall and the trustees came together, and there 
seemed such a good prospect of the settlement 
being effected that the lawyers paused in their 
preparations for the battle. Mr, Rudd thought 
his case was pretty weak. His principal wit- 
ness, Mrs. Christopher Meyer, havine settled 
her contest, had turned about and become a 
witness be could not depend on, Without the 
help of Mr. Randall he thought he should have 
been obliged to discontinue the contest, 

Frank RK. Lawrence, who was counsel for the 
trustees of the Meyer estate, testified that Mr. 
Randall had succeeded in settling the contest 
and claim for $50,000 more than the trustees 
had ever authorized him (Lawrence) to offer. 
He corroborated Mr. Rudd that the lawyers 
were unable to bring about a settlement. 

Judge Patterson coincided in the views of the 
referee and the learned counsel that Mr. Ran- 
dall had fully earned his extra compensation of 
$5,000. 


THIEVHKS AT CORBIN'S

COLLECTOR ERHARD? 1S SORRY, 
IT IS NOT HIS FAULT. 


Austin Corbin, the railroad magnate, has for 
some years been making additions to his valua- 
ble collection of tine wines, A fine wine cel- 
lar isa fad of his. After he gets through think- 
ing about Reading Railroad seconds, he allows 
his mind to wander toward his wine cellar, and 
itis really gratifying to see him gcloatover a 
cobwebvbed bottle of Steinburger cabinet. He 
has besn importing a good deal recently, but he 
has been greatly annoyed by the fact that he 
hasn't received all the wine he ordered, 

Coliector Erhardt received a letter from Mr. 
Corbix: yesterday complaining that he was be- 
ing continually robbed. He said the robbing 
was done at the Public Stores, and he wanted 
to know if some means of preventing it could 
not be found. The Collector wrote him a nice 


long letterinreply. He said that wines were 
sometimes stolen abroad and then the blame 
was laid on the customs authorities of New- 
York. He didn’t doubt Mr. Corbin’s word. Bat 
he wished to call his attention to some of the 
difficulties under which the present Collector 
was laboring. Hehas no detectives who can 
be assigned to duty at the Public Stores. There 
were two under Collector Magone, but they 
were worthless. Mr. Magone discharged one 
and Collecter Ernardt has discharged the other 
siuce he took office.” Their places have never 
been filled. Collector Erhardt tells why. 

‘“*Unfortunately,” he says, *‘the applicants 
must pass the civil service examination before 
their appointment. Under the present system 
the identity of the applicant must be proclaimed 
to the whole world.” Col. Erhardt isan old Police 
Commissioner. ‘*The real test,” he continues, 
“ot a detective’s ability is his rank among his 
fellows. My experience convinces me that the 
best detectives are often illiterate.” But, he 
says, that has nothing to do with their efficiency 
as detectives. The letter, Col. Krhardt says, is 
written in no fault-finding spint. He merely 
wishes that the Civil Service Commissioners 
may be informed of the facts.

MR. WINDOM’S UNPOPULAR ORDER. 

An order was received at the Custom House 
yesterday from Secretary Windom, which 
created a vast amount of rage among the night 
inspectors. The Secretary has toucbed them in 
atender place, their pockets. For years the 
custom has been, whenever a steamship com- 
pany ora merchant wanted a vessel unloaded 
at night, for the Collector to assign two night 
inspectors to the duty. The company or the 


merchant, or whoever it was that desired the 
uploading, paid these night inspectors $10 each 
for their services. This has always been one of 
the desirable features of the office of night in- 
spector. Ths money was in addition to the reg- 
ular per diem of $4 from the Government, and 
in many cases it increased the incomes five, six, 
and seven hundred dollars. 

Secretary Windom says in his letter to the 
Collector that an investigation of the statutes 
has convinced him that the inspectors are not 
entitled to mure than twice the amount of their 
perdiem. They will not hereafter, therefore, 
ve allowed to receive more than $8 for the 
work. The allegiance of some of the night in- 
spectors to the Republican Party is not asstrong 
as it was. 





THE BROOKLYN PARKS. 

The report of the Brooklyn Park Commission- 
ers for the past year was made public yester- 
day. It shows that the receipts, exclusive of 
the $500,000 appropriated by the Legislature, 
were $443,186 65, and that of this amount 
there was paid out $322,892 60. The special 
fund of $500,000 was depleted by the expendi- 
ture of $133,678 for the Winthrop Park site 


and of $82,647 80 for improvements at Pros- 
pect Park. The most important of these im- 
provements was the repairing of the asphalt 
walks, 116,000 square feet af new walk having 
been made. The water supply at Prospect 
Park is dealt with at length, and the informa- 
tion imparted that the Commissioners have 
plans for increasing that supply about 5,000,- 
000 galiona a day. 

The Commissioners say they have devoted 
considerable thought to discovering some way 
of reclaiming the waste land known as the 
Eastern Parkway, stretching from the Flatbush- 
avenue entrance of haya gt Park to the city 
line. Their views on the subject are very 
strongly expressed.

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WORK ON STATE CANALS 


ANNUAL REPORT OF ENGI. 
NEER BOGART. 
IMPROVEMENTS THAT HAVE BEEN MADE 
IN THE LOCKS AND SUGGESTIONS 

FOR ADDITIONAL WORK. 


ALBANY, March 4.~—The annual report of the 
State Engineer and Surveyor, John Bogart, fur 
the fiscal year ending Sept. 30, 1889, has been 
transmitted to the Legislature. This report is 
largely devoted to the improvement in speed of 
transit by lengthening the canal docks. All the 
locks on the Erie Canal are twin locks—that is 
to suy, there are. wo locks side by side, and these 
were constructed of the same size. These locks 
have a length of chamber between the posts on 
which the lock gates turn of 110 feet. The 
actual avaliable length or the maximum length 
of boat which can pass through these locks is 
about ninety-eignt feet. Since 1886 the length 
of the twin locks has been doubled in twenty- 
seven cases on the Erie Cana), and the lengthen- 
ing of seven other locks 1s now under contract 
and will be finished at the opening of naviga- 
tion nextSpring. Seven locks on the Oswego 
Canal have been lengthened and two others 
are under contract and in progress. When a 
lock is lengthened the distance between the 
gate posts is made 220 feet and the available 
length becomes 208 feet. 

The reason for this lengthening is thatthe 
boats on the canals are now largely run in 


airs, The time ocoupied by uncoupling the 

oats atevery lock is a serious loss, and the 
Saving by coustructing the lengthened Jocks s0 
as to take the two boats at once is decided. 
When the work in progress shall have been 
completed this Spring the Erie Canal can be 
used for double-headers without uncoupling for 
314.21 miles. ‘This shows # gain of 14.99 miles 
over last season. On the Oswego Canal there 
will be 30.41 miles available for double-headers 
next season. 

On the Erie Canal there is a break at Newark, 
where there are three locks with very short 
pieces of canal between them. The Engineer 
suggests that two locks be substituted for these 
three. This could be done at a cost of $300,000, 
and the result would be an uninterrupted 
stretch of double-headers of 225.62 miles from 
New-York to Lockport. 

The report says that the machinery for draw- 
ing ascending bouts into the locks has been im- 
proved by the substitution of iron frames in 
place of old timber frames. These are neat ana 
strong, and save much time both iu hauling in 
boats and starting them out. Wire cables were 
tried with machinery, but have not proved sat- 
isfactory, a3 thoy are heavy to overhaul, ana 
wear rapidly, so that they break easily. Ex- 
periments were made with regard to the advan- 
tage of opening one or more of the paddle valves 
in the gates and thus drawing # boat Into the 
lock and flushing it out more quickly than could 
otherwise be accomplished. It was found that 
in drawing in boats only one paddle could be 
used advantageouly, because with more than 
one the boat is hkely to damage the gates ana 
coping. In swelling out the gain in time with 
three paddies was found to be very slight over 
two paddles, so thatitis now considered ad- 
Vantageous to use one paddle in drawing inand 
two in swelling out. By this means there is 
shown a gain in time of about twenty minutes 
per lock, which means again of twenty-four 
hours between Albany and Buffalo. 

The introduction of the turbine wheel to run 
machinery for hauling ascending Doats into the 
locks is a great advantage. Indeed, without 
such machinery it would be difficult to geta 
double-header into a lock. 

The average evaporation in the canals during 
the ary season is estimated at 3314 inches daily. 
The loss from leakage and filtration is estimated 
at 229.3 cubic feet per mile. The use of double- 
headers necessitates the widening of the tow- 
paths, and eighteen feet has been decided upon 
as the staudard width of a towpath. that being 
the least width in which two triple teams can 
pass. 

With regard to the improvement of the Hud- 
son River between Troy and Coxsackie, the re- 
port declares that unless the United states Con- 
gress direets vigorous action immediately to 
this work the State of New-York will have to 
exert itself to tusure free navigation in that 
part of the Hudson River. Dredging has been 
carried on in the Aibany Basin during the year, 
but the sewage of Albanyis again filling up 
the basin. The State Engineer recommends th 
panent remedy of asewer emptying below th 

asin. 

The report urges the continuation of improve- 
ments on the Champlain Canal until the whole 
canal 1s of the enlarged size of 6 feet depth, 56 
ieet width on water surface, and 44 feet width 
en bottom. Theimportance of the Champlain 
Canal Is shown by the tonnage of 1,168,304 tons 
carried in 1888, which is fast increasing, 

The Black River Canal is referred to as of 
great value to the northern ports of the State, 
where a large lumber business is transacted. 
This would not be possible without water trans- 
portation. During the year lmwprovements 
were made on the Cayuga and Seneca and 
Chemung Canals, and a survey was made of the 
Genesee Valley. The result of the latter is the 
couclusion that a storage reservoir of remarka- 
bly large capacity can be constructed. 

The total engineering expenses for tlee fiscal 
year were $86,280 73. The organization of the 
department is reported to be substantially the 
Same as in previous years, The engineering 
and clerical staff now consists of 3 division 
engineers, 3 resident engineers, 9 assistant 
engineers, 13 levelers, 15 sodmen, 20 chainmen, 
1 chief clerk, 1 engineer in charge of the work 
of the department connected with the lands of 
a “Sea l canal clerk, 1 stenographer, and 1 
clerk. 


THE NEW PAVEMENTS. 





THE TIME FOR OPENING PROPOSALS 
EXTENDED TO MARCH 14, 


Proposals for eight asphalt pavement con- 
tracts were to have been opened yesterday by 
Commissioner of Public Works Gilroy, buta 
delay at the printer's prevented the specifiea- 
tions from being ready for distribution until 
yesterday, so the time for opening the pro- 
posals was extended to March 14, 

The specifications are for pavements to be 
laid in Seventy-third-street, from West End- 
avenue to Riverside Drive; One Hundred and 
Seventeenth-street, from St. Nicholas to Eighth 
avenue; One Hundred and Nineteenth-street, 
from Seventh to St. Nicholas avenue; One 
Hundred and Twenty-eighth-street, from 8t. 
Nicholas to Eighth avenue; One Hundred and 
Thirty-fourth-street, from S8t. Nicholas to 
Eighth avenue; One Hundred and Twentieth- 
street, from Seventh to Eighth avenue; One 
Hundred and Thirty-third-street, from St. Nich- 
olas to Eighth avenue, and One Hundred and 
Sixth-strect, from Fighth-avenue. 

The new specifications issued yesterday per- 
mit the use of rock asphalt, but Gomestic as- 
phalt is excluded as well as the Higbie proc- 
ess of mixing sand with clay. When Commis- 
sioner Gilroy was in Washington he made an 
examination of block asphalt, and he said yes- 
terday that this examination convinced him 
that it would not do in this city. The apecttica- 
tions call for @ five years’ guarantee of the 
pavements. Bidders are requirea to state, 
among other things, In their estimates under 
Oath, that tne bid is in all respects fair and 
without collusion or fraud, and also that no 
member of the Commou Council, head of a de- 
partment, chief of a bureau, deputy thereof or 
clerk therein, or other ofticer of the corporation 
ia directly or indirectly interested therein or in 
the supplies or work to which it relates, or in 
any portion of the profits thereof. 





MISSIONARIES LET IN. 
THEY MAY LABOR IN CASTLE GARDEN 


ONCE MORK. 


The missionaries who were recently deprived 
of the right to labor among immigrants at Cas- 
tle Garden appeared yesterday before the 
Emigration Commissioners and begged that the 
order against them might be rescinded. 

The Rey. Dr. Drum compiained that his fel- 
low-missionaries and himself had been treated 
in a discourteous manner. They had been 
criminated, judged, and condemned, and the 
order of the board practically excluded them 
from their work. The action of the board, he 
claimed, had aroused a “cyclone of indigna- 
tion.” 

Commissioner Stephenson objected to the 
tone of Dr. Drum’s remarks, and intimated that 
the boara did not care for public sentiment; 
thatit had the right to exclude whoever it 
chose from the Garden, and that it would exer- 
cise this right.

HANGING FROM 
A SIGHT THAT MET THE GAZE OF LONG 
ISLAND RAILROAD TRAVELERS. 


Long Islanders, coming into business _ yester- 
day morning by the north and south branches 
of the Long Island Railroad, that converge 
some distance from Long Island City, this side 
of Woodside, saw the body of a man hanging 
from the limb of astunted scrub oak tree near 
the Sunnyside Hotel. Train after train passed, 
and thousands witnessed the horrifying spec- 
tacle,. Then Coroner Robinson was notified, 
and he hastened to remove the body. He found 
that the man had used a stout piece of iron 
wire in place of a cord, and it had cut a deep 


gash in bis throat. Death had evidently re- 
Bulted from strangulation, for the limb of the

tree was so low that the man’s knees touched 
the ground. 

From an examination of papers found on the 
body Coroner Robinson ascertained that the sui- 
cide was Anton Zeizelberger, who had formerly 
kept asaloon at 693 Second-avenue, this city. 
Martin and Katie, the man’s son and daughter, 
were summoned te Long Island City and identi- 
fied the body. The inquest will be heid on next 
Tuesday. 

[np the pockets of the dead man’s clothing were 
a number of old letters, envelopes, and cards, all 
ef which the suicide had filled with, erratic 
scribbling in very poor German, In which he ac- 
cused his children of having robbed nim and 
driven him froin hishome. Onacard addressed 
to Peter Bivkgel, but with no address, deceased 
wrote: 

“My children want me to hang wyself, but I 
think shooting is much nicer.” 


On an old envelope he wrote: 


“Martin tells me I should hang myself. Every- 
body has left moe, but that’s the way it goes when a 
man has hai children and has worked ail his life for 
them. They have taken at least $1,000 from me 
and secured possession of the saloon. I would have 
got along better it my wife had stood by me.” 

The suicide’s son and daughter say that he 
had been out of his head for years and that this 
was the seventh time he had left home without 
telling them where he was going. 





&k G COWENHOVEN DEAD. 


HE WAS THE LAST DESCENDANT OF 
AN OLD LONG ISLAND FAMILY. 


Randgll Gordon Cowenhoven, about the last 
direct descendant of one of the oldest families 
on Long Island, dropped dead yesterday in the 
County Clerk’s office in the Brooklyn Hall of 
Records. He was an old man and for years had 
been suffering from heart disease. Yesterday 
he went to the County Clerk's office to look over 
some old searches, and, while doing so, felt one 
of his “spells” coming on. He tried to reach a 
chair, but fell to the floor dead. The body was 
finally removed to Henderson's undertaker’s 
rooms in Myrtle-avenue, from which place it 
will be buried. 

Mr. Cowenhoven was sixty-five years old, and 
spent most of bis life in the old family mansion 
on De Kalb-avenue, near Classen, the housé re- 
cently used as the home of the Brooxlyn Ath- 
letic Association, That building and the grounds 
attached to it were inherited from the late 
Tunis T. Cowenhoven, but through litigation 1t 
passed outof the family and was bougnt by 
Gen. Louis Fitzgeralu. 

The athietic ground was at one time Randall 
Cowenhoven’s garden patoh, and it was a fre- 
quent sight to see the old man plowing up 
the earth with an antiquated wooden plow, or 
planting seed. 

The Cowenhoven family owned all of that 
district of the city known as Jackson Hollow, 
now worth millions of dollars, but by alienation 
and legal squabbles it passed into other hands. 

Randall Cowenhoven had been in financial 
ditficulties for several years before his death. 
He leaves & nephew.

REAL ESTATE MEN SAY IT WOULD 
RUIN THE WATER FRONT. 


At yesterday’s meeting of the Legislative Com- 
mittee of the Real Estate Exchange, Benjamin 
F. Romaine, Jr., called attention to the bill of- 
fered in the Legislature recently by Assombly- 
man Burnsof Westchester providing that no 
street should cross a railroad track at grade with- 
out express authority from the Supreme Court. 
The bill seemed to have escaped the attention 
of the special agent or the Exchange at Albany 
and of nearly every one else. 

Mr. Romaine said that the passage of sucha 
bill would be ruinous to the water front along 


the Harlem River over the section through 
whioh the tracks of the Harlem River braueh 
of the New-York, New-Haven and Hartford 
Road are laid. 

The streets in that section, although in use, 
are not Jegally opened. It would be impos- 
sible to carry the streets under the tracks, for 
the tracks are built on piles, filled in with coal 
dust. If an attempt were made to build over 
the tracks the streets would need to be raised 
fourteen feet, and that would cause a declivity 
on the river side of the tracks which horses 
with loaded teams eould not climb. This would 
mean ruin to the water front. 

Upon motion of Mr. Romaine the Secretary 
was instructed to prepare & protest against the 
pill and te forward copies of it to the President 
of the Senate, the gg of the Assembly, and 
the Chairman of the Assembly Committee on 
Railroads.

OUR DESIGNERS WILL HAVE 
NO RIVALS THIS YEAR. 
FIFE’S MINERVA WILL CRUISE THIS 
YEAR—THE SHAMROCK’S GOOD PROS- 

PECT FOR SUCCESSFUL RACING. 


The fact that the forty-foot yacht Minerva, 
designed by William Fife, Jr., of Scotland, for 
Admiral Tweed of the Corinthian Yacht Club 
of New-York, wili not enter the regattas around 
New-York this season, leaves the racing in the 
forty-foot class of yaclits to boats designed by 
Americans. If Fife is not represented the con- 
test will be between Designers Edward Bur- 
g¢ss, William Gardner, and A, Cary Smith. A 
G. McVey of Boston, designer of the forties 
Helen and Alice, was beaten last year, and it 
is not likely that his boats will be enough faster 
this season to winover the other forties, al- 
though they will undoubtedly make a better 
showing if they race. 

Edward Burgess’s advantage will be in the 
number of boats ne will have upon the water, 
and it will be surprising if he does not win. He 
will have about seventeen forties, while A. Cary 
Smith will only have two, the Banshee and the 


Gorilla, and William Gardner will be compelled 
to depend upon the Liris for success in this class. 
The Banshee has not been sold to-Eamund 
Fish, owner of the sloop Arab, as was reported, 
and she may uotrace. Mr. Fish stated on Mon- 
day that he had never thought of buying the 
Banshee, 

The Minerva wasthe successfal forty last 
year. Her beginning inracing was due to the 
accident which happened tothe Liris during 
her firat race. The Liris, 1¢ will be remem- 
bered, was finished in a hurry to enter the 
New-York Yacht Club’s annual regatta in June. 
Her rigging being defective, she snapped her 
mast off Sandy Hook. That was on Thursday. 
the Seawanhaka Cuorinthian Yacht Club’s an- 
nual regatta followed on Saturday, and, as the 
Liris’s crew were ansionus for a race, Admiral 
Tweed consented to their taking the Minerva 
in which to have their fun. The Minerva 
#howed great speed during the race, which she 
won, and then Admiral Tweed decided to let 
her race in about ali the conspicuous contests 
throughout the seaeon. 

The Minerva is now laid up at Beverly, Mass., 
while ber skipper, Charles Barr, is employed on 
the Morgan Docks, on the North River. ‘The 
yacht will be putin commission this year, but 
it is the present intention of her owner to use 
her for cruising ana pleasure sailing, at least 
during the greater part of the yachting season. 
Charles Barr wili sail her again. 


Capt. John Barr, who sailed the Thistle in 
her international races, will arrive at Boston 
s800D and locate with his family at Marblehead. 


He has been abroad during the Winter. He 
will sail the Clara, Dr. J. ©. Barron's cutter, 
again this year. 


Charles W. Wetmore intends to race the Liris 
this year for all she is worth. The yacht has

Gustave Andersen of 693 Union-street, Brook- 
lyn, another faith curist, was arrested yester- 
day for criminal negligence in allowing his two- 
year-old boy, David, to die through the father’s 
refusal to supply him with medicine. Andersen 
said his other obild had had diphtheria and had 
recovered without the sérvices of a doctor, and

The Coroner’s jury, Who held an inquest in 
the case of Philip Peterson, who died under 
similar clreumstances a few days ago, found a 
verdict yesterday holding the boy’s father, John 
Petersen, responsible. The prisoner was held in 
$2,500 bail fer the Grand Jury. The verdict of 
the Coroner’s jury contained the following: 

“We also recommend that legislative action be 
taken by the State authorities looking toward tne 
prevention of the concealment of contagious dis- 
eases, 80 that the lives of others may not be care- 
leasly and criminally endangered, as have been in 
this and other like cases.”

COST NEW-YORK’S CITIZENS.

It had become necessary and advisable to 
give up the present Worild’s Fair offices and 
they will be abandoned this week. Charles 8. 
Smith, on behalf of the Chamber of Commerce, 
put the rooms of that body at the disposal of 


the committee and the Mayor volunteered the 
use of the rooms in his office, which the com- 
mittee formerly occupied. The furniture in the 
present offices will be disposed of. 

There was no discussion as to the advisabil- 
ity of disbanding the committee now that 
Chicago has been chosen as the site for the 
World’s Fair. It is the general opinion that 
such action should be deferred until final av- 
tion in the matter has been taken by Congress. 

The Treasurer’s report showed that there had 
been received toward the preliminary fund 
from all sources the round sum of $41,400, of 
which $23,838 31 had been:paid out on duly- 
audited vouchers. What disposition will be 
made of the balance of the fund, $17,561 69, 
bas not been determined, possibly has not been 
discussed.

THE MOODY SERVICES. 


INTERESTING BIBLE ADDRESSES BY THE 
EVANGELIST. 


The Collegiate Church, corneref Fifth-avenue 
and Twenty-ninth-street, was filled with a large 
audience yesterday at the morning Bible ad- 
dress of Mr. D. L. Moody. Prayer was offered 
by Ralph Wells and the congregation and 
chorus sang the hymn “Blessed Assurance, 
Jesus is Mine.” Mr. Moody then began his ad- 
dress, reading from various portions of the 
Scriptures, and commenting upon the verses as 
he read. 


In the course of his remarks he spoke of the 
need of more life in the church services and 
shorter sermons. Men thought quicker nowa- 
days, be said. The minister should condense 
what he had to say and then give it to his hear- 


ers red hot. In speaking of ways of converting 
sinners Mr. Mooay found fault with the custom 
of telling one’s “experiences” to lead others to 
confess Christ. As no two men are exactly 
alike, no two are converted in just the same 
way. ‘ You can’t lay down any rules,” said he, 
**People who go on that theory are like the man 
who had one set standard theory for bringing 
up his children. He had. seven children and 
every One was differeut, What was the result? 
Why they smashed his theory.’””’ Mr. Moody haa 
something to say about sectarianism, and in his 
remarks said: ‘‘Thank God, these sectarian 
walls are tumbling down. I[t 1s not so much 
what church do I belong to as bave I the eptrit 
of Christ in my heart. This is the test.” 

Some Christians were all the time looking at 
their sins. Forgiveness of sins meant the put- 
ting away of them. They were all the time 
saying they forgave their neighbors when, 
secretly, they did not. 

The morning’s address then closed, and Mr. 
Moody hurried away to a second meeting at the 
Madison-Avenue Presbyterian Church, at Fifty- 
third-street. On the platform at the Collegiate 
Chureh were the Kev. Drs. Ashwortn, Bridz- 
man, Cookman, Elliott, Sample, Kerr, McLeod, 
and the Rev. D. J. Evans, 8. V. Robinson, and 
F. Zabriskie. At the Madison-Avenue Preaby- 
terian Church opening prayers were made by 
the Rev. Dr. Charles L. Thompson and the Rev. 
Dr. Burchard. These Bible addresses will be 
continued at both churches to-day, to-morrow, 
and on Friday. 


THK DOCK INQUIRY OVER. 





MR. ROLLINS, FOR THE PROSECUTION, 
ASSERTS CRIMINALITY. 


The Mayor's investigation of Dock Commis- 
sioners Edwin A. Post and James Matthews 
was finished yesterday. Mr. Franklin Bart- 
lett, counsel for Mr. Matthews, contined his 
argument to a denial of the charge that the 
reduction of the rental for the ‘‘Oyster Pier’ 
had been either criminal or unjust. The “Tim 
Shea” incident was gove over in detail as it has 
been related in THE TIMEs. 

Ex-Surrogate Rollins closed with a final argu- 
ment forthe prosecution. His main effort was 
to show by the testimony of the Commissioners 
themselves that the failure of Dockmasters to 
collect “top wharfage”’ involved decided crim- 
inality on the purt of the commission. Mr. 
Rollins vigorously arraigned both Post and 
Matthews. Commissioner Post was present 
during the lawyers argument, and vainly 
sought to hide his nervousness behind the Law 
Journal's pages. 

Everybody in the Mayor’s office gave asigh 
of relief when the long and wearisome investi- 
gation was ended. 

Mayor Grant made a little speech compli- 
Menting the lawyers engaged in the case for the 
good temper with which they had conducted 
the investigation and the courtesy they had 
shown to him. 





POLICE REFORMS HARD TO EFFEOT. 

At the mesting of the Police Board yesterday 
President MacLean moved that Capt. Ryan of 
the Twenty-first Precinct change commands 
with Capt. Thompson of the Eighth Precinct. 
On the 27th of last month Mr. MacLean went 
to the East Thirty-fifth-street station house 
with Mrs. J. Lowell, one of the State Commis- 
sioners of Charities. The place was very dirty 
and upside down, and no doorman was on duty. 
It was explained that whitewashing was going 
on, and that a number of prisoners had been 
housed the night before. Sergt. McDonald was 
on duty and Capt. Ryan was on patrol. 

Mr. MacLean’s motion was lost by a tie vote, 
Mr. Voorhis voting for it. Sergt. MoDonald, 
however, was transferred to the Eighteenth 
Precinct, Serat. Brophy of this command, who 
was last week fined a month’s pay for sleeping 
when he should have been on patrol, was sent 
te the Twenty-tirst Precinot.

GEN. SPINOLA QUESTIONED. 


HE SAYS MR. CLAPP LEFT HIM 28} 
SHARES OF STOCK. 


In the trial. before Judge Lawrence in Su 
preme Court, Special Term, of the suit of Haw 
ley D. Clapp. as receiver of a part of the estate 
of Hawley D. Clapp, againat the New-York 
Steam Company, Gen. Francis B. Spinola, and 
Wallace C. Andrews, Gen. Spinola. testified yes 
terday that in all his transactions with Mr. 
Clapp’s widow he had acted in perfect good 
faith. Gen. Spinola, Clapp, and Andrews weré 
engaged in various schemes in forming steam 
heating companies. 

It is claimed in thie suit that Gen. Spinola got 
Clapp's share of stock, and represented to his 
widow that it belonged to him as survivor, 12: 
fluenced by which representation Mrs, Clapp 
made an assignment of her claim io Gen, 
oo It is now sought to setthe assignment 
as 

[t appeared on the examination of Gen. Spl- 
nola by his counsel, Everett P. Wheeler, that 
there had been after Clapp’s death 630 shares 
of the stock of the steam company taken out in 
Mrs, Clapp’s name. she kept 350 and 285 
were to go to Gen. Spinola. 

The plaintifi’s counsel, A. R. Dyett, brought 
out on cross-examination that the 285 shares 
were put in the name of a Mr. Bixby. Gen. 
Spinola said that Bixby was a friend of his. 
The reason the shares were put in his name was 
because there were some suits pending against 
Gen. Spiyola and aiso some Judgments entered 
against him. It was an accommodation to him 
to have the stock-in Bixby’s name. 

W. C. Andrews, President of the New-York 
Steam Company, and who was also President 
of the New-York Steam Heating and Power 
Company, which was merged into the New- 
York Steam Company, said his company had 

aid no dividends and had made no profits. Ia 
ts operations it had not used the patents to 
which Clapp had the New-York City rights. 
The reason they were not used was because 
Mr. Andrews, on investigation, came to the 
conclusion that if they were used there would 
be explosions, as it was necessary for their ase 
to have manholes. Subsequent events, ha 
thought, had proved him right.

MISMANAGED HIS TRUST. 


SURROGATE RANSOM’S DECISION IN THE 
VAN SINDEREN CASE. 


Surrogate Ransom has handed down a de 
cision o»ntirming, except as it is modified ia 
one or two not very important respects, the 
report of Referee Emerson, who was appointed 
in the matter of the settlement of the judicial 
accounts ef Adrian Van Sinderen as testament- 
ary trustee of the estate of William Lawrence. 
His decision obviates the necessity of the 
denial ofa motion made on behalf of Mr. Van 
Sinderen to set the report aside. 

William Lawrence was a brother of Judge 
Abraham R. Lawrence of the Supreme Court. 
He died in 1864, teaving an estate valued at 
$100,000. Adrian Van Sinderen, a well-known 
lawyer and a life-long friend of Mr. Lawrence, 
was the only executor who qualified. A part of 
the estate was distributed among those legally 
entitled to receive it, but this was mostiy be- 
fore 1867. Referee Emerson found that Van Sin- 
deren was indebted to the estate to the amount 
of $63,000; that there was no part of the estate 
in existence in its original form, and that there 
was no evidence of its existence in any other 
form. He further recommended that Van Sin- 
deren be removed and another trustee appoint- 
ed in his piace. 

In regard to a small balance, of whioh Mr. 
Van Sinderen claimed he, had given the con- 
testing legatee his share, but which allegation 
the latter denied unequivocaNy, Surrogate Ran- 
som says In his opinion: 

“In view of the whole course of cenduct of the 
trustee in the management, or rather mismanage- 
ment, of his trust, his strange and inexplicable 
lack of definite or positive knowledge respecting 
almost everything pertainin to the estate, or 
about which he was examined, itis not unreason- 
able to infer that the payment claimed by him to 
be made was never in fact made, bat the money re- 
tained and applied for the purpose for which he 
professed to withhold it.” 

The evidence showed that Van Sinderen had 
said to two legatees that it was necessary for 
him to retain this balance for expenses relating 
to Ward’s Island property belonging to the 


estate.

TO BUILD A MEMORIAL HALL. 


THE UNION PRISONERS OF WAR ASSO- 
CIATION TO BEGIN WORK. 


The permanent organization of the Union 
Prisoners of War National Memorial Associa- 
tion was perfected yesterday by the appoint- 
mentor the following Executive Committee: 
Judge George M. Van Hoesen, Chairman; Alonzo 
T. Decker, Hibbard B. Marston, C. Henry 
Barney, Augustus C. Tate, J. L. Kilgore, James 
D. Bell, James Grant Wilson, Ira M. Hedges. 

The association, which is duly incorporated, 
has established permanent headquarters in 
THE Timks Building, Room 121, from which 
place it proposes to conduct its campaign for 
a Memorial Hall in the city of Washington to 
perpetuate the memory of the Union soldisra 
who died in Southern prisons during the war 
of the rebellion. Its officers are: President— 
Alonzo T. Leoker; Vice President—George M. 
Van Hoesen; Secretary—J. L. Kilgore; Treas- 
urer—Ira Hedges. 

It was resolved by the Executive Committee 
to begin at once enlarging the membership of 
the association before starting upon the work 
of securing of subscriptions to the Memorial 
Hall. All persons who were active participants 
in tne defense of the Union, together with their 
relatives and descendants, are eligible to mem- 
bership upon the payment of an admission fee 
of $1 and annual dues thereafter of the same 
amount. Stated meetings of the Executive 
Committee are to be held at headquarters ep 
the tirst Monday in each month.

WALL-STEEET TADK. 


There isn’t quite so much talk now as thert 
was afew days ago about the withdrawal ol 
big bear operators from the stock market after 
having covered all their short contracts at a 
profit. Yesterday all the regular raiders were 
couspicuously on duty, and no intelligent ob- 
server doubts that the short interest in the 
market has changed only to grow greater. 


The most important news of the day came by 
way of Washington in the shape of an an- 


nouncement that the Treasury Department 
was ready to buy more Government bonds. 
Secretary Windom was quoted as saying that 
he was ready to receive offers for the four per 
cents, and would buy at a fair figure. Many of 
the most influential men in Wall-street have 
bepn urging the Secretary to take this course. 


Not this matter alone, but for other and sub- 
stantial reasons, there is ground for the belief 


that theSecretary of the Treasury is inclined 
to keep an easy money market, so far as he is 
able to exert any influence. 


From the West came renewed assurances that 
efforts are being made by influential people te 


bring about a settlement of the railway rate 
war inthe West. There is excellent authority 
for the statement that the Chicago, Burlington 
ana Northern is finally ready to give up its 
guerilla character and contract to keep the 
peace. Other companies, the bigger one, it is 
estimated, will make some concessions in order 
to be rid of the Burlington and Northeru 
menace. ee 

The projected Southern railroad, to be known 
as the Virginia Western, upon which substan- 


tial work has already been done, will be an im- 
portant rivalof the Norfolk and Western sys- 
tem.

LOOKING FOR FUREIGN GOLD. 

Wall-street got up some enthusiasm yester- 
day over the announcement that about $1,000,- 
000 in gold had arrived in New-York from 
Europe. Foreign exchange rates have lately 
been down to the point where gold imports 
could be made ata profit, and Wall-street in a 
hopeful way jumped to the happy conclusion 
yesterday that the arrival of this $1,000,000 
was the forerunner of important shipments 
trom the other side. It was explained during 
the day, however, that the reported importa- 
tion was for the account of the Bank of Mon- 
treal in this city and intended for Canada, in 
no wise reflecting the market’s situation, the 
importers of this specie having special uses for 
it. They would bave brought it, it was said, 
even if its importation had been ata loss. The 
rates of exchange were advanced yesterday, 
— it was freely predicted that existing 
conditions would weaken it aga2in, and Wall- 
street has not given up the hope of seeing 
foreign gold coming this way soon.

GALES OFF THE SOUTHERN COAST. 

While the incoming European steamships as 
arule are making quick Winter passages, the 
vessels from the South are reporting severe 
atorms. Capt. Reynolds of the steamship City 
of Washington of the Ward Line from Havana 
says that soon after leaving Havana he ran 
into a aevere head gaie, whieh continued until 
the vessel nad —— Cape Hatteras.
